Gunnery  Sergeant  Phillip  Jordan  was  bom  in  Texas  on  April  20,  1960  and 
graduated  from  Clear  Creek  High  School  in  League  City,  Texas.  He  joined 
the  United  States  Marine  Corps  in  1987  and  served  in  the  1991  Gulf  War. 
Based  out  of  Camp  Lejeune  in  North  Carolina,  Gunnery  Sergeant  Jordan  was 
assigned  to  the  1st  Battalion,  2nd  Marine  Regiment,  and  2nd  Marine  Expe- 
ditionary Brigade.  Gunnery  Sergeant  Jordan,  42,  was  killed  on  March  23, 
2003  along  with  eight  other  Marines  in  a  clash  near  the  Iraqi  city  of  Nasiriyah 
when  enemy  soldiers  feigned  surrender  before  opening  fire.  A  resident  of 
Enfield,  CT  Gunnery  Sergeant  Jordan  leaves  behind  his  wife  of  nine  years, 
Amanda  and  their  six-year-old  son  Tyler.

Corporal  Kemaphoom  "Ahn"  Chanawongse  was  bom  in  Bangkok.  Thai- 
land on  May  5,  1980  and  settled  in  Waterford.  CT  with  his  family,  when  he 
was  nine.  He  graduated  from  Waterford  High  School  in  1999  and  immedi- 
ately enlisted  in  the  Marine  Corps.  Based  out  of  Camp  Lejeune  in  North 
Carolina,  Corporal  Chanawongse  was  assigned  to  the  1st  Battalion,  2nd  Ma- 
rine Regiment,  and  2nd  Marine  Expeditionary  Brigade.  His  parent  command 
was  the  2nd  Assault  Amphibian  Battalion.  Corporal  Chanawongse  was  first 
reported  as  missing  in  action  after  his  amphibious  assault  vehicle  was  am- 
bushed near  Nasiriyah  as  the  unit  tried  to  take  control  of  a  bridge  over  the 
Euphrates  River.  On  April  16,  2003  the  Department  of  Defense  confirmed 
that  he  had  been  killed  in  action  on  March  23,  2003  during  that  operation. 
Corporal  Chanawongse  leaves  behind  his  mother  and  stepfather  Tan  and  Paul 
Patchem  and  a  brother  Kemapasse.

In  the  mid-nineteenth  century.  Hartford,  Connecticut  was  an  affluent  town, 
the  wealthiest  city  per  capita  in  the  nation.  It  was  to  become  a  hub  of  manu- 
facturing and  invention,  the  birthplace  of  the  modern  insurance  industry,  a 
center  of  finance  and  book  publishing.  It  was  a  city  balanced  by  Samuel 
Colt's  sprawling  arms  factories  on  one  side  and  by  an  early  and  expansive 
city  park  system  designed  by  Frederick  Law  Olmsted  on  the  other. 

B\  the  mid- 1850s.  the  city  had  started  to  spread  out,  and  a  remarkable 
community  had  begun  to  grow  at  the  western  edge  of  Hartford  on  a  14()-acre 
tract  of  land  known  as  Nook  Farm,  so  named  for  the  nook  in  the  Park  Ri\er 
that  snaked  through  the  property.

''As  a  closely  knit  neighborhood  of  authors  and  reformers,  Nook 
Farm  flourished  for  approximately  three  decades,  from  the  late  1860s 
into  the  1890s.  Its  total  impact  upon  19th-century  Am.eric an  culture  is 
difficult  to  assess.  The  most  obvious  effects  were  upon  American 
literature  and  the  significant  changes  of  attitudes  and  thinking  that 
occurred  during  the  second  half  of  the  19th  century.  The  elusive 
quality  of  Nook  Farm  that  makes  it  so  fascinating  is  the  interplay  of 
ideas  and  the  stimulation  that  the  residents  had  not  only  upon  each 
other  but  also  upon  their  wide  circle  of  friends  and  associates. 
Finally,  the  homes  of  these  notable  Victorians  that  have  been 
preserved  and  restored  provide  a  three-dimensional  means  by  which 
the  present  and  future  generations  may  better  understand  the 
ambiance  in  which  they  lived. "

Nook  Farm's  residents  were  a  panoply  of  literary,  political  and  religious 
leaders  whose  ideas  and  actions  helped  to  shape  mid  nineteenth  century  so- 
ciety. Residents  included  Francis  Gillette,  Connecticut's  U.S.  Senator  and  the 
father  of  future  playwright  and  actor  William  Gillette  (who  would  inhabit 
another  Connecticut  treasure,  Gillette  Castle);  Isabella  Beecher  Hooker, 
woman  suffragist  and  Stowe' s  sister;  Joseph  Hawley,  co-editor  of  The  Hart- 
ford Courant  and  a  Civil  War  general  who  became  a  governor,  congressman 
and  senator;  and  Hawley 's  partner,  Charles  Dudley  Warner,  who  would  co- 
author (with  Mark  Twain)  The  Gilded  Age,  a  novel  that  defined  late  19th 
century  industrial  America. 

But  Nook  Farm's  most  famous  residents  were  two  internationally  recog- 
nized literary  figures  whose  names  resonate  with  readers  today:  Harriet  Bee- 
cher Stowe  and  Samuel  Langhorne  Clemens,  better  known  as  Mark  Twain. 
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Stowe  and  Twain  were  of  different  generations.  They  grew  up  half  a  con- 
tinent apart  and  Hved  vastly  different  lifestyles.  Twain  was  born  in  a  small 
town  on  the  Missouri  frontier.  Stowe  was  bom  into  a  New  England  com- 
munity as  a  member  of  one  of  the  most  influential  families  of  the  19th  cen- 
tury. Twain  worked  as  a  printer's  apprentice,  riverboat  pilot  and  gold  pros- 
pector. Stowe  juggled  the  demands  of  a  growing  family  w  ith  her  urge  to 
become  a  "literary  woman."  Twain  would  travel  the  world  as  a  newspaper 
correspondent  and  lecturer  and  live  for  years  in  Missouri,  California,  Nevada, 
New  York,  and  countries  throughout  Europe,  in  addition  to  his  two  decades 
in  Hartford.  In  an  era  when  women  did  not  speak  to  the  public.  Stowe  traveled 
as  a  lecturer  in  Europe  and  across  the  United  States.  She  arrived  in  Nook 
Farm  as  the  author  of  12  successful  works,  most  notably  the  anti-slavery 
novel  and  international  best  seller.  Uncle  Tom^s  Cabin.  Twain  moved  to 
Hartford  as  his  star  was  rising,  already  the  author  of  two  successful  books. 
It  would  be  during  his  time  in  Hartford  that  Twain  would  write  The  Adven- 
tures of  Tom  Sawyer  and  other  masterpieces  that  would  bring  him  an  inter- 
national following  and  define  his  standing  as  the  founding  father  of  modem 
American  literature. 

In  addition  to  sharing  backyards  on  their  abutting  properties.  Twain  and 
Stowe  also  shared  a  buming  passion  to  right  the  injustices  they  saw  in  a 
racially  fractured  American  society.  Although  of  different  generations,  Stowe 
and  Clemens  shared  a  profound  respect  for  one  another. 

Most  of  Nook  Farm  has  changed.  In  the  20th  centurv',  several  of  its  mag- 
nificent homes  gave  way  to  Hartford  Public  High  School.  Others  were  tom 
down  for  apartment  buildings.  The  Park  Ri\er  was  ultimately  buried  as  part 
of  flood  control  projects. 

Glimpses  of  the  grandeur  of  Nook  Farm  remain,  however.  Six  of  the  origi- 
nal homes  still  line  Forest  Street  and  Farmington  Avenue.  Three  are  preserved 
as  parts  of  museums — The  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  Center  (with  the  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe  House  and  the  Katharine  Seymour  Day  House)  and  The  Mark 
Twain  House — that  tell  the  stories  of  the  life  and  work  of  Nook  Farm's  most 
notable  figures. 
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Harriet  Beecher  Stowe 

1811-1896 

The  author  who  moved  a  nation 


Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  (1811-1896)  was 
the  author  of  the  internationally  famous 
ground  breaking  antislavery  novel.  Uncle 
Tom 's  Cabin,  published  in  book  form  in 
1852.  A  member  of  Connecticut's  activist 
Beecher  family,  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe 
published  more  than  thirty  books  and  nu- 
merous sketches  and  articles,  many  deal- 
ing with  the  role  of  women.  She  was  one 
of  the  most  influential  Americans  of  the 
nineteenth  century  and  a  resident  of  Nook 
Farm  from  1864  to  1896. 

Stowe  was  bom  in  Litchfield,  Con- 
necticut, on  June  14,  1811.  Her  Connecti-

father,  Lyman  Beecher,  was  a  Congrega- 
tional minister  in  Litchfield,  at  that  time  one  of  the  state's  most  thriving  and 
progressive  towns.  Her  mother,  Roxanna  Foote,  was  a  member  of  the  learned 
and  artistically  talented  Foote  family  of  Guilford. 

Stowe  was  at  the  forefront  of  change  in  women's  education — as  a  student 
at  the  Litchfield  Female  Academy  and  the  Hartford  Female  Seminary — and 
later,  as  a  teacher  at  the  Hartford  Female  Seminary  and  the  Western  Female 
Institute  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Both  were  founded  by  her  sister,  Catharine 
Beecher. 

Lyman  Beecher  was  said  to  have  fathered  more  brains  than  any  man  in 
America.  All  of  Stowe' s  seven  brothers  became  ministers  and  one,  Henry 
Ward  Beecher,  became  nationally  prominent.  Stowe' s  family,  including  her 
sisters,  Catharine  Beecher  and  Isabella  Beecher  Hooker  (a  woman  suffragist 
and  Nook  Farm  resident)  were  leading  figures  in  education  and  social  reform 
in  the  19th  century. 

From  1832  to  1850,  Stowe  lived  in  Cincinnati,  where  her  father  was  pres- 
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idem  of  Lane  Theological  Seminar).  \\  hilc  there,  she  met  fugitive  slaves, 
heard  abolitionists  speak,  and  observed  the  workings  of  slavery  in  Kentucky, 
across  the  Ohio  River.  She  also  published  her  first  book  and  married  Calvin 
Ellis  Stowe,  a  Lane  faculty  member,  and  noted  Biblical  scholar.  They  were 
to  have  seven  children  (one  of  whom,  Samuel  Charles  Stcnve.  died  as  an 
infant  in  1849). 

That  loss,  and  the  passage  of  the  Fugitive  Slave  Act  in  1850,  moved  her 
to  begin  a  work  that  would  depict  slavery  "in  the  most  lifelike  and  graphic 
manner."  Serialized  in  forty-two  installments  in  the  anti-slaver\'  newspaper 
The  National  Era,  Uncle  Tom 's  Cabin  was  released  as  a  book  in  March  1 852. 
Ten  thousand  copies  sold  within  months  of  publication.  A  million  copies  sold 
by  the  end  of  the  first  year  in  the  U.S.  alone.  Throughout  the  19th  century, 
and  well  into  the  20th,  only  the  Bible  sold  more  copies.  It  was  translated  into 
at  least  a  dozen  languages  within  its  first  year.  It  has  been  published  in  more 
than  60  countries  to  date.  Upon  meeting  her  for  the  first  time.  President 
Abraham  Lincoln  is  alleged  to  have  said,  "so  you're  the  little  lady  who  wrote 
the  book  that  started  this  great  war." 

The  Stowe  family  built  their  first  Hartford  home.  Oakholm,  now  demol- 
ished, in  1864.  In  1873,  they  moved  to  the  Forest  Street  home,  which  the 
Stowe  Center  preserves  and  interprets.  Stowe' s  interest  and  talents  were 
broad  and  diverse.  In  addition  to  her  writing,  she  was  a  prolific  and  talented 
painter  and  an  avid  gardener.  She  and  her  sister  Catharine  Beecher  wrote 
American  Woman^s  Home  in  1869.  Characterized  as  a  thinking  woman's 
guide  to  household  management,  the  book  remains  informative  and  relevant 
today.  Over  the  years,  Stowe  maintained  correspondence  w  ith  other  reformers 
and  writers  such  as  Frederick  Douglass,  George  Eliot.  William  Lloyd  Gar- 
rison. Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow,  Sarah  Ome  Jewett,  Elizabeth  Cady 
Stanton,  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland  (a  noted  British  anti-slavery  activist,)  and 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes. 

Stowe' s  life  and  work  has  generated  keen  interest  from  scholars  and  others. 
Not  one,  but  two  biographies  of  Stowe  received  the  Pulitzer  Prize  (1995, 
Joan  Hedrick  of  Hartford's  Trinity  College  for  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  :  A 
Life  and  in  1942,  Forrest  Wilson  for  Crusader  in  Crinoline.)  Stowe's  greatest 
work.  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin  was  controversial  when  it  first  appeared  and  re- 
mains controversial  today.  James  Baldwin  blamed  it  for  segregation:  Lang- 
sion  Hughes  called  it  "a  moral  battle  cry  for  freedom." 

Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  died  in  Hartford  on  July  1.  1896,  just  two  weeks

after  her  85th  birthday.  She  was  buried  in  Andover,  Massachusetts  next  to 
her  husband  and  their  oldest  son,  Henry. 

The  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  Center,  founded  by  Stowe's  grandniece,  Kath- 
arine Seymour  Day  in  1942  and  opened  to  the  public  in  1968,  is  the  site  of 
Stowe's  final  Nook  Farm  home.  (Katharine  Day  was  also  the  founding  Pres- 
ident of  the  Mark  Twain  Memorial  and  served  from  1927  to  1954.) 

The  Stowe  Center  is  open  for  tours  and  programs  year-round  and  welcomes 
visitors  of  all  ages.  The  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe  House  (1871)  is  a  Victorian 
Gothic  Cottage  containing  family  and  period  furniture,  paintings  and  mem- 
orabilia. The  Stowe  Center  Library  (in  the  1884  Katharine  Seymour  Day 
House)  holds  an  important  collection  of  materials  on  19th  century  African- 
American  and  women's  history,  the  Stowe  and  Beecher  families,  and  Vic- 
torian architecture  and  decorative  arts.  (The  grounds  include  the  Visitor  Cen- 
ter, with  exhibition  space,  a  Museum  Shop  and  visitor  amenities.)  The 
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gardens  contain  Connecticut's  largest  magnolia  and  one  of  the  oldest  dog- 
wood trees.  Tourists,  scholars  and  students  all  come  to  the  Stowe  Center  to 
capture  the  spirit  of  Stowe' s  life  and  times. 

In  2002,  the  Stowe  Center  marked  the  anniversary  of  the  publication  of 
Uncle  Tom's  Cabin  with  a  year-long  series  of  programs  and  events.  Uncle 
Tom 's  Cabin  at  150  and  was  awarded  the  Wilbur  Cross  Award  for  exemplary 
heritage  programming  from  the  Connecticut  Humanities  Council.  The  Stowe 
Center  provides  sought-after  learning  opportunities  to  teachers,  students,  pub- 
lic historians,  families  and  collaborating  partners.  In  2002.  the  Stowe  Center 
and  The  Hartford  Courant's  Newspapers  in  Education  program  received  the 
national  Newspaper  Innovators  in  Education  Award  from  the  Newspaper 
Association  of  America  Foundation  for  the  "Let  Your  Pen  Be  Your  Voice" 
writing  program  and  essay  contest  for  6000  students  in  grades  2  through  8. 

Today,  the  Stowe  Center  continues  to  inspire  generations  to  embrace  and 
emulate  Stowe's  commitment  to  social  justice.  It  is  proud  to  partner  with  its 
neighbor.  The  Mark  Twain  House  and  other  21st  century  Hartford  neighbors 
on  a  variety  of  programs  and  activities.  The  Stowe  Center  website  www. 
HarrietBeecherStowe.org  provides  resources  for  scholars,  students,  tourists 
and  others. 
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Samuel  Langhorne  Clemens 

(Mark  Twain) 

1835-1910 
The  riverboat  pilot  who  defined  American  literature 


Samuel  Langhorne  Clemens  was  bom  in 
a  small  town  in  the  frontier  state  of  Mis- 
souri. As  the  writer  Mark  Twain,  he  is  of- 
ten identified  with  the  mighty  Mississippi 
River  that  flowed  through  the  nation's 
heartland  and  past  his  boyhood  home  of 
Hannibal,  MO.  But  when,  after  18  years 
of  ceaseless  wandering,  it  came  time  for 
Mark  Twain  finally  to  establish  a  home  of 
his  own,  it  was  to  Hartford  that  he  and  his 
new  wife  moved  in  1871.  It  was  his  two 
decades  in  Hartford,  including  17  years  at 
the  house  he  and  his  wife  Livy  built  on 
Farmington  Avenue  in  the  city's  West 
End,  that  would  be  the  happiest  and  m^ost 
productive  years  of  his  life — and  years 
that  would  change  the  course  of  American  literature  forever. 

Mark  Twain  first  visited  Hartford  in  1868,  shortly  after  the  publication  of 
The  Celebrated  Jumping  Frog  of  Calaveras  County.  He  was  a  restless,  32- 
year-old  former  riverboat  pilot  and  gold  prospector  who  had  finally  found 
steady  income  as  a  newspaper  correspondent  and  lecturer.  In  Hartford  to  visit 
the  publisher  of  his  first  travelogue,  The  Innocents  Abroad,  Twain  was  also 
in  the  midst  of  another  momentous  occasion  in  his  life,  the  courtship  of  Olivia 
Langdon  of  Elmira,  New  York. 

Sam  and  Livy  were  married  in  1870  and  moved  to  Hartford  in  1871  to  be 
near  his  publisher,  the  American  Publishing  Company.  The  family  first  rented 
a  house  on  Forest  Street  in  Nook  Farm  from  Livy's  friends,  John  and  Isabella 
Beecher  Hooker,  and  later  purchased  land  on  Farmington  Avenue,  where 
their  neighbors  were  some  of  Hartford's  most  prominent  citizens.  In  1873, 
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they  engaged  New  York  City  architect  Edward  Tuckerman  Potter  to  design 
the  house.  Livy  sketched  a  layout  relating  the  various  rooms  to  views  over 
what  was  then  open  countryside  and  a  bend,  or  nook,  in  the  Park  River.  The 
cost  apparently  exceeded  their  budget  and  the  interior  of  the  home  remained 
unfinished  when  the  famil\  mo\ed  in  October  1874. 

The  house  was  a  treasure  for  the  Clemens  famih .  Twain  wrote: 

'To  us,  our  house  .  .  .  had  a  heart,  and  a  soul,  and  eyes  to  see  us  with; 
and  approvals  and  solicitudes  and  deep  sympathies:  it  was  of  us,  and 
we  were  in  its  confidence  and  lived  in  its  grace  and  in  the  peace  of  it 
benediction." 

In  1 88 1 ,  the  success  of  The  Adventures  of  Tom  Sawyer  and  several  lecture 
tours  allowed  Twain  and  his  wife  to  enlarge  the  home's  kitchen  wing  and 
hire  Louis  Comfort  Tiffany's  design  firm.  Associated  Artists,  to  decorate  the 
home's  first  floor. 

Even  as  his  fame  grew  from  his  writings  and  his  lecture  tours  across  the 
United  States  and  Europe,  Twain  always  returned  to  his  home  on  Farmington 
Avenue  in  Hartford  where  he  and  Livy  raised  their  three  daughters,  Susy, 
Clara,  and  Jean. 

Twain  often  referred  to  his  years  in  Hartford  as  the  happiest  of  his  life, 
and  during  his  17  years  at  his  Farmington  Avenue  home.  Twain  wrote  several 
major  works — including  Life  on  The  Mississippi  ( 1 883),  Adventures  of  Huck- 
leberry Finn  (1884),  and  A  Connecticut  Yankee  in  King  Arthur's  Court 
i  1889) — that  would  redefine  modem  American  literature.  "All  American  lit- 
erature comes  from  Huck  Finn  ...  the  best  book  we've  ever  had,"  Ernest 
Hemingway  once  said.  "There  was  nothing  before.  There's  been  nothing 
good  since." 

Financial  problems  resulting  from  failed  investments,  forced  Sam  and  Livy 
to  move  the  family  to  Europe  in  1891.  Though  he  would  complain  about  the 
other  places  the  family  lived  ("How  ugly,  tasteless,  repulsive  are  all  the  do- 
mestic interiors  I  have  ever  seen  in  Europe  compared  with  the  perfect  taste 
of  this  'the  Hartford  home's'  ground  floor"),  the  family  would  never  live  in 
Hartford  again.  Susy's  death  in  1896  would  make  it  too  hard  for  Li\y  to 
return  to  their  Hartford  home  and  they  sold  the  property  in  1903. 

Twain's  remarkable  19-room  Victorian  mansion  changed  owners  several 
times  after  the  turn  of  the  centurs .  It  was  used  as  a  private  school  and  an 
apartment  building.  In  1919,  a  group  of  local  citizens  recognized  the  house's

historic  importance  and  developed  plans  to  preserve  the  home.  Ten  years 
later,  the  Mark  Twain  Memorial  and  Library  Commission  purchased  the 
property.  The  house  served  as  the  Mark  Twain  Branch  of  the  Hartford  PubHc 
Library  for  many  years  before  a  total  restoration  began  in  the  1950s.  The 
Mark  Twain  House  was  opened  as  a  museum  in  the  1960s  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Mark  Twain  Memorial,  the  private,  non-profit  organization  that  still 
owns  and  operates  the  museum. 

The  Mark  Twain  House  was  designated  a  National  Historic  Landmark  in 
1963  and  is  the  winner  of  a  major  award  for  restoration  from  the  National 
Trust  for  Historic  Preservation.  The  house  contains  many  pieces  of  Clemens 
family  furniture,  including  Twain's  ornate  Venetian  bed,  an  intricately-carved 
mantel  from  a  Scottish  castle,  and  a  billiard  table  owned  by  the  author.

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Now  open  year-round  for  guided  tours.  The  Mark  Twain  House  attracts 
more  than  60,000  visitors  a  year  and  is  one  of  the  premier  tourist  attractions 
in  Connecticut.  Because  of  the  international  notoriety  of  Twain,  The  Mark 
Twain  House  attracts  visitors  from  ever>  state  in  the  nation  as  well  as  from 
more  than  70  countries.  In  addition  to  opening  the  historic  house  for  tours, 
the  organization  also  runs  dozens  of  special  programs  about  Twain's  writing, 
his  family  life,  and  the  literary  elite  who  lived  in  Connecticut  during  Twain's 
time,  including  his  Nook  Farm  neighbor.  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe.  The  orga- 
nization's website  www.marktwainhouse.org  provides  information  for  visi- 
tors and  resources  for  teachers  and  students  to  understand  Twain's  remark- 
able legacy. 

As  it  passes  the  century  mark  since  Twain's  ownership.  The  Mark  Twain 
House  is  in  the  midst  of  its  most  ambitious  project  since  the  initial  restoration 
of  the  House.  In  the  Spring  of  2002.  the  organization  held  a  groundbreaking 
for  the  new  Education  and  Visitors  Center  adjacent  to  Twain's  Carriage 
House.  The  new  center,  which  will  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  2003  and  open 
to  the  public,  will  give  the  organization  an  opponunity  to  attract  more  repeat 
and  new  visitors.  The  35.000-square-foot  building  will  house  many  artifacts 
from  the  museum's  collection  that  cannot  currently  be  shown  in  the  House 
itself.  The  new  building  will  contain  a  lecture  hall  and  classroom  facilities 
to  allow  the  organization  to  attract  more  school  groups.  A  new  larger  museum 
store  and  a  cafe  will  help  enhance  the  visitor  experience.  In  addition,  a  gallery 
will  give  the  museum  the  space  to  mount  changing  exhibits,  which  will  pro- 
\  ide  new  ongoing  attractions  for  tourists.

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PREFACE  TO  THE 
DECLARATION  OF  INDEPENDENCE 

The  Declaration  of  Independence  is  generally  re- 
garded as  one  of  the  most  famous  documents  in  the 
history  of  the  world.  On  June  10,  1776.  the  Continental 
Congress  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of  Thomas 
Jefferson,  Benjamin  Franklin,  John  Adams,  Roger  Sher- 
man and  Robert  R.  Livingston  to  draft  a  Declaration  of 
Independence. 

Jefferson  wrote  out  a  rough  draft  of  the  Declaration, 
which  was  carefully  revised  by  the  committee  and  pre- 
sented to  Congress  for  adoption.  After  some  further 
slight  revisions  by  that  body,  it  was  adopted  on  July  4, 
1776,  at  Philadelphia. 

The  parchment  with  the  original  signatures  was  de- 
posited with  the  Department  of  State  when  the  govern- 
ment was  organized  in  1789. 

The  original  Declaration  of  Independence  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Department  of  State,  by  direction  of  the 
late  President  Warren  G.  Harding,  to  the  Library  of  Con- 
gress. In  1952,  at  the  direction  of  Congress,  it  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  National  Archives  Building.  Washington, 
D.C.,  where  it  rests  today.

THE  UNANIMOUS  DECLARATION 

of  the 

THIRTEEN  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

When,  in  the  course  of  human  events,  it  becomes  necessary  for  one  people 
to  dissolve  the  political  bands  which  have  connected  them  with  another,  and  to 
assume,  among  the  powers  of  the  earth,  the  separate  and  equal  station  to  which 
the  laws  of  nature  and  of  nature's  God  entitle  them,  a  decent  respect  to  the 
opinions  of  mankind  requires  that  they  should  declare  the  causes  which  impel 
them  to  the  separation. 

We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created  equal,  that 
they  are  endowed,  by  their  Creator,  with  certain  unalienable  rights,  that  among 
these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. — That  to  secure  these  rights, 
governments  are  instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  con- 
sent of  the  governed,  that  whenever  any  form  of  government  becomes  destructive 
of  these  ends,  it  is  the  right  of  the  people  to  alter  or  to  abolish  it,  and  to  institute 
new  government,  laying  its  foundation  on  such  principles,  and  organizing  its 
powers  in  such  form,  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  likely  to  effect  their  safety 
and  happiness.  Prudence,  indeed,  will  dictate,  that  governments  long  established, 
should  not  be  changed  for  light  and  transient  causes;  and  accordingly  all  ex- 
perience hath  shown,  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer,  while  evils  are 
sufferable,  than  to  right  themselves  by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they  are 
accustomed.  But  when  a  long  train  of  abuses  and  usurpations,  pursuing  invariably 
the  same  object,  evinces  a  design  to  reduce  them  under  absolute  despotism,  it 
is  their  right,  it  is  their  duty,  to  throw  off  such  government,  and  to  provide  new 
guards  for  their  future  security.  Such  has  been  the  patient  sufferance  of  these 
Colonies;  and  such  is  now  the  necessity  which  constrains  them  to  alter  their 
former  systems  of  government.  The  history  of  the  present  King  of  Great  Britain 
is  a  history  of  repeated  injuries  and  usurpations,  all  having  in  direct  object  the 
establishment  of  an  absolute  tyranny  over  these  States.  To  prove  this,  let  facts 
be  submitted  to  a  candid  world. 

He  has  refused  his  assent  to  laws,  the  most  wholesome  and  necessary  for  the 
public  good. 

He  has  forbidden  his  governors  to  pass  laws  of  immediate  and  pressing  im- 
portance, unless  suspended  in  their  operations  till  his  assent  should  be  obtained; 
and  when  so  suspended,  he  has  utterly  neglected  to  attend  to  them. 

He  has  refused  to  pass  other  laws  for  the  accommodation  of  large  districts  of 
people,  unless  those  people  would  relinquish  the  right  of  representation  in  the 
legislature,  a  right  inestimable  to  them,  and  formidable  to  tyrants  only. 

He  has  called  together  legislative  bodies  at  places  unusual,  uncomfortable, 
and  distant  from  the  depository  of  their  public  records,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
fatiguing  them  into  compliance  with  his  measures. 

He  has  dissolved  representative  houses  repeatedly,  for  opposing  with  manly 
firmness  his  invasions  on  the  rights  of  the  people. 

He  has  refused  for  a  long  time,  after  such  dissolutions,  to  cause  others  to  be 
elected;  whereby  the  legislative  powers,  incapable  of  annihilation,  have  returned 
to  the  people  at  large  for  their  exercise;  the  State  remaining,  in  the  meantime, 
exposed  to  all  the  dangers  of  invasion  from  without,  and  convulsions  within. 
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He  has  endea\ored  to  prevent  the  population  ot  these  States:  tor  that  purpose 
obstructing  the  laws  for  naturalization  of  foreigners;  refusing  to  pass  others  to 
encourage  their  migrations  hither,  and  raising  the  conditions  of  new  appropri- 
ations of  lands. 

He  has  obstructed  the  administration  of  justice.  b\  refusing  his  assent  to  laws 
for  establishing  judiciary  powers. 

He  has  made  judges  dependent  on  his  will  alone,  for  the  tenure  of  their  offices, 
and  the  amount  and  payment  of  their  salaries. 

He  has  erected  a  multitude  of  new  offices,  and  sent  hither  swarms  of  officers 
to  harass  our  people,  and  eat  out  their  substance. 

He  has  kept  among  us,  in  times  of  peace,  standing  armies,  w  ithout  the  consent 
of  our  legislatures. 

He  has  affected  to  render  the  military  independent  of  and  superior  to  the  civil 
power. 

He  has  combined  with  others  to  subject  us  to  a  jurisdiction  foreign  to  our 
constitution,  and  unacknowledged  by  our  laws:  giving  his  assent  to  their  acts 
of  pretended  legislation: 

For  quartering  large  bodies  of  armed  troops  among  us: 

For  protecting  them,  by  a  mock  trial,  from  punishment  for  any  murders  which 
they  should  commit  on  the  inhabitants  of  these  States: 

For  cutting  off  our  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world: 

For  imposing  taxes  on  us  without  our  consent: 

For  depriving  us,  in  many  cases,  of  the  benefits  of  trial  by  jury: 

For  transporting  us  beyond  seas  to  be  tried  for  pretended  offences: 

For  abolishing  the  free  system  of  English  laws  in  a  neighboring  province, 
establishing  therein  an  arbitrary  government,  and  enlarging  its  boundaries,  so 
as  to  render  it  at  once  an  example  and  fit  instrument  for  introducing  the  same 
absolute  rule  into  these  Colonies: 

For  taking  away  our  charters,  abolishing  our  most  valuable  laws,  and  altering 
fundamentally  the  forms  of  our  governments: 

For  suspending  our  own  legislatures,  and  declaring  themselves  invested  with 
power  to  legislate  for  us  in  all  cases  whatsoever. 

He  has  abdicated  government  here,  by  declaring  us  out  of  his  protection,  and 
waging  war  against  us. 

He  has  plundered  our  seas,  ravaged  our  coasts,  burnt  our  tow  ns.  and  destroyed 
the  lives  of  our  people. 

He  is.  at  this  time,  transporting  large  armies  of  foreign  mercenaries  to  complete 
the  works  of  death,  desolation,  and  tyranny,  already  begun  with  circumstances 
of  cruelty  and  perfidy,  scarcely  paralleled  in  the  most  barbarous  ages,  and  totally 
unworthy  the  head  of  a  civilized  nation. 

He  has  constrained  our  fellow-citizens,  taken  capti\e  on  the  high  seas,  to  bear 
arms  against  their  country,  to  become  the  executioners  of  their  friends  and 
brethren,  or  to  fall  themselves  by  their  hands. 

He  has  excited  domestic  insurrections  amongst  us,  and  has  endeavored  to 
bring  on  the  inhabitants  of  our  frontiers,  the  merciless  Indian  savages,  whose 
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known  rule  of  warfare  is  an  undistinguished  destruction  of  all  ages,  sexes,  and 
conditions. 

In  every  stage  of  these  oppressions  we  have  petitioned  for  redress  in  the  most 
humble  terms:  our  repeated  petitions  have  been  answered  only  by  repeated  injury. 
A  prince,  whose  character  is  thus  marked  by  every  act  which  may  define  a 
tyrant,  is  unfit  to  be  the  ruler  of  a  free  people. 

Nor  have  we  been  wanting  in  attentions  to  our  British  brethren.  We  have 
warned  them,  from  time  to  time,  of  attempts  by  their  legislature  to  extend  an 
unw  arrantable  jurisdiction  over  us.  We  have  reminded  them  of  the  circumstances 
of  our  emigration  and  settlement  here.  We  have  appealed  to  their  native  justice 
and  magnanimity,  and  we  have  conjured  them  by  the  ties  of  our  common  kindred 
to  disavow  these  usurpations,  which  would  inevitably  interrupt  our  connections 
and  correspondence.  They,  too,  have  been  deaf  to  the  voice  of  justice  and  of 
consanguinity.  We  must,  therefore,  acquiesce  in  the  necessity,  which  denounces 
our  separation,  and  hold  them,  as  we  hold  the  rest  of  mankind,  enemies  in  war, 
in  peace  friends. 

We,  therefore,  the  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  General 
Congress  assembled,  appealing  to  the  Supreme  Judge  of  the  world  for  the  rec- 
titude of  our  intentions,  do,  in  the  name,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  good  people 
of  these  Colonies,  solemnly  publish  and  declare,  that  these  United  Colonies  are, 
and  of  right  ought  to  be.  free  and  independent  States:  that  they  are  absolved 
from  all  allegiance  to  the  British  crown,  and  that  all  political  connection  between 
them  and  the  State  of  Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally  dissolved;  and 
that  as  free  and  independent  States  they  have  full  power  to  levy  war,  conclude 
peace,  contract  alliances,  establish  commerce,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things 
which  independent  States  may  of  right  do.  And  for  the  support  of  this  declaration, 
with  a  firm  reliance  on  the  protection  of  Divine  Providence,  we  mutually  pledge 
to  each  other  our  lives,  our  fortunes,  and  our  sacred  honour.

PREFACE  TO  THE 
UNITED  STATES  CONSTITUTION 

The  United  States  Constitution  is  the  oldest  federal 
constitution  in  existence.  It  was  so  well  framed  that  it 
has  served  as  the  basis  for  this  government  for  two 
centuries.  Only  once  has  it  been  seriously  endangered, 
this  being  during  the  Civil  War.  Many  of  its  principles 
have  been  adopted  by  other  countries. 

The  Constitution  was  the  outgrowth  of  a  convention 
of  delegates  from  the  different  states  that  met  in  Phila- 
delphia in  May,  1787,  Rhode  Island  not  being  repre- 
sented. George  Washington  presided  over  the  conven- 
tion, which  lasted  from  May  to  September. 

The  Constitution  was  then  submitted  to  the  then  ex- 
isting states  for  ratification,  with  a  provision  that  it 
should  become  effective  when  ratified  by  nine  states. 
New  Hampshire  was  the  ninth  state  to  ratify,  June  21, 
1788,  and  the  Constitution  went  into  effect  in  1789. 

The  states  ratified  the  Constitution  in  the  following 
order:  Delaware,  Dec.  7;  Pennsylvania,  Dec.  12,  and 
New  Jersey,  Dec.  18,  1787;  Georgia,  Jan.  2;  Connecti- 
cut, Jan.  9;  Massachusetts,  Feb.  6;  Maryland,  Apr.  28; 
South  Carolina,  May  23;  New  Hampshire,  June  21;  Vir- 
ginia, June  25,  and  New  York,  July  26,  1788;  North 
Carolina,  Nov.  21,  1789,  and  Rhode  Island,  May  29, 
1790. 
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*CONSTITl  TION  OF  THE  IMTED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

PREAMBLE. 
We  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  Order  to  form  a  more  perfect 
Union,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  Tranquility,  provide  for  the  common 
defence,  promote  the  general  Welfare,  and  secure  the  Blessings  of  Liberty  to 
ourselves  and  our  Posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for  the 
United  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  L 

Section  1.  All  legislative  Powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested  in  a  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives. 

Section  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of  Members  cho- 
sen every  second  Year  by  the  People  of  the  several  States,  and  the  Electors  in 
each  State  shall  have  the  Qualifications  requisite  for  Electors  of  the  most  nu- 
merous Branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  Age 
of  twenty  five  Years,  and  been  seven  Years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and 
who  shall  not.  when  elected  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be 
chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States 
which  may  be  included  w  ithin  this  Union,  according  to  their  respective  Numbers, 
which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  Number  of  free  Persons, 
including  those  bound  to  Service  for  a  Term  of  Years,  and  excluding  Indians 
not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  Persons.  The  actual  Enumeration  shall  be  made 
within  three  Years  after  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  within  every  subsequent  Term  of  ten  Years  in  such  Manner  as  they  shall 
by  Law  direct,  the  Number  of  Representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every 
thirty  Thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  Least  one  Representative:  and  until 
such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  shall  be  entitled 
to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plantations 
one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York  six.  New  Jersey  four.  Pennsylvania  eight.  Dela- 
ware one.  Maryland  six,  Virginia  ten.  North  Carolina  five.  South  Carolina  five 
and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  Representation  from  any  State,  the  Executive 
Authority  thereof  shall  issue  Writs  of  Election  to  fill  such  Vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and  other  Officers; 
and  shall  have  the  sole  Power  of  Impeachment. 

Section  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators 
from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  Legislature  thereof,  for  six  Years:  and  each 
Senator  shall  have  one  Vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  Consequence  of  the  first  Election, 
they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be  into  three  Classes. 

The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  Class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  Expiration 
of  the  second  Year,  of  the  second  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  fourth  Year, 
and  of  the  third  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  sixth  Year,  so  that  one  third  may 
be  chosen  every  second  Year:  and  if  Vacancies  happen  by  Resignation,  or  oth- 
erwise, during  the  Recess  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof 


'Connecticut  ratified  the  Constitution  Jan.  9.  1788,  having  been  the  fifth  State  to  vote  for  ratification 
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may  make  temporary  Appointments  until  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Legislature, 
which  shall  then  fill  such  Vacancies. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  Age  of  thirty 
Years,  and  been  nine  Years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not, 
when  elected,  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but 
shall  have  no  Vote  unless  they  be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  Officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore, 
in  the  Absence  of  the  Vice  President,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  Office  of 
President  of  the  United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  Power  to  try  all  Impeachments.  When  sitting 
for  that  Purpose  they  shall  be  on  Oath  or  Affirmation.  When  the  President  of 
the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  Person  shall 
be  convicted  without  the  Concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  Members  present. 

Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal 
from  Office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and  enjoy  any  Office  of  honor.  Trust 
or  Profit  under  the  United  States:  but  the  Party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be 
liable  and  subject  to  Indictment,  Trial,  Judgment  and  Punishment,  according  to 
Law. 

Section  4.  The  Times,  Places  and  Manner  of  holding  Elections  for  Senators 
and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  Legislature  thereof; 
but  the  Congress  may  at  any  time  by  Law  make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except 
as  to  the  Places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  Year,  and  such  Meetings 
shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  they  shall  by  Law  appoint  a 
different  Day. 

Section  5.  Each  House  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  Elections,  Returns  and  Qual- 
ifications of  its  own  Members,  and  a  Majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  Quorum 
to  do  Business;  but  a  smaller  Number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may 
be  authorized  to  compel  the  Attendance  of  absent  Members,  in  such  Manner, 
and  under  such  Penalties  as  each  House  may  provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  Proceedings,  punish  its  Members 
for  disorderly  Behavior,  and  with  the  Concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  Member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and  from  time  to  time 
publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as  may  in  their  Judgment  require  Secrecy; 
and  the  Yeas  and  Nays  of  the  Members  of  either  House  on  any  question  shall, 
at  the  Desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  Present,  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall  without  the  Consent  of 
the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other  Place  than  that  in 
which  the  two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a  Compensation  for 
their  Services,  to  be  ascertained  by  Law,  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States.  They  shall  in  all  Cases,  except  Treason,  Felony  and  Breach  of 
the  Peace,  be  privileged  from  Arrest  during  their  Attendance  at  the  Session  of 
their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for 
any  Speech  or  Debate  in  either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
Place. 
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No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  Time  for  which  he  was  elected, 
be  appointed  to  any  civil  Ofrtce  under  the  Authority  of  the  United  States,  which 
shall  ha\e  been  created,  or  the  Emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  encreased 
during  such  time;  and  no  Person  holding  any  Office  under  the  United  States, 
shall  be  a  Member  of  either  House  during  his  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section  7.  All  Bills  for  raising  Revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives: but  the  Senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  Amendments  as  on 
other  Bills. 

Every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Senate,  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  Law,  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  If  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not,  he  shall  return  it.  with 
his  Objections  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter 
the  Objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after 
such  Reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill,  it 
shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall 
likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall 
become  a  Law.  But  in  all  such  Cases  the  Votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  and  against 
the  Bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  Bill 
shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  Days  (Sundays  excepted)  after 
it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  Same  shall  be  a  Law,  in  like  Manner 
as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  by  their  Adjournment  prevent  its 
Return,  in  which  Case  it  shall  not  be  a  law\ 

Every  Order,  Resolution,  or  Vote  to  which  the  Concurrence  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  Adjourn- 
ment) shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  and  before  the 
Same  shall  take  Effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved  by  him. 
shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, 
according  to  the  Rules  and  Limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 

Section  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  To  lay  and  collect  Taxes.  Duties. 
Imposts  and  Excises,  to  pay  the  Debts  and  provide  for  the  common  Defence 
and  general  Welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all  Duties.  Imposts  and  Excises 
shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States; 

To  borrow  Money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States; 

To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among  the  several  States, 
and  with  the  Indian  Tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  Rule  of  Naturalization  and  uniform  Laws  on  the 
subject  of  Bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  Stales; 

To  coin  Money,  regulate  the  Value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  Coin,  and  fix  the 
Standard  of  Weights  and  Measures; 

To  provide  for  the  Punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  Securities  and  current 
Coin  of  the  United  States; 

To  establish  Post  Offices  and  post  Roads; 

To  promote  the  Progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts,  by  securing  for  limited 
Times  to  Authors  and  Inventors  the  exclusive  Right  to  their  respective  Writings 
and  Discoveries; 


To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  Court; 
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To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on  the  high  Seas,  and 
Offences  against  the  Law  of  Nations; 

To  declare  War,  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal,  and  make  Rules  con- 
cerning Captures  on  Land  and  Water; 

To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  Appropriation  of  Money  to  that  Use  shall 
be  for  a  longer  Term  than  two  Years; 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  Navy; 

To  make  Rules  for  the  Government  and  Regulation  to  the  land  and  naval 
Forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the  Laws  of  the  Union, 
suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  Invasions; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining,  the  Militia,  and  for  gov- 
erning such  Part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States, 
reserving  to  the  States  respectively,  the  Appointment  of  the  Officers,  and  the 
Authority  of  Training  the  Militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Con- 
gress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation  in  all  Cases  whatsoever,  over  such  District 
(not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square)  as  may,  by  Cession  of  particular  States,  and 
the  Acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  Authority  over  all  Places  purchased  by  the  Consent 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the  Same  shall  be,  for  the  Erection  of 
Forts,  Magazines,  Arsenals.  Dock-Yards  and  other  needful  Building; — And 

To  make  all  Laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into 
Execution  the  foregoing  Powers,  and  all  other  Powers  vested  by  this  Constitution 
in  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  Department  or  Officer  thereof. 

Section  9.  The  Migration  or  Importation  of  such  Persons  as  any  of  the  States 
now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit,  shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress 
prior  to  the  Year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  duty  may 
be  imposed  on  such  Importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  Person. 

The  Privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless 
when  in  Cases  of  Rebellion  or  Invasion  the  public  Safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  Attainder  or  ex  post  facto  Law  shall  be  passed. 

No  Capitation,  or  other  direct  Tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in  Proportion  to  the 
Census  or  Enumeration  herein  before  directed  to  be  taken. 

No  Tax  or  Duty  shall  be  laid  on  Articles  exported  from  any  State. 

No  Preference  shall  be  given  by  any  Regulation  of  Commerce  or  Revenue  to 
the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another;  nor  shall  Vessels  bound  to,  or  from, 
one  State,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  Duties  in  another. 

No  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  Consequence  of  Appro- 
priations made  by  Law;  and  a  regular  Statement  and  Account  of  the  Receipts 
and  Expenditures  of  all  public  Money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  Title  of  Nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States:  And  no  Person 
holding  any  office  of  Profit  or  Trust  under  them,  shall,  without  the  Consent  of 
the  Congress  accept  of  any  present.  Emolument,  Office,  or  Title,  of  any  kind 
whatever,  from  any  King,  Prince,  or  foreign  State. 

Section  10.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  Treaty,  Alliance,  or  Confederation; 
grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal;  coin  Money;  emit  Bills  of  Credit;  make 
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any  Thing  but  gold  and  silver  Coin  a  Tender  in  Payment  of  Debts;  pass  any 
Bill  of  Attainder.  e\  post  facto  Law,  or  Law  impairing  the  Obligation  of  Con- 
tracts, or  grant  any  Title  oi'  Nobility. 

No  State  shall,  w  ithout  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  lay  any  Imposts  or  Duties 
on  Imports  or  Exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing 
its  inspection  Laws:  and  the  net  Produce  o\'  All  Duties  and  Imposts,  laid  by  any 
State  on  Imports  or  Exports,  shall  be  for  the  Use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States:  and  all  such  Laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  Revision  and  Controul  of  the 
Congress. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  Duty  of  Tonnage, 
keep  Troops,  or  Ships  of  War  in  time  of  Peace,  enter  into  any  Agreement  or 
Compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  Power,  or  engage  in  War,  unless 
actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  Danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  The  executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  Office  during  the  Term  of  four  Years,  and, 
together  with  the  Vice  President,  chosen  for  the  same  Term,  be  elected,  as 
follows: 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  Manner  as  the  Legislature  thereof  may  direct, 
a  Number  of  Electors,  equal  to  the  whole  Number  of  Senators  and  Represen- 
tatives to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress:  but  no  Senator  or 
Representative  or  Person  holding  an  office  of  Trust  or  Profit  under  the  United 
States,  shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vole  by  Ballot  for  two 
Persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be  an  Inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with 
themselves.  And  they  shall  make  a  List  of  all  the  Persons  voted  for,  and  of  the 
Number  of  Votes  for  each:  which  List  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit 
sealed  to  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  Presence  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  Certificates,  and  the  Votes 
shall  then  be  counted.  The  Person  having  the  greatest  Number  of  Votes  shall 
be  the  President,  if  such  Number  be  a  Majority  of  the  whole  Number  of  Electors 
appointed:  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  Majority,  and  have  an 
equal  Number  of  Votes,  then  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately 
chuse  by  Ballot  one  of  them  for  President:  and  if  no  Person  have  a  Majority, 
then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall  in  like  Manner  chuse 
the  President.  But  in  chusing  the  President,  the  Votes  shall  be  taken  by  States, 
the  Representation  from  each  State  having  one  Vote:  a  quorum  for  this  Purpose 
shall  consist  of  a  Member  or  Members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a 
Majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  Choice.  In  every  Case,  after 
the  Choice  of  the  President,  the  Person  having  the  greatest  Number  of  Votes  of 
the  Electors  shall  be  the  Vice  President.  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more 
who  have  equal  Votes,  the  Senate  shall  chuse  from  them  by  Ballot  the  Vice 
President. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  Time  of  chusing  the  Electors,  and  the  Day 
on  which  they  shall  give  their  Votes:  which  Day  shall  be  the  same  throughout 
the  United  Stales. 

No  Person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States, 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Office 
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of  President:  neither  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  Office  who  shall  not 
have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  five  Years,  and  been  fourteen  Years  a  Resident 
within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  Removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or  of  his  Death,  Res- 
ignation, or  Inability  to  discharge  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  said  Office,  the 
Same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  Law  provide 
for  the  Case  of  Removal.  Death,  Resignation  or  Inability,  both  of  the  President 
and  Vice  President,  declaring  what  Officer  shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such 
Officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  Disability  be  removed,  or  a  President 
shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive  for  his  Services,  a  Compensation 
which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  Period  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  Period  any  other 
Emolument  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  he  shall  take  the  following 
Oath  or  Affirmation: — "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully 
execute  the  Office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my 
Ability,  preserve,  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  of  the  several  States,  when  called  into 
the  actual  Service  of  the  United  States;  he  may  require  the  Opinion,  in  writing, 
of  the  principal  Officer  in  each  of  the  executive  Departments,  upon  any  subject 
relating  to  the  Duties  of  their  respective  Offices,  and  he  shall  have  Power  to 
grant  Reprieves  and  Pardons  for  Offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in 
cases  of  Impeachment. 

He  shall  have  Power,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Senate,  to 
make  Treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall 
nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of  the  supreme  Court, 
and  all  other  Officers  of  the  United  States,  whose  Appointments  are  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  Law;  but  the  Congress 
may  by  Law  vest  the  Appointment  of  such  inferior  Officers,  as  they  think  proper, 
in  the  President  alone,  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  or  in  the  Heads  of  Departments. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  Vacancies  that  may  happen  during 
the  Recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  Commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the 
End  of  their  next  Session. 

Section  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress  Information  of 
the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their  Consideration  such  Measures 
as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  Occasions, 
convene  both  Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  Case  of  Disagreement  between 
them,  with  Respect  to  the  Time  of  Adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such 
Time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive  Ambassadors  and  other  public 
Ministers;  he  shall  take  Care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall 
Commission  all  the  Officers  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  The  President,  Vice  President,  and  all  civil  Officers  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  Impeachment  for,  and  Conviction  of. 
Treason,  Bribery,  or  other  high  Crimes  and  Misdemeanors. 
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ARTICLH  III. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  Power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  vested  in  one 
supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts  as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to 
time  ordain  and  establish.  The  Judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  Courts, 
shall  hold  their  Offices  during  good  Beha\  ior.  and  shall,  at  staled  Times,  receive 
for  their  Services,  a  Compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their 
Continuance  in  Office. 

Section  2.  The  judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in  Law  and  Equity, 
arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws  of  the  United  States,  and  Treaties  made, 
or  which  shall  be  made,  under  their  Authority; — to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambas- 
sadors, other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls; — to  all  Cases  of  admiralty  and  mar- 
itime Jurisdiction; — to  Controversies  to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a 
party; — to  Controversies  between  two  or  more  States: — between  a  State  and 
Citizens  of  another  State; — between  Citizens  of  different  States; — between  Cit- 
izens of  the  same  State  claiming  Lands  under  Grants  of  different  States,  and 
between  a  State,  or  the  Citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  States.  Citizens  or  Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  and 
those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  Party,  the  supreme  Court  shall  have  original 
jurisdiction.  In  all  other  Cases  before  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have 
appellate  Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  Law  and  Fact,  with  such  Exceptions,  and  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment,  shall  be  by  Jury; 
and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  Crimes  shall  have  been 
committed;  but  when  not  committed  within  any  State,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such 
Place  or  Places  as  the  Congress  may  by  Law  have  directed. 

Section  3.  Treason  against  the  United  Slates,  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
War  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  Enemies,  giving  them  Aid  and  Comfort. 
No  Person  shall  be  convicted  of  Treason  unless  on  the  Testimony  of  two  Wit- 
nesses to  the  same  overt  Act.  or  on  Confession  in  open  Court. 

The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  declare  the  Punishment  of  Treason,  but  no 
Attainder  of  Treason  shall  work  Corruption  of  Blood,  or  Forfeiture  except  during 
the  Life  of  the  Person  attainted. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  Full  Faith  and  Credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to  the  Public 
Acts.  Records,  and  judicial  Proceedings  of  every  other  State.  And  the  Congress 
may  by  general  Laws  prescribe  the  ^Manner  in  which  such  .Acts.  Records  and 
Proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and  the  Effect  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  Citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  Privileges  and 
Immunities  of  Citizens  in  the  several  States. 

A  Person  charged  in  any  State  with  Treason,  Felony,  or  other  Crime,  who 
shall  flee  from  Justice,  and  be  found  in  another  State,  shall  on  Demand  of  the 
executive  Authority  of  the  State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be 
removed  to  the  State  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  Crime. 

No  Person  held  to  Service  or  Labour  in  one  State,  under  the  Laws  thereof, 
escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  Consequence  of  any  Law  or  Regulation  therein, 
be  discharged  from  such  Service  or  Labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  Claim 
of  the  Party  to  whom  such  Service  or  Labour  may  be  due. 
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Section  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into  this  Union;  but 
no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  any  other 
State;  nor  any  State  be  formed  by  the  Junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  Parts 
of  States,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  concerned  as 
well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  Rules  and 
Regulations  respecting  the  Territory  or  other  Property  belonging  to  the  United 
States;  and  nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  Prejudice 
any  Claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 

Section  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this  Union  a 
Republican  Form  of  Government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  Inva- 
sion; and  on  Application  of  the  Legislature,  or  of  the  Executive  (when  the 
Legislature  cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic  Violence. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  shall  deem  it  necessary, 
shall  propose  Amendments  to  this  Constitution,  or,  on  the  Application  of  the 
Legislatures  of  two-thirds  of  the  several  States,  shall  call  a  Convention  for 
proposing  Amendments,  which,  in  either  Case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  Intents  and 
Purposes,  as  Part  of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  several  States,  or  by  Conventions  in  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the 
one  or  the  other  Mode  of  Ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress;  Provided 
that  no  Amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  Year  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any  Manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  Clauses  in  the 
Ninth  Section  of  the  first  Article;  and  that  no  State,  without  its  Consent,  shall 
be  deprived  of  its  equal  Suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

All  debts  contracted  and  Engagements  entered  into,  before  the  Adoption  of 
this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the  United  States  under  this  Consti- 
tution, as  under  the  Confederation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  which  shall  be  made  in 
Pursuance  thereof;  and  all  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the 
Authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and  the 
Judges  in  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  Thing  in  the  Constitution  or 
Laws  of  any  State  to  the  Contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the  Members  of  the 
several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  executive  and  judicial  Officers,  both  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  several  States,  shall  be  bound  by  Oath  or  Affirmation, 
to  support  this  Constitution;  but  no  religious  Test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a 
Qualification  to  any  Office  or  public  Trust  under  the  United  States. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be  sufficient  for  the 
Establishment  of  this  Constitution  between  the  States  so  ratifvinii  the  Same.

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 
OF  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Articles 

In  addition  to,  and  Amendment  of  the  constitution  of  the 

united  states  of  AMERICA, 

Proposed  by  Congress,  and  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States, 
pursuant  to  the  fifth  Article  of  the  Original  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  I.t 

Congress  shall  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion,  or  pro- 
hibiting the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the 
press;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the 
Government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

ARTICLE  II. 

A  well  regulated  Militia,  being  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  State,  the 
right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  Arms,  shall  not  be  infringed. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  Soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers,  and 
effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall  not  be  violated,  and 
no  Warrants  shall  issue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affir- 
mation, and  particularly  describing  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the  persons  or 
things  to  be  seized.

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ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  otherwise  infamous  crime, 
unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  Grand  Jury,  except  in  cases  arising 
in  the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  Militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of 
War  or  public  danger;  nor  shall  any  person  be  subject  for  the  same  offence  to 
be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  limb:  nor  shall  be  compelled  in  any  criminal 
case  to  be  a  witness  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty,  or  property, 
without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  property  be  taken  for  public  use, 
without  just  compensation. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the  right  to  a  speedy  and 
public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  State  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall 
have  been  committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascertained  by 
law.  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be  con- 
fronted with  the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining 
witnesses  in  his  favor,  and  to  have  the  Assistance  of  Counsel  for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII.' 

In  Suits  at  common  law.  where  the  value  in  controversy  shall  exceed  twenty 
dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury, 
shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any  Court  of  the  United  States,  than  according 
to  the  rules  of  the  common  law. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel 
and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall  not  be  construed 
to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by  the  people. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor  pro- 
hibited by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the 
people. 

ARTICLE  XL- 

The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  to 
any  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commenced  or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United 
States  by  Citizens  of  another  State,  or  by  Citizens  or  Subjects  of  any  Foreign 
State.

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ARTICLE  XII. -^ 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote  by  ballot  for  Pres- 
ident and  Vice-President,  one  of  whom,  at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of 
the  same  state  with  themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted 
for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  Vice-President, 
and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of 
all  persons  voted  for  as  Vice-President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each, 
which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate; — The 
President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, open  all  the  certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted; — The 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President,  shall  be  the  President, 
if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Electors  appointed;  and 
if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from  the  persons  having  the  highest  num- 
bers not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for  as  President,  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the  President.  But  in 
choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation 
from  each  state  having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a 
member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall 
not  choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon  them, 
before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then  the  Vice-President  shall  act 
as  President,  as  in  the  case  of  the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the 
President. — The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Vice-President, 
shall  be  Vice-President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of 
Electors  appointed,  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest 
numbers  on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice-President;  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  But  no  person 
constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of  President  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  XIII.4 

Section  1.  Neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a  punishment 
for  crime  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted,  shall  exist  within 
the  United  States,  or  any  place  subject  to  their  jurisdiction. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

ARTICLE  XIV.5 

Section  1.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States,  and  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  State 
wherein  they  reside.  No  State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge

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the  pri\  ileges  or  imnuinilies  oi'  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  any  Stale 
deprive  any  person  of  lite,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor 
deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Section  2.  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  ac- 
cording to  their  respective  numbers,  counting  the  whole  number  of  persons  in 
each  State,  excluding  Indians  not  taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  any  election 
for  the  choice  of  electors  for  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
Representatives  in  Congress,  the  Executive  and  Judicial  officers  of  a  State,  or 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  thereof,  is  denied  to  any  of  the  male  inhabitants 
of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  way  abridged,  except  for  participation  in  rebellion,  or  other  crime,  the 
basis  of  representation  therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the 
number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  male  citizens 
twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress,  or 
elector  of  President  and  Vice-President,  or  hold  any  office,  civil  or  military, 
under  the  United  States,  or  under  any  State,  who.  having  previously  taken  an 
oath,  as  a  member  of  Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a 
member  of  any  State  legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any 
State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in 
insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies 
thereof.  But  Congress  may  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  House,  remove  such 
disability. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States,  authorized  by 
law,  including  debts  incurred  for  payment  of  pensions  and  bounties  for  services 
in  suppressing  insurrection  or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither  the 
United  Stales  nor  any  State  shall  assume  or  pay  any  debt  or  obligation  incurred 
in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim  for 
the  loss  or  emancipation  of  any  slave;  but  all  such  debts,  obligations  and  claims 
shall  be  held  illegal  and  void. 

Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  by  appropriate  legis- 
lation, the  provisions  of  this  article. 

ARTICLE  XV. ^ 

Section  1 .  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied 
or  abridged  by  the  United  Slates  or  by  any  State  on  account  of  race,  color,  or 
previous  condition  of  servitude. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

ARTICLE  XVL^ 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  taxes  on  incomes,  from 
whatever  source  derived,  without  apportionment  among  the  several  States,  and 
without  regard  to  any  census  or  enumeration.

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ARTICLE  XVII.s 

The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators  from  each 
state,  elected  by  the  people  thereof,  for  six  years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have 
one  vote.  The  electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the  qualifications  requisite  for 
electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State  legislatures.  When  vacancies 
happen  in  the  representation  of  any  State  in  the  Senate,  the  executive  authority 
of  such  State  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies:  Provided,  that 
the  legislature  of  any  State  may  empower  the  executive  thereof  to  make  tem- 
porary appointments  until  the  people  fill  the  vacancies  by  election  as  the  leg- 
islature may  direct.  This  amendment  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  the 
election  or  term  of  any  Senator  chosen  before  it  becomes  valid  as  part  of  the 
Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XVIII.9 

Section  1.  After  one  year  from  the  ratification  of  this  article  the  manufacture, 
sale,  or  transportation  of  intoxicating  liquors  within,  the  importation  thereof, 
into,  or  the  exportation  thereof  from  the  United  States  and  all  territory  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  thereof  for  beverage  purposes  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  and  the  several  States  shall  have  concurrent  power 
to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  legislation. 

Section  3.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have  been  ratified 
as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States, 
as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  sub- 
mission hereof  to  the  States  by  the  Congress. 

ARTICLE  XIX.  10 

Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied 
or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on  account  of  sex. 

Section  2.  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

ARTICLE  XX.  11 

Section  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and  Vice  President  shall  end  at  noon 
on  the  20th  day  of  January,  and  the  terms  of  Senators  and  Representatives  at 
noon  on  the  3rd  day  of  January,  of  the  years  in  which  such  terms  would  have 
ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and  the  terms  of  their  successors  shall 
then  begin. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such 
meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3rd  day  of  January,  unless  they  shall  by  law 
appoint  a  different  day.

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Section  3.  If.  ai  the  lime  tixed  for  the  beginning  of  the  term  oi  the  President, 
the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the  Vice  President  elect  shall  become  Pres- 
ident. If  a  President  shall  not  have  been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed  for  the 
beginning  of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall  have  failed  to  qualify,  then 
the  Vice  President  elect  shall  act  as  President  until  a  President  shall  have  qual- 
ified; and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  wherein  neither  a 
President  elect  nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall  have  qualihed.  declaring  who 
shall  then  act  as  President,  or  the  manner  in  which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be 
selected,  and  such  person  shall  act  accordingly  until  a  President  or  Vice  President 
shall  have  qualified. 

Section  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  the  death  of  any 
of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of  Representatives  may  choose  a  President 
whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for  the  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  Senate  may  choose  a  Vice 
President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them. 

Section  5.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  15th  day  of  October 
following  the  ratification  of  this  article. 

Section  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have  been  ratified 
as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the 
several  States  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submission. 

ARTICLE  XXI. •- 

Section  1.  The  eighteenth  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  The  transportation  or  importation  into  any  State.  Territory,  or  pos- 
session of  the  United  States  for  delivery  or  use  therein  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
in  violation  of  the  laws  thereof,  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Section  3.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have  been  ratified 
as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  conventions  in  the  several  States,  as 
provided  in  the  Constitution,  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  the  submission 
hereof  to  the  States  by  the  Congress. 


ARTICLE  XXII. 
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Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  the  President  more  than 
twice,  and  no  person  who  has  held  the  office  of  President,  or  acted  as  President, 
for  more  than  two  years  of  a  term  to  which  some  other  person  was  elected 
President  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  the  President  more  than  once.  But  this 
Article  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  holding  the  office  of  President  when  this 
Article  was  proposed  by  the  Congress,  and  shall  not  prevent  any  person  who 
may  be  holding  the  office  of  President,  or  acting  as  President,  during  the  term 
within  which  this  Article  becomes  operative  from  holding  the  office  of  President 
or  acting  as  President  during  the  remainder  of  such  term.

ARTICLE  XXIII. I'* 

Section  1.  The  District  constituting  the  seat  of  Government  of  the  United 
States  shall  appoint  in  such  manner  as  the  Congress  may  direct:  A  number  of 
electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  equal  to  the  whole  number  of  Senators 
and  Representatives  in  Congress  to  which  the  District  would  be  entitled  if  it 
were  a  State,  but  in  no  event  more  than  the  least  populous  State;  they  shall  be 
in  addition  to  those  appointed  by  the  States,  but  they  shall  be  considered,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  election  of  President  and  Vice  President,  to  be  electors 
appointed  by  a  State;  and  they  shall  meet  in  the  district  and  perform  such  duties 
as  provided  by  the  twelfth  article  of  amendment. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

ARTICLE  XXIV.  15 

Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  in  any  primary 
or  other  election  for  President  or  Vice  President,  for  electors  for  President  or 
Vice  President,  or  for  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress,  shall  not  be  denied 
or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  any  State  by  reason  of  failure  to  pay  any 
poll  tax  or  other  tax. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

ARTICLE  XXV.  16 

Section  1.  In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office  or  of  his  death 
or  resignation,  the  Vice  President  shall  become  President. 

Section  2.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  Vice  President, 
the  President  shall  nominate  a  Vice  President  who  shall  take  office  upon  con- 
firmation by  a  majority  vote  of  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

Section  3.  Whenever  the  President  transmits  to  the  President  pro  tempore  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  his  written  decla- 
ration that  he  is  unable  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office,  and 
until  he  transmits  to  them  a  written  declaration  to  the  contrary,  such  powers  and 
duties  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Vice  President  as  Acting  President. 

Section  4.  Whenever  the  Vice  President  and  a  majority  of  either  the  principal 
officers  of  the  executive  departments  or  of  such  other  body  as  Congress  may 
by  law  provide,  transmit  to  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the

Thereafter,  when  the  President  transmits  to  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the 
Senate  and  the  Speaker  o(  the  House  of  Representatives  his  written  declaration 
that  no  inability  exists,  he  shall  resume  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office  unless 
the  Vice  President  and  a  majority  of  either  the  principal  officers  of  the  executive 
department  or  of  such  other  body  as  Congress  may  by  law  provide,  transmit 
within  four  days  to  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  their  written  declaration  that  the  President  is  unable 
to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office.  Thereupon  Congress  shall  decide 
the  issue,  assembling  within  forty-eight  hours  for  that  purpose  if  not  in  session. 
If  the  Congress,  within  twenty-one  days  after  receipt  of  the  latter  written  dec- 
laration, or,  if  Congress  is  not  in  session,  within  twenty-one  days  after  Congress 
is  required  to  assemble,  determines  by  two-thirds  vote  of  both  Houses  that  the 
President  is  unable  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice 
President  shall  continue  to  discharge  the  same  as  Acting  President:  otherwise, 
the  President  shall  resume  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office. 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 17 

Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  are  eighteen  years 
of  age  or  older,  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or 
by  any  State  on  account  of  age. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

ARTICLE  XXVII.is 

No  law.  varying  the  compensation  for  the  services  of  the  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives, shall  take  effect,  until  an  election  of  Representatives  shall  have 
intervened.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CONNECTICUT 

PREAMBLE. 

The  People  of  Connecticut  acknowledging  with  gratitude,  the  good  providence 
of  God,  in  having  permitted  them  to  enjoy  a  free  government;  do,  in  order  more 
effectually  to  define,  secure,  and  perpetuate  the  liberties,  rights  and  privileges 
which  they  have  derived  from  their  ancestors;  hereby,  after  a  careful  consid- 
eration and  revision,  ordain  and  establish  the  following  constitution  and  form 
of  civil  government. 

ARTICLE  FIRST. 

DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS 

That  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free  government  may  be 
recognized  and  established, 

WE  DECLARE: 

Sec.  1.  All  men  when  they  form  a  social  compact,  are  equal  in  rights;  and 
no  man  or  set  of  men  are  entitled  to  exclusive  public  emoluments  or  privileges 
from  the  community. 

Sec.  2.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free  governments 
are  founded  on  their  authority,  and  instituted  for  their  benefit;  and  they  have  at 
all  times  an  undeniable  and  indefeasible  right  to  alter  their  form  of  government 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

Sec.  3.  The  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  religious  profession  and  worship,  with- 
out discrimination,  shall  forever  be  free  to  all  persons  in  the  state;  provided, 
that  the  right  hereby  declared  and  established,  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to 
excuse  acts  of  licentiousness,  or  to  justify  practices  inconsistent  with  the  peace 
and  safety  of  the  state. 

Sec.  4.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his  sentiments  on 
all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty. 

Sec.  5.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  to  curtail  or  restrain  the  liberty  of  speech 
or  of  the  press. 

Sec.  6.  In  all  prosecutions  or  indictments  for  libels,  the  truth  may  be  given 
in  evidence,  and  the  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts, 
under  the  direction  of  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers  and  pos- 
sessions from  unreasonable  searches  or  seizures;  and  no  warrant  to  search  any 
place,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  things,  shall  issue  without  describing  them  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without  probable  cause  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  8.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  have  a  right  to  be  heard 
by  himself  and  by  counsel;  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the 
accusation;  to  be  confronted  by  the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory 
process  to  obtain  witnesses  in  his  behalf;  to  be  released  on  bail  upon  sufficient 
security,  except  in  capital  offenses,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption 
great;  and  in  all  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  to  a  speedy,  public 
trial  by  an  impartial  jury.  No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against 
himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of  law, 
nor  shall  excessive  bail  be  required  nor  excessive  fines  imposed.  No  person  shall 
be  held  to  answer  for  any  crime,  punishable  by  death  or  life  imprisonment, 
unless  on  a  presentment  or  an  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  the  armed 
forces,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger.

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Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  be  arrested,  detained  or  punished,  except  in  cases 
clearly  warranted  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  an  injury  done  to 
him  in  his  person,  property  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy  by  due  course  of 
law.  and  right  and  justice  administered  without  sale,  denial  or  delay. 

Sec.  1  1.  The  property  of  no  person  shall  be  taken  for  public  use.  without  just 
compensation  therefor. 

Sec.  12.  The  privileges  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless,  when  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require  it; 
nor  in  any  case,  but  by  the  legislature. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony,  by  the  legislature. 

Sec.  14.  The  citizens  have  a  right,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to  assemble  for 
their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  invested  with  the  powers  of  govern- 
ment, for  redress  of  grievances,  or  other  proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address 
or  remonstrance. 

Sec.  15.  Every  citizen  has  a  right  to  bear  arms  in  defense  of  himself  and  the 
state. 

Sec.  16.  The  military  shall,  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subor- 
dination to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  17.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house,  without 
the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  18.  No  hereditary  emoluments,  privileges  or  honors,  shall  ever  be  granted, 
or  conferred  in  this  state. 

Sec.  19.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate.

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  be  denied  the  equal  protection  of  the  law  nor  be 
subjected  to  segregation  or  discrimination  in  the  exercise  or  enjoyment  of  his 
civil  or  political  rights  because  of  religion,  race,  color,  ancestry  or  national 
origin.

ARTICLE  SECOND.* 

OF  THE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  POWERS. 

The  powers  of  government  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments, 
and  each  of  them  confided  to  a  separate  magistracy,  to  wit,  those  which  are 
legislative,  to  one;  those  which  are  executive,  to  another;  and  those  which  are 
judicial,  to  another.

ARTICLE  THIRD. 

OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  legislative  power  of  the  state  shall  be  vested  in  two  distinct  houses 
or  branches;  the  one  to  be  styled  the  senate,  the  other  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives, and  both  together  the  general  assembly.  The  style  of  their  laws  shall 
be:  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  As- 
sembly convened. 
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Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly  to  commence 
on  the  Wednesday  following  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  next  succeeding 
the  election  of  its  members,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  general  assembly 
shall  judge  necessary;  but  the  person  administering  the  office  of  governor  may, 
on  special  emergencies,  convene  the  general  assembly  at  any  other  time.  All 
regular  and  special  sessions  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  held  at  Hartford, 
but  the  person  administering  the  office  of  governor  may,  in  case  of  special 
emergency,  convene  the  assembly  at  any  other  place  in  the  state.  The  general 
assembly  shall  adjourn  each  regular  session  not  later  than  the  first  Wednesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  June  following  its  organization  and  shall  adjourn  each 
special  session  upon  completion  of  its  business.  If  any  bill  passed  by  any  regular 
or  special  session  or  any  appropriation  item  described  in  Section  16  of  Article 
Fourth  has  been  disapproved  by  the  governor  prior  to  its  adjournment,  and  has 
not  been  reconsidered  by  the  assembly,  or  is  so  disapproved  after  such  adjourn- 
ment, the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  reconvene  the  general  assembly  on  the 
second  Monday  after  the  last  day  on  which  the  governor  is  authorized  to  transmit 
or  has  transmitted  every  bill  to  the  secretary  with  his  objections  pursuant  to 
Section  15  of  Article  Fourth  of  this  constitution,  whichever  occurs  first;  provided 
if  such  Monday  falls  on  a  legal  holiday  the  general  assembly  shall  be  reconvened 
on  the  next  following  day.  The  reconvened  session  shall  be  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  reconsidering  and.  if  the  assembly  so  desires,  repassing  such  bills.  The  general 
assembly  shall  adjourn  sine  die  not  later  than  three  days  following  its  recon- 
vening.

Sec.  3.  The  senate  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  thirty  and  not  more  than  fifty 
members,  each  of  whom  shall  be  an  elector  residing  in  the  senatorial  district 
from  which  he  is  elected.  Each  senatorial  district  shall  be  contiguous  as  to 
territory  and  shall  elect  no  more  than  one  senator.

Sec.  4.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
twenty-five  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  twenty-five  members,  each  of  whom 
shall  be  an  elector  residing  in  the  assembly  district  from  which  he  is  elected. 
Each  assembly  district  shall  be  contiguous  as  to  territory  and  shall  elect  no  more 
than  one  representative.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  assembly  districts  no  town 
shall  be  divided  except  for  the  purpose  of  forming  assembly  districts  wholly 
within  the  town.

Sec.  5.  The  establishment  of  districts  in  the  general  assembly  shall  be  con- 
sistent with  federal  constitutional  standards.

Connecticut.) 

Sec.  6.  a.  The  assembly  and  senatorial  districts  as  now  established  by  law 
shall  continue  until  the  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly  next  after  the 
completion  of  the  next  census  of  the  United  States.  Such  general  assembly  shall, 
upon  roll  call,  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  each 
house,  enact  such  plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary  to  preserve  a  proper  ap- 
portionment of  representation  in  accordance  with  the  principles  recited  in  this 
article.  Thereafter  the  general  assembly  shall  decennially  at  its  next  regular 
session  following  the  completion  of  the  census  of  the  United  States,  upon  roll 
call,  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  each  house,  enact 
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such  plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
article. 

b.  If  the  general  assembly  fails  to  enact  a  plan  of  districting  by  the  first  day 
of  the  April  next  following  the  completion  of  the  decennial  census  of  the  United 
States,  the  governor  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  commission  consisting  of  the  eight 
members  designated  by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate,  the  speaker  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate  and  the  minority 
leader  of  the  house  of  representatives,  each  of  whom  shall  designate  two  mem- 
bers of  the  commission,  provided  that  there  are  members  of  no  more  than  two 
political  parties  in  either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the  event 
that  there  are  members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of  the 
general  assembly,  all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parlies  other  than 
that  of  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who  shall 
designate  two  members  of  the  commission  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the 
minority  leader  of  that  house. 

c.  The  commission  shall  proceed  to  consider  the  alteration  of  districts  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article  and  it  shall  submit  a  plan 
of  districting  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  by  the  first  day  of  the  July  next 
succeeding  the  appointment  of  its  members.  No  plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
secretary  unless  it  is  certified  by  at  least  six  members  of  the  commission.  Upon 
receiving  such  plan  the  secretary  shall  publish  the  same  forthwith,  and,  upon 
publication,  such  plan  of  districting  shall  have  the  full  force  of  law. 

d.  If  by  the  first  day  of  the  July  next  succeeding  the  appointment  of  its  members 
the  commission  fails  to  submit  a  plan  of  districting,  a  board  of  three  persons 
shall  forthwith  be  empaneled.  The  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  and 
the  minority  leader  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  each  designate,  as  one 
member  of  the  board,  a  judge  of  the  superior  court  of  the  state,  provided  that 
there  are  members  of  no  more  than  two  political  parties  in  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives. In  the  event  that  there  are  members  of  more  than  two  political 
parties  in  the  house  of  representatives,  all  members  belonging  to  the  parties 
other  than  that  of  the  speaker  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  then 
designate,  as  one  member  of  the  board,  a  judge  of  the  superior  court  of  the 
stale,  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives. The  two  members  of  the  board  so  designated  shall  select  an  elector 
of  the  state  as  the  third  member. 

e.  The  board  shall  proceed  to  consider  the  alteration  of  districts  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article  and  shall,  by  the  first  day  of  the  October 
next  succeeding  its  selection,  submit  a  plan  of  districting  to  the  secretary.  No 
plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  secretary  unless  it  is  certified  by  at  least  two 
members  of  the  board.  Upon  receiving  such  plan,  the  secretary  shall  publish  the 
same  forthwith,  and,  upon  publication,  such  plan  of  districting  shall  have  full 
force  of  law.

Sec.  7.  The  treasurer,  secretary  of  the  state,  and  comptroller  shall  canvass 
publicly  the  votes  for  senators  and  representatives.  The  person  in  each  senatorial 
district  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  senator  shall  be  declared  to  be 
duly  elected  for  such  district,  and  the  person  in  each  assembly  district  having 
the  greatest  number  of  voles  for  representative  shall  be  declared  to  be  duly 
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elected  for  such  district.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  the  manner 
in  which  an  equal  and  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  two  or  more  persons  so 
voted  for  for  senator  or  representative  shall  be  resolved.  The  return  of  votes, 
and  the  result  of  the  canvass,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  house  of  representatives 
and  to  the  senate  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  of  the  general  assembly.  Each 
house  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  election  returns  and  qualifications  of  its 
own  members. 

Sec.  8.  A  general  election  for  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  held 
on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  biennially,  in  the  even- 
numbered  years.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  enact  laws  regulating 
and  prescribing  the  order  and  manner  of  voting  for  such  members,  for  filling 
vacancies  in  either  the  house  of  representatives  or  the  senate,  and  providing  for 
the  election  of  representatives  or  senators  at  some  time  subsequent  to  the  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  of  November  in  all  cases  when  it  shall  so  happen  that 
the  electors  in  any  district  shall  fail  on  that  day  to  elect  a  representative  or 
senator. 

Sec.  9.  At  all  elections  for  members  of  the  general  assembly  the  presiding 
officers  in  the  several  towns  shall  receive  the  votes  of  the  electors,  and  count 
and  declare  them  in  open  meeting.  The  presiding  officers  shall  make  and  certify 
duplicate  lists  of  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each. 
One  list  shall  be  delivered  within  three  days  to  the  town  clerk,  and  within  ten 
days  after  such  meeting,  the  other  shall  be  delivered  under  seal  to  the  secretary 
of  the  state. 

Sec.  10.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  hold  their  offices  from 
the  Wednesday  following  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  next  succeeding  their 
election  until  the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  the  third  January  next 
succeeding  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  11.  No  member  of  the  general  assembly  shall,  during  the  term  for  which 
he  is  elected,  hold  or  accept  any  appointive  position  or  office  in  the  judicial  or 
executive  department  of  the  state  government,  or  in  the  courts  of  the  political 
subdivisions  of  the  state,  or  in  the  government  of  any  county.  No  member  of 
congress,  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States 
and  no  person  holding  any  office  in  the  judicial  or  executive  department  of  the 
state  government  or  in  the  government  of  any  county  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
general  assembly  during  his  continuance  in  such  office. 

Sec.  12.  The  house  of  representatives,  when  assembled,  shall  choose  a  speaker, 
clerk  and  other  officers.  The  senate  shall  choose  a  president  pro  tempore,  clerk 
and  other  officers,  except  the  president.  A  majority  of  each  house  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such  manner  and  under  such 
penalties  as  each  house  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  13.  Each  house  shall  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  and 
punish  members  for  disorderly  conduct,  and,  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds, 
expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause;  and  shall  have  all 
other  powers  necessary  for  a  branch  of  the  legislature  of  a  free  and  independent 
state. 

Sec.  14.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish  the 
same  when  required  by  one-fifth  of  its  members,  except  such  parts  as  in  the 
judgment  of  a  majority  require  secrecy.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of 
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either  house  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-hfth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the 
journals. 

Sfc.  \5.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall,  in  all  cases  of  civil  process, 
be  privileged  from  arrest,  during  any  session  of  the  general  assembly,  and  for 
four  days  before  the  commencement  and  after  the  termination  of  any  session 
thereof.  And  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  ques- 
tioned in  any  other  place. 

Sec.  16.  The  debates  of  each  house  shall  be  public,  except  on  such  occasions 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  house  may  require  secrecy. 

Sec.  17.  The  salary  of  the  members  of  the  general  assembly  and  the  trans- 
portation expenses  of  its  members  in  the  performance  of  their  legislative  duties 
shall  be  determined  by  law.

ARTICLE  FOURTH. 

OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  A  general  election  for  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  secretary  of  the 
state,  treasurer  and  comptroller  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first 
Monday  of  November,  1966,  and  quadrennially  thereafter. 

(Sec.  1  amended  in  1970.  See  Art.  I  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.) 

Sec.  2.  Such  officers  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  from  the  Wednesday 
following  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  next  succeeding  their  election  until 
the  Wednesday  following  the  first  Monday  of  the  fifth  January  succeeding  their 
election  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  election  of  governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  voting  for  such 
offices  shall  be  as  a  unit.  The  name  of  no  candidate  for  either  office,  nominated 
by  a  political  party  or  by  petition,  shall  appear  on  the  voting  machine  ballot 
labels  except  in  conjunction  with  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  the  other  office. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  meetings  of  the  electors  in  the  respective  towns  held  quadren- 
nially as  herein  provided  for  the  election  of  state  officers,  the  presiding  officers 
shall  receive  the  votes  and  shall  count  and  declare  the  same  in  the  presence  of 
the  electors.  The  presiding  officers  shall  make  and  certify  duplicate  lists  of  the 
persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each.  One  list  shall  be  delivered 
within  three  days  to  the  town  clerk,  and  within  ten  days  after  such  meeting,  the 
other  shall  be  delivered  under  seal  to  the  secretary  of  the  state.  The  votes  so 
delivered  shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and  declared'  by  the  treasurer,  secretary, 
and  comptroller,  within  the  month  of  November.  The  vote  for  treasurer  shall  be 
counted,  canvassed  and  declared  by  the  secretary  and  comptroller  only;  the  vote 
for  secretary  shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and  declared  by  the  treasurer  and 
comptroller  only;  and  the  vote  for  comptroller  shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and 
declared  by  the  treasurer  and  secretary  only.  A  fair  list  of  the  persons  and  number 
of  votes  given  for  each,  together  with  the  returns  of  the  presiding  officers,  shall 
be,  by  the  treasurer,  secretary  and  comptroller,  made  and  laid  before  the  general 
assembly,  then  next  to  be  held,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session  thereof.  In  the 
election  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  secretary,  treasurer,  comptroller  and 
attorney  general,  the  person  found  upon  the  count  by  the  treasurer,  secretary 
and  comptroller  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  to  be  made  and  announced  before 
December  fifteenth  of  the  year  of  the  election,  to  have  received  the  greatest 
number  of  voles  for  each  of  such  offices,  respectively,  shall  be  elected  thereto; 
provided,  if  the  election  of  any  of  them  shall  be  contested  as  provided  by  statute. 
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and  if  such  a  contest  shall  proceed  to  final  judgment,  the  person  found  by  the 
court  to  have  received  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  elected.  If  two  or 
more  persons  shall  be  found  upon  the  count  of  the  treasurer,  secretary  and 
comptroller  to  have  received  an  equal  and  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  any 
of  said  offices,  and  the  election  is  not  contested,  the  general  assembly  on  the 
second  day  of  its  session  shall  hold  a  joint  convention  of  both  houses,  at  which, 
without  debate,  a  ballot  shall  be  taken  to  choose  such  officer  from  those  persons 
who  received  such  a  vote:  and  the  balloting  shall  continue  on  that  or  subsequent 
days  until  one  of  such  persons  is  chosen  by  a  majority  vote  of  those  present 
and  voting.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  enact  laws  regulating  and 
prescribing  the  order  and  manner  of  voting  for  such  officers.  The  general  as- 
sembly shall  by  law  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  all  questions  concerning  the 
election  of  a  governor  or  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  determined. 

Sec.  5.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  state  shall  be  vested  in  the 
governor.  No  person  who  is  not  an  elector  of  the  state,  and  who  has  not  arrived 
at  the  age  of  thirty  years,  shall  be  eligible. 

Sec.  6.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications  as  are 
herein  prescribed  for  the  governor. 

Sec.  7.  The  compensations  of  the  governor  and  lieutenant-governor  shall  be 
established  by  law,  and  shall  not  be  varied  so  as  to  take  effect  until  after  an 
election,  which  shall  next  succeed  the  passage  of  the  law  establishing  such 
compensations. 

Sec.  8.  The  governor  shall  be  captain  general  of  the  militia  of  the  state,  except 
when  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  9.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers  in  the  executive 
department,  on  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.  The  governor,  in  case  of  a  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  of 
the  general  assembly,  respecting  the  time  of  adjournment,  may  adjourn  them  to 
such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  stated  session. 

Sec.  1 1.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  general  assembly  information 
of  the  state  of  the  government,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  13.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  after  conviction, 
in  all  cases  except  those  of  impeachment,  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of 
the  general  assembly,  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  14.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  authority  of  the  state 
of  Connecticut;  shall  be  sealed  with  the  state  seal,  signed  by  the  governor,  and 
attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  state. 

Sec.  15.  Each  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly 
shall  be  presented  to  the  governor.  Bills  may  be  presented  to  the  governor  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  general  assembly,  and  the  general  assembly  may  prescribe 
the  time  and  method  of  performing  all  ministerial  acts  necessary  or  incidental 
to  the  administration  of  this  section.  If  the  governor  shall  approve  a  bill,  he 
shall  sign  and  transmit  it  to  the  secretary  of  the  state,  but  if  he  shall  disapprove, 
he  shall  transmit  it  to  the  secretary  with  his  objections,  and  the  secretary  shall 
thereupon  return  the  bill  with  the  governor's  objections  to  the  house  in  which 
it  originated.  After  the  objections  shall  have  been  entered  on  its  journal,  such 
house  shall  proceed  to  reconsider  the  bill.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  that 
house  shall  again  pass  it,  but  by  the  approval  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  its  mem- 
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bers,  it  shall  he  sent  with  the  objections  to  the  other  house,  which  shall  also 
reconsider  it.  If  approved  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  second 
house,  it  shall  be  a  law  and  be  transmitted  to  the  secretary;  but  in  such  case 
the  votes  of  each  house  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays  and  the  names 
of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal 
of  each  house  respectively.  In  case  the  governor  shall  not  transmit  the  bill  to 
the  secretary,  either  with  his  approval  or  with  his  objections,  within  five  calendar 
days,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  pre- 
sented to  him.  it  shall  be  a  law  at  the  expiration  of  that  period;  except  that,  if 
the  general  assembly  shall  then  have  adjourned  any  regular  or  special  session, 
the  bill  shall  be  a  law  unless  the  governor  shall,  within  fifteen  calendar  days 
after  the  same  has  been  presented  to  him,  transmit  it  to  the  secretary  with  his 
objections,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law  unless  such  bill  is  reconsidered 
and  repassed  by  the  general  assembly  by  at  least  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly  at  the  lime  of  its  reconvening.

Sec.  16.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  disapprove  of  any  item  or  items 
of  any  bill  making  appropriations  of  money  embracing  distinct  items  while  at 
the  same  time  approving  the  remainder  of  the  bill,  and  the  part  or  parts  of  the 
bill  so  approved  shall  become  effective  and  the  item  or  items  of  appropriations 
so  disapproved  shall  not  lake  effect  unless  the  same  are  separately  reconsidered 
and  repassed  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  for  the 
passage  of  bills  over  the  executive  veto.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  governor  shall 
exercise  the  right  of  disapproval  hereby  conferred  he  shall  append  to  the  bill  at 
the  time  of  signing  it  a  statement  of  the  item  or  items  disapproved,  together 
with  his  reasons  for  such  disapproval,  and  transmit  the  bill  and  such  appended 
statement  to  the  secretary  of  the  slate.  If  the  general  assembly  be  then  in  session 
he  shall  forthwith  cause  a  copy  of  such  statement  to  be  delivered  to  the  house 
in  which  the  bill  originated  for  reconsideration  of  the  disapproved  items  in 
conformity  with  the  rules  prescribed  for  legislative  action  in  respect  to  bills 
which  have  received  executive  disapproval. 

Sec.  17.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  president  of 
the  senate,  and  have,  when  in  committee  of  the  whole,  a  right  to  debate,  and 
when  the  senate  is  equally  divided,  to  give  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  18.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve  or  removal  from 
office  of  the  governor,  the  lieutenant-governor  shall,  up'on  taking  the  oath  of 
office  of  governor,  be  governor  of  the  state  until  another  is  chosen  at  the  next 
regular  election  for  governor  and  is  duly  qualified.  In  case  of  the  inability  of 
the  governor  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  in 
case  of  his  impeachment  or  of  his  absence  from  the  state,  the  lieutenant-governor 
shall  exercise  the  powers  and  authority  and  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to 
the  office  of  governor  until  the  disability  is  removed  or,  if  the  governor  has 
been  impeached,  he  is  acquitted  or,  if  absent,  he  has  returned.

Sec.  19.  If  the  lieutenant-governor  succeeds  to  the  office  of  governor,  or  if 
the  lieutenant-governor  dies,  resigns,  refuses  to  serve  or  is  removed  from  office, 
the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  shall,  upon  taking  the  oath  of  office  of 
lieutenant-governor,  be  lieutenant-governor  of  the  state  until  another  is  chosen 
at  the  next  regular  election  for  lieutenant-governor  and  is  duly  qualified.  Within 
fifteen  days  of  the  administration  of  such  oath  the  senate,  if  the  general  assembly 
is  in  session,  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  president  pro  tempore.  In  case  of 
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the  inability  of  the  lieutenant-governor  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office  or  in  case  of  his  impeachment  or  absence  from  the  state, 
the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  authority 
and  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  lieutenant-governor  until  the 
disability  is  removed  or,  if  the  lieutenant-governor  has  been  impeached,  he  is 
acquitted  or,  if  absent,  he  has  returned. 

Sec.  20.  If,  while  the  general  assembly  is  not  in  session,  there  is  a  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate,  the  secretary  of  the  state 
shall  within  fifteen  days  convene  the  senate  for  the  purpose  of  electing  one  of 
its  members  president  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  21.  If.  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  the  governor, 
the  governor-elect  shall  have  died  or  shall  have  failed  to  qualify,  the  lieutenant- 
governor-elect,  after  taking  the  oath  of  office  of  lieutenant-governor,  may  qualify 
as  governor,  and.  upon  so  qualifying,  shall  become  governor.  The  general  as- 
sembly may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  in  which  neither  the  governor-elect  nor 
the  lieutenant-governor-elect  shall  have  qualified,  by  declaring  who  shall,  in 
such  event,  act  as  governor  or  the  manner  in  which  the  person  who  is  so  to  act 
shall  be  selected,  and  such  person  shall  act  accordingly  until  a  governor  or  a 
lieutenant-governor  shall  have  qualified. 

Sec.  22.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  belonging  to  the  state,  and 
disburse  the  same  only  as  he  may  be  directed  by  law.  He  shall  pay  no  warrant, 
or  order  for  the  disbursement  of  public  money,  until  the  same  has  been  registered 
in  the  office  of  the  comptroller. 

Sec.  23.  The  secretary  of  the  state  shall  have  the  safe  keeping  and  custody 
of  the  public  records  and  documents,  and  particularly  of  the  acts,  resolutions 
and  orders  of  the  general  assembly,  and  record  the  same;  and  perform  all  such 
duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  seal  of  the 
state,  which  shall  not  be  altered. 

Sec.  24.  The  comptroller  shall  adjust  and  settle  all  public  accounts  and  de- 
mands, except  grants  and  orders  of  the  general  assembly.  He  shall  prescribe  the 
mode  of  keeping  and  rendering  all  public  accounts.  He  shall,  ex  officio,  be  one 
of  the  auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer.  The  general  assembly  may  assign 
to  him  other  duties  in  relation  to  his  office,  and  to  that  of  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  prescribe  the  manner  in  which  his  duties  shall  be  performed. 

Sec.  25.  Sheriffs  shall  be  elected  in  the  several  counties,  on  the  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November,  1966,  and  quadrennially  thereafter,  for  the  term 
of  four  years,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  June  following  their  election. 
They  shall  become  bound  with  sufficient  sureties  to  the  treasurer  of  the  state, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office.  They  shall  be  removable 
by  the  general  assembly.  In  case  the  sheriff  of  any  county  shall  die  or  resign, 
or  shall  be  removed  from  office  by  the  general  assembly,  the  governor  may  fill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  thereby,  until  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  general 
assembly. 

Sec.  26.  A  statement  of  all  receipts,  payments,  funds,  and  debts  of  the  state, 
shall  be  published  from  time  to  time,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  periods,  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law.

ARTICLE  FIFTH.* 

OF  THE  JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  a 
superior  court,  and  such  lower  courts  as  the  general  assembly  shall,  from  time 
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to  time,  ordain  and  establish.  The  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  these  courts  shall 
be  defined  by  law.

Sec.  2.  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  and  of  the  superior  court  shall,  upon 
nomination  by  the  governor,  be  appointed  by  the  general  assembly  in  such 
manner  as  shall  by  law  be  prescribed.  They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  eight  years,  but  may  be  removed  by  impeachment.  The  governor  shall  also 
remove  them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly.

Sec.  3.  Judges  of  the  lower  courts  shall,  upon  nomination  by  the  governor, 
be  appointed  by  the  general  assembly  in  such  manner  as  shall  by  law  be  pre- 
scribed, for  terms  of  four  years. 

Sec.  4.  Judges  of  probate  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  residing  in  their 
respective  districts  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  1966, 
and  quadrennially  thereafter,  and  shall  hold  office  for  four  years  from  and  after 
the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  the  next  succeeding  January. 

Sec.  5.  Justices  of  the  peace  for  the  several  towns  in  the  state  shall  be  elected 
by  the  electors  in  such  towns;  and  the  time  and  manner  of  their  election,  the 
number  for  each  town,  the  period  for  which  they  shall  hold  their  offices  and 
their  jurisdiction  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.

Sec.  6.  No  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  his  office 
after  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  seventy  years,  except  that  a  chief  justice  or 
judge  of  the  supreme  court,  a  judge  of  the  superior  court,  or  a  judge  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  who  has  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years  and  has  become 
a  state  referee  may  exercise,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  the  powers  of  the 
superior  court  or  court  of  common  pleas  on  matters  referred  to  him  as  a  state 
referee.

ARTICLE  SIXTH. t 

OF  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  OF  ELECTORS. 

Sec.  1.  Every  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  has  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  w ho  has  resided  in  the  town  in  which  he  offers  himself  to  be  admitted 
to  the  privileges  of  an  elector  at  least  six  months  next  preceding  the  time  he  so 
offers  himself,  who  is  able  to  read  in  the  English  language  any  article  of  the 
constitution  or  any  section  of  the  statutes  of  the  state,  and  who  sustains  a  good 
moral  character,  shall,  on  his  taking  such  oath  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  be 
an  elector.

Sec.  2.  The  qualifications  of  electors  as  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  article 
shall  be  decided  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  general  assembly  shall  by  law  prescribe  the  offenses  on  conviction 
of  which  the  privileges  of  an  elector  shall  be  forfeited  and  the  conditions  on 
which  and  methods  by  which  such  rights  may  be  restored. 
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(Sec.  3  amended  in  1974.  See  Art.  VII  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.) 

Sec.  4.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  support  the  privilege  of  free  suffrage,  pre- 
scribing the  manner  of  regulating  and  conducting  meetings  of  the  electors,  and 
prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence  therein,  from  power, 
bribery,  tumult  and  other  improper  conduct. 

Sec.  5.  In  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  state,  or  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  by  ballot,  either  written  or  printed, 
except  that  voting  machines  or  other  mechanical  devices  for  voting  may  be  used 
in  all  elections  in  the  state,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 
The  right  of  secret  voting  shall  be  preserved.  At  every  election  where  candidates 
are  listed  by  party  designation  and  where  voting  machines  or  other  mechanical 
devices  are  used,  each  elector  shall  be  able  at  his  option  to  vote  for  candidates 
for  office  under  a  single  party  designation  by  operating  a  straight  ticket  device, 
or  to  vote  for  candidates  individually  after  first  operating  a  straight  ticket  device, 
or  to  vote  for  candidates  individually  without  first  operating  a  straight  ticket 
device.

Sec.  6.  At  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  state,  or  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  the  electors  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest,  during  their  attendance 
upon,  and  going  to,  and  returning  from  the  same,  on  any  civil  process. 

Sec.  7.  The  general  assembly  may  provide  by  law  for  voting  in  the  choice 
of  any  officer  to  be  elected  or  upon  any  question  to  be  voted  on  at  an  election 
by  qualified  voters  of  the  state  who  are  unable  to  appear  at  the  polling  place 
on  the  day  of  election  because  of  absence  from  the  city  or  town  of  which  they 
are  inhabitants  or  because  of  sickness,  or  physical  disability  or  because  the  tenets 
of  their  religion  forbid  secular  activity. 

Sec.  8.  The  general  assembly  may  provide  by  law  for  the  admission  as  electors 
in  absentia  of  members  of  the  armed  forces,  the  United  States  merchant  marine, 
members  of  religious  or  welfare  groups  or  agencies  attached  to  and  serving  with 
the  armed  forces  and  civilian  employees  of  the  United  States,  and  the  spouses 
and  dependents  of  such  persons.

Sec.  9.  Any  person  admitted  as  an  elector  in  any  town  shall,  if  he  removes 
to  another  town,  have  the  privileges  of  an  elector  in  such  other  town  after  residing 
therein  for  six  months.  The  general  assembly  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner 
in  which  evidence  of  the  admission  of  an  elector  and  of  the  duration  of  his 
current  residence  shall  be  furnished  to  the  town  to  which  he  removes.

Sec.  10.  Every  elector  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  the  state,  except  in 
cases  provided  for  in  this  constitution.

ARTICLE  SEVENTH. 

OF  RELIGION. 

It  being  the  right  of  all  men  to  worship  the  Supreme  Being,  the  Great  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and  to  render  that  worship  in  a  mode  consistent 
with  the  dictates  of  their  consciences,  no  person  shall  by  law  be  compelled  to 
join  or  support,  nor  be  classed  or  associated  with,  any  congregation,  church  or 
religious  association.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  law  to  any  religious  society 
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or  denomination  in  the  slate.  Each  shall  ha\e  and  enjo\  the  same  and  equal 
powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  may  support  and  maintain  the  ministers  or 
teachers  of  its  society  or  denomination,  and  may  build  and  repair  houses  for 
public  worship. 

ARTICLE  EIGHTH. 

OF  EDUCATION. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  always  be  free  public  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
in  the  state.  The  general  assembly  shall  implement  this  principle  by  appropriate 
legislation. 

Sec.  2.  The  state  shall  maintain  a  system  of  higher  education,  including  The 
University  of  Connecticut,  which  shall  be  dedicated  to  excellence  in  higher 
education.  The  general  assembly  shall  determine  the  size,  number,  terms  and 
method  of  appointment  of  the  governing  boards  of  The  University  of  Connecticut 
and  of  such  constituent  units  or  coordinating  bodies  in  the  system  as  from  time 
to  time  may  be  established. 

Sec.  3.  The  charter  of  Yale  College,  as  modified  by  agreement  with  the  cor- 
poration thereof,  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  general  assembly,  passed  in  May, 
1792,  is  hereby  confirmed. 

Sec.  4.  The  fund,  called  the  SCHOOL  FUND,  shall  remain  a  perpetual  fund, 
the  interest  of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated  to  the  support  and  en- 
couragement of  the  public  schools  throughout  the  state,  and  for  the  equal  benefit 
of  all  the  people  thereof.  The  value  and  amount  of  said  fund  shall  be  ascertained 
in  such  manner  as  the  general  assembly  may  prescribe,  published,  and  recorded 
in  the  comptroller's  office;  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made,  authorizing  such 
fund  to  be  diverted  to  any  other  use  than  the  encouragement  and  support  of 
public  schools,  among  the  several  school  societies,  as  justice  and  equity  shall 
require. 

ARTICLE  NINTH. 

OF  IMPEACH.MENTS. 

Sec.  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeaching. 

Sec.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate.  When  sitting  for  that 
purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation.  No  person  shall  be  convicted 
without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  When 
the  governor  is  impeached,  the  chief  justice  shall  preside. 

Sec.  3.  The  governor,  and  all  other  executive  and  judicial  officers,  shall  be 
liable  to  impeachment;  but  judgments  in  such  cases  shall  not  extend  further  than 
to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust 
or  profit  under  the  state.  The  party  convicted,  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and 
subject  to  indictment,  trial  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

Sec.  4.  Treason  against  the  state  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against  it, 
or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be 
convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testimony  of  at  least  two  witnesses  to  the 
same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court.  No  conviction  of  treason,  or 
attainder,  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or  forfeiture. 
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ARTICLE  TENTH. 

OF  HOME  RULE. 

Sec.  1.  The  general  assembly  shall  by  general  law  delegate  such  legislative 
authority  as  from  time  to  time  it  deems  appropriate  to  towns,  cities  and  boroughs 
relative  to  the  powers,  organization,  and  form  of  government  of  such  political 
subdivisions.  The  general  assembly  shall  from  time  to  time  by  general  law 
determine  the  maximum  terms  of  office  of  the  various  town,  city  and  borough 
elective  offices.  After  July  1,  1969,  the  general  assembly  shall  enact  no  special 
legislation  relative  to  the  powers,  organization,  terms  of  elective  offices  or  form 
of  government  of  any  single  town,  city  or  borough,  except  as  to  (a)  borrowing 
power,  (b)  validating  acts,  and  (c)  formation,  consolidation  or  dissolution  of  any 
town,  city  or  borough,  unless  in  the  delegation  of  legislative  authority  by  general 
law  the  general  assembly  shall  have  failed  to  prescribe  the  powers  necessary  to 
effect  the  purpose  of  such  special  legislation. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  assembly  may  prescribe  the  methods  by  which  towns, 
cities  and  boroughs  may  establish  regional  governments  and  the  methods  by 
which  towns,  cities,  boroughs  and  regional  governments  may  enter  into  com- 
pacts. The  general  assembly  shall  prescribe  the  powers,  organization,  form,  and 
method  of  dissolution  of  any  government  so  established. 

ARTICLE  ELEVENTH. 

general  PROVISIONS. 

Sec.  \.  Members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  all  officers,  executive  and 
judicial,  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take 
the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to  wit: 

You  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  you  will  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Con- 
necticut, so  long  as  you  continue  a  citizen  thereof;  and  that  you  will  faithfully 

discharge,  according  to  law,  the  duties  of  the  office  of to  the  best  of  your 

abilities.  So  help  you  God. 

Sec.  2.  Neither  the  general  assembly  nor  any  county,  city,  borough,  town  or 
school  district  shall  have  power  to  pay  or  grant  any  extra  compensation  to  any 
public  officer,  employee,  agent  or  servant,  or  increase  the  compensation  of  any 
public  officer  or  employee,  to  take  effect  during  the  continuance  in  office  of 
any  person  whose  salary  might  be  increased  thereby,  or  increase  the  pay  or 
compensation  of  any  public  contractor  above  the  amount  specified  in  the  contract.

Sec.  3.  In  order  to  insure  continuity  in  operation  of  state  and  local  governments 
in  a  period  of  emergency  resulting  from  disaster  caused  by  enemy  attack,  the 
general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  prompt  and  temporary  succession 
to  the  powers  and  duties  of  all  public  offices,  the  incumbents  of  which  may 
become  unavailable  for  carrying  on  their  powers  and  duties. 

Sec.  4.  Claims  against  the  state  shall  be  resolved  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  The  rights  and  duties  of  all  corporations  shall  remain  as  if  this  con- 
stitution had  not  been  adopted;  with  the  exception  of  such  regulations  and  re- 
strictions as  are  contained  in  this  constitution.  All  laws  not  contrary  to,  or 
inconsistent  with,  the  provisions  of  this  constitution  shall  remain  in  force,  until 
they  shall  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the 
general  assembly,  in  pursuance  of  this  constitution.  The  validity  of  all  bonds.

debts,  contracts,  as  well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  or  the  state,  of 
all  suits,  actions,  or  rights  of  action,  both  in  law  and  equity,  shall  continue  as 
if  no  change  had  taken  place.  All  ofhcers  filling  any  ofhce  by  election  or  ap- 
pointment shall  continue  to  exercise  the  duties  thereof,  according  to  their  re- 
spective commissions  or  appointments,  until  their  offices  shall  have  been  abol- 
ished or  their  successors  selected  and  qualified  in  accordance  with  this 
constitution  or  the  laws  enacted  pursuant  thereto. 

ARTICLE  TWELFTH.* 

OF  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  proposed  by  any  member  of  the  senate 
or  house  of  representatives.  An  amendment  so  proposed,  approved  upon  roll  call 
by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  a  majority,  but  by  less  than  three-fourths,  of  the  total 
membership  of  each  house,  shall  be  published  with  the  laws  which  may  have 
been  passed  at  the  same  session  and  be  continued  to  the  regular  session  of  the 
general  assembly  elected  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November  in  the  next  even-numbered  year.  An  amendment 
so  proposed,  approved  upon  roll  call  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  three-fourths  of 
the  total  membership  of  each  house,  or  any  amendment  which,  having  been 
continued  from  the  previous  general  assembly,  is  again  approved  upon  roll  call 
by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the  total  membership  of  each  house, 
shall,  by  the  secretary  of  the  state,  be  transmitted  to  the  town  clerk  in  each  town 
in  the  state,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present  the  same  to  the  electors  thereof 
for  their  consideration  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November  in  the  next  even-numbered  year.  If  it  shall  appear, 
in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  law.  that  a  majority  of  the  electors  present  and 
voting  on  such  amendment  at  such  election  shall  have  approved  such  amendment, 
the  same  shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  a  part  of  this  constitution. 
Electors  voting  by  absentee  ballot  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  shall  be 
considered  to  be  present  and  voting.

ARTICLE  THIRTEENTH. 

OF  CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTIONS. 

Sec.  1.  The  general  assembly  may,  upon  roll  call,  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  total  membership  of  each  house,  provide  for  the  convening  of 
a  constitutional  convention  to  amend  or  revise  the  constitution  of  the  state  not 
earlier  than  ten  years  from  the  date  of  convening  any  prior  convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  question  "Shall  there  be  a  Constitutional  Convention  to  amend 
or  revise  the  Constitution  of  the  State?"  shall  be  submitted  to  all  the  electors 
of  the  state  at  the  general  election  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
in  November  in  the  even-numbered  year  next  succeeding  the  expiration  of  a 
period  of  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  convening  of  the  last  convention  called 
to  revise  or  amend  the  constitution  of  the  state,  including  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1965,  or  next  succeeding  the  expiration  of  a  period  of  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  submission  of  such  a  question  to  all  electors  of  the  state, 
whichever  date  shall  last  occur.  If  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  on  the 
question  shall  signify  "yes",  the  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  such  con- 
vention as  provided  in  Section  3  of  this  article. 
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Sec.  3.  In  providing  for  the  convening  of  a  constitutional  convention  to  amend 
or  revise  the  constitution  of  the  state  the  general  assembly  shall,  upon  roll  call, 
by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  total  membership  of  each  house, 
prescribe  by  law  the  manner  of  selection  of  the  membership  of  such  convention, 
the  date  of  convening  of  such  convention,  which  shall  be  not  later  than  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  roll  call  vote  under  Section  1  of  this  article  or  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  election  under  Section  2  of  this  article,  as  the  case  may 
be.  and  the  date  for  final  adjournment  of  such  convention. 

Sec.  4.  Proposals  of  any  constitutional  convention  to  amend  or  revise  the 
constitution  of  the  state  shall  be  submitted  to  all  the  electors  of  the  state  not 
later  than  two  months  after  final  adjournment  of  the  convention,  either  as  a 
whole  or  in  such  parts  and  with  such  alternatives  as  the  convention  may  deter- 
mine. Any  proposal  of  the  convention  to  amend  or  revise  the  constitution  of  the 
state  submitted  to  such  electors  in  accordance  with  this  section  and  approved 
by  a  majority  of  such  electors  voting  on  the  question  shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  a  part  of  this  constitution.  Such  proposals  when  so  approved 
shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the  vote  thereon  unless  otherwise 
provided  in  the  proposal. 

ARTICLE  FOURTEENTH. 

OF  THE  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  CONSTITUTION. 

This  proposed  constitution,  submitted  by  the  Constitutional  Convention  of 
1965,  shall  become  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  Connecticut  upon  approval 
by  the  people  and  proclamation  by  the  governor  as  provided  by  law. 


Approved  at  referendum  on  December  14,  1965;  proclaimed  by  the  Governor  as  adopted  on  December 
30.  1965. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 
OF  THE  STATE  OF  CONNECTICUT 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1  of  article  fourth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
A  general  election  for  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  secretary  of  the  state,  trea- 
surer, comptroller  and  attorney  general  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  of  November,  1974.  and  quadrennially  thereafter. 

Adopted  November  25,  1970. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.  1.  Section  3  of  article  third  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  The  senate  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  thirty  and  not  more  than  fifty 
members,  each  of  whom  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  be 
an  elector  residing  in  the  senatorial  district  from  which  he  is  elected.  Each 
senatorial  district  shall  be  contiguous  as  to  territory  and  shall  elect  no  more  than 
one  senator. 

(Sec.  1  amended  m  1980.  See  Art.  XV  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.) 

Sec.  2.  Section  4  of  said  article  third  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:  The 
house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  twenty-five 
and  not  more  than  two  hundred  twenty-five  members,  each  of  whom  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  be  an  elector  residing  in  the  assembly 
district  from  which  he  is  elected.  Each  assembly  district  shall  be  contiguous  as 
to  territory  and  shall  elect  no  more  than  one  representative.  For  the  purpose  of 
forming  assembly  districts  no  town  shall  be  divided  except  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  assembly  districts  wholly  within  the  town.

Sec.  3.  Section  10  of  article  sixth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Every  elector  who  has  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be 
eligible  to  any  office  in  the  state,  but  no  person  who  has  not  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-one  shall  be  eligible  therefor,  except  in  cases  provided  for  in  this 
constitution. 

Adopted  November  25.  1970.

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  2  of  article  third  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
There  shall  be  a  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly  on  the  Wednesday 
following  the  first  Monday  of  January  in  the  odd-numbered  years  and  on  the 
Wednesday  following  the  first  Monday  of  February  in  the  even-numbered  years, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  general  assembly  shall  judge  necessary;  but  the 
person  administering  the  office  of  governor  may,  on  special  emergencies,  con- 
vene the  general  assembly  at  any  other  time.  All  regular  and  special  sessions 
of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  held  at  Hartford,  but  the  person  administering 
the  office  of  governor  may,  in  case  of  special  emergency,  convene  the  assembly 
at  any  other  place  in  the  state.  The  general  assembly  shall  adjourn  each  regular 
session  in  the  odd-numbered  years  not  later  than  the  first  Wednesday  after  the 
first  Monday  in  June  and  in  the  even-numbered  years  not  later  than  the  first 
Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  May  and  shall  adjourn  each  special  session 
upon  completion  of  its  business.  If  any  bill  passed  by  any  regular  or  special 
session  or  any  appropriation  item  described  in  Section  16  of  Article  Fourth  has 
been  disapproved  by  the  governor  prior  to  its  adjournment,  and  has  not  been 
reconsidered  by  the  assembly,  or  is  so  disapproved  after  such  adjournment,  the

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secretary  of  the  state  shall  reconvene  the  general  assembly  on  the  second  Monday 
after  the  last  day  on  which  the  governor  is  authorized  to  transmit  or  has  trans- 
mitted every  bill  to  the  secretary  with  his  objections  pursuant  to  Section  15  of 
Article  Fourth  of  this  constitution,  whichever  occurs  first;  provided  if  such  Mon- 
day falls  on  a  legal  holiday  the  general  assembly  shall  be  reconvened  on  the 
next  following  day.  The  reconvened  session  shall  be  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
reconsidering  and.  if  the  assembly  so  desires,  repassing  such  bills.  The  general 
assembly  shall  adjourn  sine  die  not  later  than  three  days  following  its  recon- 
vening. In  the  even  year  session  the  general  assembly  shall  consider  no  business 
other  than  budgetary,  revenue  and  financial  matters,  bills  and  resolutions  raised 
by  committees  of  the  general  assembly  and  those  matters  certified  in  writing  by 
the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  president  pro  tempore  of  the 
senate  to  be  of  an  emergency  nature. 

Adopted  November  25,  1970. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  19  of  article  first  of  the  constitution  is  am.ended  to  read  as  follows: 
The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain  inviolate,  the  number  of  such  jurors,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  six,  to  be  established  by  law;  but  no  person  shall,  for  a 
capital  offense,  be  tried  by  a  jury  of  less  than  twelve  jurors  without  his  consent. 
In  all  civil  and  criminal  actions  tried  by  a  jury,  the  parties  shall  have  the  right 
to  challenge  jurors  peremptorily,  the  number  of  such  challenges  to  be  established 
by  law.  The  right  to  question  each  juror  individually  by  counsel  shall  be  inviolate. 

Adopted  December  22.  1972. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  20  of  article  first  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
No  person  shall  be  denied  the  equal  protection  of  the  law  nor  be  subjected  to 
segregation  or  discrimination  in  the  exercise  or  enjoyment  of  his  or  her  civil  or 
political  rights  because  of  religion,  race,  color,  ancestry,  national  origin  or  sex. 

Adopted  November  27.  1974. 

(Amended  in  1984.  See  Art.  XXI  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.) 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Article  Twelfth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:  Amendments 
to  this  constitution  may  be  proposed  by  any  member  of  the  senate  or  house  of 
representatives.  An  amendment  so  proposed,  approved  upon  roll  call  by  a  yea 
vote  of  at  least  a  majority,  but  by  less  than  three-fourths,  of  the  total  membership 
of  each  house,  shall  be  published  with  the  laws  which  may  have  been  passed 
at  the  same  session  and  be  continued  to  the  regular  session  of  the  general 
assembly  elected  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  of  November  in  an  even-numbered  year.  An  amendment  so 
proposed,  approved  upon  roll  call  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  the 
total  membership  of  each  house,  or  any  amendment  which,  having  been  contin- 
ued from  the  previous  general  assembly,  is  again  approved  upon  roll  call  by  a 
yea  vote  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the  total  membership  of  each  house,  shall,  by 
the  secretary  of  the  state,  be  transmitted  to  the  town  clerk  in  each  town  in  the 
state,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  present  the  same  to  the  electors  thereof  for  their 
consideration  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  of  November  in  an  even-numbered  year.  If  it  shall  appear,  in  a 
manner  to  be  provided  by  law.  that  a  majority  of  the  electors  present  and  voting 
on  such  amendment  at  such  election  shall  have  approved  such  amendment,  the 
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same  shall  be  valid,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  a  part  of  this  constitution. 
Electors  voting  by  absentee  ballot  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  shall  be 
considered  to  be  present  and  voting.

ARTICLE  VII. 

Section  3  of  article  sixth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
The  general  assembly  shall  by  law  prescribe  the  offenses  on  conviction  of  which 
the  right  to  be  an  elector  and  the  privileges  of  an  elector  shall  be  forfeited  and 
the  conditions  on  which  and  methods  by  which  such  rights  may  be  restored. 

Adopted  November  27,  1974 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Sec.  1.  Section  5  of  article  fifth  of  the  constitution  is  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  Section  6  of  said  article  fifth  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:  No  judge 
shall  be  eligible  to  hold  his  office  after  he  shall  arrive  at  the  age  of  seventy 
years,  except  that  a  chief  justice  or  judge  of  the  supreme  court,  a  judge  of  the 
superior  court,  or  a  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  who  has  attained  the 
age  of  seventy  years  and  has  become  a  state  referee  may  exercise,  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law,  the  powers  of  the  superior  court  or  court  of  common  pleas 
on  matters  referred  to  him  as  a  state  referee. 

Adopted  November  27.  1974. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Section  1  of  article  sixth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Every  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
who  is  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  town  in  which  he  seeks  to  be  admitted  as  an 
elector  and  who  takes  such  oath,  if  any.  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  shall  be 
qualified  to  be  an  elector. 

.Adopted  November  24.  1976. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Article  sixth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  by  adding  the  following  section: 

Sec.  11.  Any  citizen  who  will  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years  on  or 
before  the  day  of  a  regular  election  may  apply  for  admission  as  an  elector  within 
the  period  of  four  months  prior  to  such  election,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and,  if  qualified,  shall  become  an  elector 
on  the  day  of  his  or  her  eighteenth  birthday.

ARTICLE  XI. 

Article  fifth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  by  adding  a  new  section  to  read 
as  follows: 

Sec.  7.  In  addition  to  removal  by  impeachment  and  removal  by  the  governor 
on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  judges  of 
all  courts,  except  those  courts  to  which  judges  are  elected,  may,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  by  law  be  prescribed,  be  removed  or  suspended  by  the  supreme  court. 
The  general  assembly  may  establish  a  judicial  review  council  which  may  also, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  by  law  be  prescribed,  censure  any  such  judge  or  suspend 
any  such  judge  for  a  definite  period  not  longer  than  one  year. 
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Adopted  November  24.  1976. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Section  6  of  article  third  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Sec.  6.  a.  The  assembly  and  senatorial  districts  as  now  established  by  law 
shall  continue  until  the  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly  next  after  the 
completion  of  the  next  census  of  the  United  States.  On  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  February  next  following  the  completion  of  the  decennial  census  of  the 
United  States,  the  general  assembly  shall  appoint  a  reapportionment  committee 
consisting  of  four  members  of  the  senate,  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the 
president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  and  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the 
minority  leader  of  the  senate,  and  four  members  of  the  house  of  representatives, 
two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  and 
two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives, provided  there  are  members  of  no  more  than  two  political  parties  in 
either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the  event  that  there  are 
members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of  the  general  assembly, 
all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parties  other  than  that  of  the  president 
pro  tempore  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  as  the 
case  may  be.  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  designate  two  members 
of  the  commission  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the  minority  leader  of  that  house. 
Such  committee  shall  advise  the  general  assembly  on  matters  of  apportionment. 
Such  general  assembly  shall,  upon  roll  call,  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  membership  of  each  house,  enact  such  plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary 
to  preserve  a  proper  apportionment  of  representation  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  recited  in  this  article.  Thereafter  the  general  assembly  shall  decennially 
at  its  next  regular  session  following  the  completion  of  the  census  of  the  United 
States,  upon  roll  call,  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of 
each  house,  enact  such  plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  article. 

b.  If  the  general  assembly  fails  to  enact  a  plan  of  districting  by  the  fifteenth 
day  of  the  May  next  following  the  completion  of  the  decennial  census  of  the 
United  States,  the  governor  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  commission  designated  by 
the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate,  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives, the  minority  leader  of  the  senate  and  the  minority  leader  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  each  of  whom  shall  designate  two  members  of  the  commis- 
sion, provided  that  there  are  members  of  no  more  than  two  political  parties  in 
either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the  event  that  there  are 
members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of  the  general  assembly, 
all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parties  other  than  that  of  the  president 
pro  tempore  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who  shall  designate  two  members 
of  the  commission  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the  minority  leader  of  that  house. 
The  eight  members  of  the  commission  so  designated  shall  within  fifteen  days 
select  an  elector  of  the  state  as  a  ninth  member. 

c.  The  commission  shall  proceed  to  consider  the  alteration  of  districts  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article  and  it  shall  submit  a  plan 
of  districting  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  by  the  first  day  of  the  September  next 
succeeding  the  appointment  of  its  members.  No  plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
secretary  unless  it  is  certified  by  at  least  five  members  of  the  commission.  Upon 
receiving  such  plan  the  secretary  shall  publish  the  same  forthwith,  and,  upon 
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publication,  such  plan  ol  districting  shall  have  the  lull  force  of  law.  If  the 
commission  shall  fail  to  submit  such  a  plan  by  the  first  day  of  September,  the 
secretary  of  the  state  shall  forthwith  so  notify  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme 
court. 

d.  Original  jurisdiction  is  vested  in  the  supreme  court  to  be  exercised  on  the 
petition  of  any  registered  voter  whereby  said  court  may  compel  the  commission, 
by  mandamus  or  otherwise,  to  perform  its  duty  or  to  correct  any  error  made  in 
its  plan  of  districting,  or  said  court  may  take  such  other  action  to  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  article,  including  the  establishing  of  a  plan  of  districting  if  the 
commission  fails  to  hie  its  plan  of  districting  by  the  first  day  of  September  as 
said  court  may  deem  appropriate.  Any  such  petition  shall  be  hied  within  forty- 
five  days  of  the  date  specihed  for  any  duty  or  within  forty-hve  days  after  the 
hling  of  a  plan  of  districting.  The  supreme  court  shall  render  its  decision  not 
later  than  sixty  days  following  the  hling  of  such  petition  or  shall  hie  its  plan 
with  the  secretary  of  the  state  not  later  than  the  hfteenth  day  of  December  next 
following  the  completion  of  the  decennial  census  of  the  United  States.  Upon 
receiving  such  plan  the  secretary  shall  publish  the  same  forthwith,  and,  upon 
publication,  such  plan  of  districting  shall  have  the  full  force  of  law.

ARTICLE  XIII. 
Section  9  of  article  sixth  of  the  constitution  is  repealed.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Article  tenth  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Any  citizen  who  will  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years  on  or 
before  the  day  of  a  regular  election  may  apply  for  admission  as  an  elector  at 
such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and,  if  qualified, 
shall  become  an  elector  on  the  day  of  his  or  her  eighteenth  birthday. 

Adopted  November  26.  1980. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Sec.  1.  Section  1  of  article  two  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  The  senate  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  thirty  and 
not  more  than  fifty  members,  each  of  whom  shall  have  attained  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  and  be  an  elector  residing  in  the  senatorial  district  from  which 
he  is  elected.  Each  senatorial  district  shall  be  contiguous  as  to  territory  and  shall 
elect  no  more  than  one  senator. 

Sec.  2.  Section  2  of  article  two  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  The  house  of  representatives  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  twenty-five  and  not  more  than  two  hundred  twenty-five 
members,  each  of  whom  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years  and  be 
an  elector  residing  in  the  assembly  district  from  which  he  is  elected.  Each 
assembly  district  shall  be  contiguous  as  to  territory  and  shall  elect  no  more  than 
one  representative.  For  the  purpose  of  forming  assembly  districts  no  town  shall 
be  divided  except  for  the  purpose  of  forming  assembl\  districts  wholly  within 
the  town. 

Sec.  3.  Section  3  of  article  two  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows:  Every  elector  who  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen 
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years  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  in  the  state,  but  no  person  who  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  eighteen  shall  be  eligible  therefor,  except  in  cases  provided 
for  in  this  constitution. 

Adopted  November  26,  1980. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Sec.  1.  Section  5  of  article  third  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  The  establishment  of  congressional  districts  and  of  districts  in  the  gen- 
eral assembly  shall  be  consistent  with  federal  constitutional  standards. 

Sec.  2.  Article  twelve  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

a.  The  assembly  and  senatorial  districts  and  congressional  districts  as  now 
established  by  law  shall  continue  until  the  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly 
next  after  the  completion  of  the  taking  of  the  next  census  of  the  United  States. 
On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  next  following  the  year  in  which  the 
decennial  census  of  the  United  States  is  taken,  the  general  assembly  shall  appoint 
a  reapportionment  committee  consisting  of  four  members  of  the  senate,  two  who 
shall  be  designated  by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  and  two  who 
shall  be  designated  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate,  and  four  members  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives  and  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  minority  leader 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  provided  there  are  members  of  no  more  than 
two  political  parties  in  either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the 
event  that  there  are  members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of 
the  general  assembly,  all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parties  other 
than  that  of  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who 
shall  designate  two  members  of  the  committee  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the 
minority  leader  of  that  house.  Such  committee  shall  advise  the  general  assembly 
on  matters  of  apportionment.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  report  of  such  committee  with 
the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  clerk  of  the  senate,  the  speaker 
of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  shall, 
if  the  general  assembly  is  not  in  regular  session,  convene  the  general  assembly 
in  special  session  for  the  sole  purpose  of  adopting  a  plan  of  districting.  Upon 
the  request  of  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  president  pro 
tempore  of  the  senate,  the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  give  notice  of  such  special 
session  by  mailing  a  true  copy  of  the  call  of  such  special  session,  by  registered 
or  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  each  member  of  the  house  of 
representatives  and  of  the  senate  at  his  or  her  address  as  it  appears  upon  the 
records  of  said  secretary  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  convening  of  such  special  session  or  by  causing  a  true  copy  of  the 
call  to  be  delivered  to  each  member  by  a  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable,  state 
policeman  or  indifferent  person  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of 
convening  of  such  special  session.  Such  general  assembly  shall,  upon  roll  call, 
by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  each  house,  adopt 
such  plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary  to  preserve  a  proper  apportionment  of 
representation  in  accordance  with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article.  Thereafter 
the  general  assembly  shall  decennially  at  its  next  regular  session  or  special 
session  called  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  a  plan  of  districting  following  the 
completion  of  the  taking  of  the  census  of  the  United  States,  upon  roll  call,  by 
a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  each  house,  adopt  such

plan  o(  districting  as  is  necessary  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
article. 

b.  If  the  general  assembly  fails  to  adopt  a  plan  of  districting  by  the  first  day 
of  the  August  next  following  the  year  in  which  the  decennial  census  of  the 
United  States  is  taken,  the  governor  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  commission  des- 
ignated by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate,  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate  and  the  minority  leader  of  the 
house  of  representatives,  each  of  whom  shall  designate  two  members  of  the 
commission,  provided  that  there  are  members  of  no  more  than  two  political 
parties  in  either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the  event  that 
there  are  members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of  the  general 
assembly,  all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parties  other  than  that  of 
the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who  shall 
designate  two  members  of  the  commission  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the 
minority  leader  of  that  house.  The  eight  members  of  the  commission  so  des- 
ignated shall  w  ithin  thirty  days  select  an  elector  of  the  state  as  a  ninth  member. 

c.  The  commission  shall  proceed  to  consider  the  alteration  of  districts  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article  and  it  shall  submit  a  plan 
of  districting  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  by  the  thirtieth  day  of  the  October 
next  succeeding  the  appointment  of  its  members.  No  plan  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  secretary  unless  it  is  certified  by  at  least  five  members  of  the  commission. 
Upon  receiving  such  plan  the  secretary  shall  publish  the  same  forthwith,  and, 
upon  publication,  such  plan  of  districting  shall  have  the  full  force  of  law .  If  the 
commission  shall  fail  to  submit  such  a  plan  by  the  thirtieth  day  of  October,  the 
secretary  of  the  state  shall  forthwith  so  notify  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme 
court. 

d.  Original  jurisdiction  is  vested  in  the  supreme  court  to  be  exercised  on  the 
petition  of  any  registered  voter  whereby  said  court  may  compel  the  commission, 
by  mandamus  or  otherwise,  to  perform  its  duty  or  to  correct  any  error  made  in 
its  plan  of  districting,  or  said  court  may  take  such  other  action  to  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  article,  including  the  establishing  of  a  plan  of  districting  if  the 
commission  fails  to  file  its  plan  of  districting  by  the  thirtieth  day  of  October  as 
said  court  may  deem  appropriate.  Any  such  petition  shall  be  filed  within  thirty 
days  of  the  date  specified  for  any  duty  or  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of 
a  plan  of  districting.  The  supreme  court  shall  render  its  decision  not  later  than 
forty-five  days  following  the  filing  of  such  petition  or  shall  file  its  plan  with 
the  secretary  of  the  state  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  next  following 
the  time  for  submission  of  a  plan  of  districting  by  the  commission.  Upon  re- 
ceiving such  plan  the  secretary  shall  publish  the  same  forthwith,  and,  upon 
publication,  such  plan  of  districting  shall  have  the  full  force  of  law.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Section  8  of  the  article  first  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  have  a  right  to  be  heard  by  himself 
and  by  counsel;  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation;  to  be 
confronted  by  the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  to  obtain 
witnesses  in  his  behalf;  to  be  released  on  bail  upon  sufficient  security,  except 
in  capital  offenses,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great;  and  in 
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all  prosecutions  by  information,  to  a  speedy,  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury. 
No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived 
of  life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of  law,  nor  shall  excessive  bail 
be  required  nor  excessive  fines  imposed.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for 
any  crime,  punishable  by  death  or  life  imprisonment,  unless  upon  probable  cause 
shown  at  a  hearing  in  accordance  with  procedures  prescribed  by  law,  except  in 
the  armed  forces,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or 
public  danger. 

Adopted  November  24.  1982. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Article  second  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows:  The  powers 
of  government  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of  them 
confided  to  a  separate  magistracy,  to  wit,  those  which  are  legislative,  to  one; 
those  which  are  executive,  to  another;  and  those  which  are  judicial,  to  another. 
The  legislative  department  may  delegate  regulatory  authority  to  the  executive 
department:  except  that  any  administrative  regulation  of  any  agency  of  the  ex- 
ecutive department  may  be  disapproved  by  the  general  assembly  or  a  committee 
thereof  in  such  manner  as  shall  by  law  be  prescribed. 

Adopted  November  24,  1982. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

Section  2  of  the  article  eleventh  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  Except  as  provided  in  this  section,  neither  the  state  nor  any  political 
subdivision  of  the  state  shall  pay  or  grant  to  any  elected  official  of  the  state  or 
any  political  subdivision  of  the  state,  any  compensation  greater  than  the  amount 
of  compensation  set  at  the  beginning  of  such  official's  term  of  office  for  the 
office  which  such  official  holds  or  increase  the  pay  or  compensation  of  any 
public  contractor  above  the  amount  specified  in  the  contract.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  elected  officials  in  towns  in  which  the  legislative 
body  is  the  town  meeting.  The  compensation  of  an  elected  official  of  a  political 
subdivision  of  the  state  whose  term  of  office  is  four  years  or  more  may  be 
increased  once  after  such  official  has  completed  two  years  of  his  term  by  the 
legislative  body  of  such  political  subdivision.  The  term  "compensation"  means, 
with  respect  to  an  elected  official,  such  official's  salary,  exclusive  of  reimburse- 
ment for  necessary  expenses  or  any  other  benefit  to  which  his  office  would 
entitle  him. 

Adopted  November  24,  1982. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

Sec.  1.  Section  1  of  article  fifth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  The  judicial  power  of  the  state  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  an 
appellate  court,  a  superior  court,  and  such  lower  courts  as  the  general  assembly 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  establish.  The  powers  and  jurisdiction  of 
these  courts  shall  be  defined  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  Section  2  of  article  fifth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  of  the  appellate  court  and  of  the 
superior  court  shall,  upon  nomination  by  the  governor,  be  appointed  by  the 
general  assembly  in  such  manner  as  shall  by  law  be  prescribed.  They  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  but  may  be  removed  by  impeachment. 
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The  governor  shall  also  remove  them  on  ihe  address  of  two-thirds  of  each  house 
of  the  general  assembly.

ARTICLE  XXI. 

Article  fifth  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as 
follows:  No  person  shall  be  denied  the  equal  protection  of  the  law  nor  be  sub- 
jected to  segregation  or  discrimination  in  the  exercise  or  enjoyment  of  his  or 
her  civil  or  political  rights  because  of  religion,  race,  color,  ancestry,  national 
origin,  sex  or  physical  or  mental  disability. 

Adopted  November  28.  1984. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 
Section  18  of  article  fourth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

a.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve  or  removal  from  office 
of  the  governor,  the  lieutenant-governor  shall,  upon  taking  the  oath  of  office  of 
governor,  be  governor  of  the  State  until  another  is  chosen  at  the  next  regular 
election  for  governor  and  is  duly  qualified. 

b.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  governor  or  of  his  absence  from  the 
State,  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  authority  and  per- 
form the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  governor  until,  if  the  governor  has 
been  impeached,  he  is  acquitted  or,  if  absent,  he  has  returned. 

c.  Whenever  the  governor  transmits  to  the  lieutenant-governor  his  written 
declaration  that  he  is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  until  the  governor  transmits  to  the  lieutenant-governor  a  written 
declaration  to  the  contrary,  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  authority  and  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  governor  as 
acting  governor. 

d.  In  the  absence  of  a  written  declaration  of  incapacity  by  the  governor, 
whenever  the  lieutenant-governor  or  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
on  Gubernatorial  Incapacity  transmits  to  the  Council  on  Gubernatorial  Incapacity 
a  written  declaration  that  the  governor  is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Council  shall  convene  within  forty-eight 
hours  after  the  receipt  of  such  written  declaration  to  determine  if  the  governor 
is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  If  the 
Council,  within  fourteen  days  after  it  is  required  to  convene,  determines  by  two- 
thirds  vote  that  the  governor  is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  it  shall  transmit  a  written  declaration  to  that  effect  to  the 
president  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives and  to  the  lieutenant-governor  and  the  lieutenant-governor,  upon  receipt 
of  such  declaration,  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  authority  and  discharge  the 
duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  the  governor  as  acting  governor:  otherwise, 
the  governor  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  powers  and  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office.  Upon  receipt  by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the 
speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  such  a  written  declaration  from  the 
Council,  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  accordance  with  its  rules,  decide  the 
issue,  assembling  within  forty-eight  hours  for  that  purpose  if  not  in  session.  If 
the  General  Assembly,  within  twenty-one  days  after  receipt  of  the  written  dec- 
laration or,  if  the  General  Assembly  is  not  in  session,  within  twenty-one  days 
after  the  General  Assembly  is  required  to  assemble,  determines  by  two-thirds 
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vote  of  each  house  that  the  governor  is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  continue  to  ex- 
ercise the  powers  and  authority  and  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office 
of  governor;  otherwise,  the  governor  shall  resume  the  powers  and  duties  of  his 
office. 

e.  In  the  absence  of  a  written  declaration  of  incapacity  by  the  governor  and 
in  an  emergency,  when  the  governor  is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office  and  the  business  of  the  State  requires  the  immediate 
exercise  of  those  powers  and  performance  of  those  duties,  the  lieutenant-gov- 
ernor shall  transmit  to  the  Council  on  Gubernatorial  Incapacity  a  written  dec- 
laration to  that  effect  and  thereupon  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  authority  and 
discharge  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  governor  as  acting  governor. 
The  Council  shall  convene  or  the  members  of  the  Council  shall  otherwise  com- 
municate with  each  other  collectively  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  receipt 
of  such  written  declaration  to  determine  if  the  governor  is  unable  to  exercise 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  If  the  Council,  within  fourteen 
days  after  it  is  required  to  convene,  determines  by  two-thirds  vote  that  the 
governor  is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  his  office, 
it  shall  transmit  a  written  declaration  to  that  effect  to  the  president  pro  tempore 
of  the  Senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  to  the  lieu- 
tenant-governor and  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  powers 
and  authority  and  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  governor  as 
acting  governor;  otherwise,  the  governor  shall  resume  the  powers  and  duties  of 
his  office.  Upon  receipt  by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the 
speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  such  a  written  declaration  from  the 
Council,  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  accordance  with  its  rules,  decide  the 
issue,  assembling  within  forty-eight  hours  for  that  purpose  if  not  in  session.  If 
the  General  Assembly,  within  twenty-one  days  after  receipt  of  the  written  dec- 
laration or,  if  the  General  Assembly  is  not  in  session,  within  twenty-one  days 
after  the  General  Assembly  is  required  to  assemble,  determines  by  two-thirds 
vote  of  each  house  that  the  governor  is  unable  to  exercise  the  powers  and 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  continue  to  ex- 
ercise the  powers  and  authority  and  perform  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office 
of  governor;  otherwise,  the  governor  shall  resume  the  powers  and  duties  of  his 
office. 

f.  Whenever  the  governor  transmits  to  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate 
and  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  his  written  declaration  that  no 
inability  exists  he  shall  resume  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office  upon  the 
determination  by  a  majority  vote  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  in 
accordance  with  its  rules,  that  he  is  able  to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

g.  There  shall  be  a  Council  on  Gubernatorial  Incapacity,  the  membership, 
procedures  and  terms  of  office  of  the  members  of  which  the  General  Assembly 
shall  establish  by  law. 

h.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  ad- 
judicate disputes  or  questions  arising  under  this  section. 

Adopted  November  28.  1984. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

Article  fourth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  by  adding  a  new  section  to  read 
as  follows:  There  shall  be  established  within  the  executive  department  a  division 
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of  criminal  justice  which  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  investigation  and  prosecution 
of  all  criminal  matters.  Said  division  shall  include  the  chief  state's  attorney, 
who  shall  be  its  administrative  head,  and  the  state's  attorneys  for  each  judicial 
district,  which  districts  shall  be  established  by  law.  The  prosecutorial  power  of 
the  stale  shall  be  vested  in  a  chief  state's  attorney  and  the  state's  attorney  for 
each  judicial  district.  The  chief  state's  attorney  shall  be  appointed  as  prescribed 
by  law.  There  shall  be  a  commission  composed  of  the  chief  state's  attorney  and 
six  members  appointed  by  the  governor  and  confirmed  by  the  General  Assembly, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  judges  of  the  Superior  Court.  Said  commission  shall 
appoint  a  state's  attorney  for  each  judicial  district  and  such  other  attorneys  as 
prescribed  by  law. 

Adopted  November  28.  1984. 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

Section  5  of  article  sixth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
In  all  elections  of  officers  of  the  state,  or  members  of  the  general  assembly, 
the  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  by  ballot,  either  written  or  printed,  except  that 
voting  machines  or  other  mechanical  devices  for  voting  may  be  used  in  all 
elections  in  the  state,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  No 
voting  machine  or  device  used  at  any  state  or  local  election  shall  be  equipped 
with  a  straight  ticket  device.  The  right  of  secret  voting  shall  be  preserved. 

Adopted  November  19.  1986. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

Section  2  of  article  twenty  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

Judges  of  all  courts,  except  those  courts  to  which  judges  are  elected,  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  governor  exclusively  from  candidates  submitted  by  the  judicial 
selection  commission.  The  commission  shall  seek  and  recommend  qualified  can- 
didates in  such  numbers  as  shall  by  law  be  prescribed.  Judges  so  nominated 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  general  assembly  in  such  manner  as  shall  by  law  be 
prescribed.  They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  but  may  be 
removed  by  impeachment.  The  governor  shall  also  remove  them  on  the  address 
of  two-thirds  of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly  and  the  supreme  court  may 
also  remove  them  as  is  provided  by  law. 

Adopted  November  19.  1986. 

ARTICLE  XXVI. 

Section  2  of  article  sixteen  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

a.  The  assembly  and  senatorial  districts  and  congressional  districts  as  now 
established  by  law  shall  continue  until  the  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly 
next  after  the  completion  of  the  taking  of  the  next  census  of  the  United  States. 
On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  next  following  the  year  in  which  the 
decennial  census  of  the  United  States  is  taken,  the  general  assembly  shall  appoint 
a  reapportionment  committee  consisting  of  four  members  of  the  senate,  two  who 
shall  be  designated  by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  and  two  who 
shall  be  designated  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate,  and  four  members  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives  and  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  minority  leader 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  provided  there  are  members  of  no  more  than 
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two  political  parties  in  either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the 
event  that  there  are  members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of 
the  general  assembly,  all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parties  other 
than  that  of  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who 
shall  designate  two  members  of  the  committee  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the 
minority  leader  of  that  house.  Such  committee  shall  advise  the  general  assembly 
on  matters  of  apportionment.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  report  of  such  committee  with 
the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  clerk  of  the  senate,  the  speaker 
of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  shall, 
if  the  general  assembly  is  not  in  regular  session,  convene  the  general  assembly 
in  special  session  for  the  sole  purpose  of  adopting  a  plan  of  districting.  Upon 
the  request  of  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  president  pro 
tempore  of  the  senate,  the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  give  notice  of  such  special 
session  by  mailing  a  true  copy  of  the  call  of  such  special  session,  by  registered 
or  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  each  member  of  the  house  of 
representatives  and  of  the  senate  at  his  or  her  address  as  it  appears  upon  the 
records  of  said  scretary  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  convening  of  such  special  session  or  by  causing  a  true  copy  of  the  call 
to  be  delivered  to  each  member  by  a  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable,  state 
policeman  or  indifferent  person  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of 
convening  of  such  special  session.  Such  general  assembly  shall,  upon  roll  call, 
by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  each  house,  adopt 
such  plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary  to  preserve  a  proper  apportionment  of 
representation  in  accordance  with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article.  Thereafter 
the  general  assembly  shall  decennially  at  its  next  regular  session  or  special 
session  called  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  a  plan  of  districting  following  the 
completion  of  the  taking  of  the  census  of  the  United  States,  upon  roll  call,  by 
a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  each  house,  adopt  such 
plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
article. 

b.  If  the  general  assembly  fails  to  adopt  a  plan  of  districting  by  the  fifteenth 
day  of  the  September  next  following  the  year  in  which  the  decennial  census  of 
the  United  States  is  taken,  the  governor  shall  forthwith  appoint  a  commission 
designated  by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate,  the  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate  and  the  minority  leader  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  each  of  whom  shall  designate  two  members  of  the 
commission,  provided  that  there  are  members  of  no  more  than  two  political 
parties  in  either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the  event  that 
there  are  members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of  the  general 
assembly,  all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parties  other  than  that  of 
the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  or  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who  shall 
designate  two  members  of  the  commission  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the 
minority  leader  of  that  house.  The  eight  members  of  the  commission  so  des- 
ignated shall  within  thirty  days  select  an  elector  of  the  state  as  a  ninth  member. 

c.  The  commission  shall  proceed  to  consider  the  alteration  of  districts  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article  and  it  shall  submit  a  plan 
of  districting  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  by  the  thirtieth  day  of  the  November 
next  succeeding  the  appointment  of  its  members.  No  plan  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  secretary  unless  it  is  certified  by  at  least  five  members  of  the  commission. 
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Upon  recei\ini:  such  plan  the  secretary  shall  publish  the  same  t'orlhv\ith.  and, 
upon  publication,  such  plan  o\'  districting  shall  have  the  full  force  of  law.  If  the 
commission  shall  fail  to  submit  such  a  plan  by  the  thirtieth  day  of  November, 
the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  forthwith  so  notify  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme 
court. 

d.  Original  jurisdiction  is  vested  in  the  supreme  court  to  be  exercised  on  the 
petition  of  any  registered  voter  whereby  said  court  may  compel  the  commission, 
by  mandamus  or  otherwise,  to  perform  its  duty  or  to  correct  any  error  made  in 
its  plan  of  districting,  or  said  court  may  take  such  other  action  to  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  article,  including  the  establishing  of  a  plan  of  districting  if  the 
commission  fails  to  tile  its  plan  of  districting  by  the  thirtieth  day  of  November 
as  said  court  may  deem  appropriate.  Any  such  petition  shall  be  hied  within  thirty 
days  of  the  date  specified  for  any  duty  or  within  thirty  days  after  the  hling  of 
a  plan  of  districting.  The  supreme  court  shall  render  its  decision  not  later  than 
forty-five  days  following  the  filing  of  such  petition  or  shall  file  its  plan  with 
the  secretary  of  the  state  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  next  fol- 
lowing the  time  for  submission  of  a  plan  of  districting  by  the  commission.  Upon 
receiving  such  plan  the  secretary  shall  publish  the  same  forthwith,  and,  upon 
publication,  such  plan  of  districting  shall  have  the  full  force  of  the  law.

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

Section  8  or  article  sixth  of  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

The  general  assembly  may  provide  by  law  for  the  absentee  admission  of 
electors.

ARTICLE  XXVin. 

Article  third  of  the  constitution  is  amended  by  adding  section  18  as  follows: 

Sec.  18  a.  The  amount  of  general  budget  expenditures  authorized  for  any  fiscal 
year  shall  not  exceed  the  estimated  amount  of  revenue  for  such  fiscal  year. 

b.  The  General  assembly  shall  not  authorize  an  increase  in  general  budget 
expenditures  for  any  fiscal  year  above  the  amount  of  general  budget  expenditures 
authorized  for  the  previous  fiscal  year  by  a  percentage  which  exceeds  the  greater 
of  the  percentage  increase  in  personal  income  or  the  percentage  increase  in 
inflation,  unless  the  governor  declares  an  emergency  or  the  existence  of  extraor- 
dinary circumstances  and  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  members  of  each  house  of 
the  general  assembly  vote  to  exceed  such  limit  for  the  purposes  of  such  emer- 
gency or  extraordinary  circumstances.  The  general  assembly  shall  by  law  define 
"increase  in  personal  income",  "increase  in  inflation"  and  "general  budget 
expenditures"  for  the  purposes  of  this  section  and  may  amend  such  definitions, 
from  time  to  time,  provided  general  budget  expenditures  shall  not  include  ex- 
penditures for  the  payment  of  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness. 
The  enactment  or  amendment  of  such  definitions  shall  require  the  vote  of  three- 
fifths  of  the  members  of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly. 

c.  Any  unappropriated  surplus  shall  be  used  to  fund  a  budget  reserve  fund  or 
for  the  reduction  of  bonded  indebtedness:  or  for  any  other  purpose  authorized 
by  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  members  of  each  house  of  the  general  assembly.

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ARTICLE  XXIX. 

Article  seventeen  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  is  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

a.  In  all  Criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  have  a  right  to  be  heard  by 
himself  and  by  counsel;  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation; 
to  be  confronted  by  the  witnesses  against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  to 
obtain  witnesses  in  his  behalf;  to  be  released  on  bail  upon  sufficient  security, 
except  in  capital  offenses,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great; 
and  in  all  prosecutions  by  information,  to  a  speedy,  public  trial  by  an  impartial 
jury.  No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself,  nor  be 
deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of  law,  nor  shall  ex- 
cessive bail  be  required  nor  excessive  fines  imposed.  No  person  shall  be  held 
to  answer  for  any  crime,  punishable  by  death  or  life  imprisonment,  unless  upon 
probable  cause  shown  at  a  hearing  in  accordance  with  procedures  prescribed  by 
law,  except  in  the  armed  forces,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time 
of  war  or  public  danger. 

b.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  a  victim,  as  the  general  assembly  may  define 
by  law.  shall  have  the  following  rights:  (1)  the  right  to  be  treated  with  fairness 
and  respect  throughout  the  criminal  justice  process;  (2)  the  right  to  timely  dis- 
position of  the  case  following  arrest  of  the  accused,  provided  no  right  of  the 
accused  is  abridged;  (3)  the  right  to  be  reasonably  protected  from  the  accused 
throughout  the  criminal  justice  process;  (4)  the  right  to  notification  of  court 
proceedings;  (5)  the  right  to  attend  the  trial  and  all  other  court  proceedings  the 
accused  has  the  right  to  attend,  unless  such  person  is  to  testify  and  the  court 
determines  that  such  person's  testimony  would  be  materially  affected  if  such 
person  hears  other  testimony;  (6)  the  right  to  communicate  with  the  prosecution; 

(7)  the  right  to  object  to  or  support  any  plea  agreement  entered  into  by  the 
accused  and  the  prosecution  and  to  make  a  statement  to  the  court  prior  to  the 
acceptance  by  the  court  of  the  plea  of  guilty  or  nolo  contendere  by  the  accused; 

(8)  the  right  to  make  a  statement  to  the  court  at  sentencing;  (9)  the  right  to 
restitution  which  shall  be  enforceable  in  the  same  manner  as  any  other  cause 
of  action  or  as  otherwise  provided  by  law;  and  (10)  the  right  to  information 
about  the  arrest,  conviction,  sentence,  imprisonment  and  release  of  the  accused. 
The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  enforcement  of  this  subsection. 
Nothing  in  this  subsection  or  in  any  law  enacted  pursuant  to  this  subsection 
shall  be  construed  as  creating  a  basis  for  vacating  a  conviction  or  ground  for 
appellate  relief  in  any  criminal  case.

ARTICLE  XXX. 

Sec.  1.  Section  25  of  article  fourth  of  the  constitution  is  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  Subsection  a.  of  article  twenty-sixth  of  the  amendments  to  the  con- 
stitution is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

a.  The  assembly  and  senatorial  districts  and  congressional  districts  as  now 
established  by  law  shall  continue  until  the  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly 
next  after  the  completion  of  the  taking  of  the  next  census  of  the  United  States. 
On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  next  following  the  year  in  which  the 
decennial  census  of  the  United  States  is  taken,  the  general  assembly  shall  appoint 
a  reapportionment  committee  consisting  of  four  members  of  the  senate,  two  who 
shall  be  designated  by  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  and  two  who 
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shall  be  designated  by  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate,  and  four  members  of 
the  house  of  representatives,  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  representatives  and  two  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  minority  leader 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  provided  there  are  members  of  no  more  than 
two  political  parties  in  either  the  senate  or  the  house  of  representatives.  In  the 
event  that  there  are  members  of  more  than  two  political  parties  in  a  house  of 
the  general  assembly,  all  members  of  that  house  belonging  to  the  parties  other 
than  that  of  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  of  the  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  select  one  of  their  number,  who 
shall  designate  two  members  of  the  committee  in  lieu  of  the  designation  by  the 
minority  leader  of  that  house.  Such  committee  shall  advise  the  general  assembly 
on  matters  of  apportionment.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  report  of  such  committee  with 
the  clerk  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  clerk  of  the  senate,  the  speaker 
of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  president  pro  tempore  of  the  senate  shall, 
if  the  general  assembly  is  not  in  regular  session,  convene  the  general  assembly 
in  special  session  for  the  sole  purpose  of  adopting  a  plan  of  districting.  Upon 
the  request  of  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  president  pro 
tempore  of  the  senate,  the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  give  notice  of  such  special 
session  by  mailing  a  true  copy  of  the  call  of  such  special  session,  by  registered 
or  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  to  each  member  of  the  house  of 
representatives  and  of  the  senate  at  his  or  her  address  as  it  appears  upon  the 
records  of  said  secretary  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  convening  of  such  special  session  or  by  causing  a  true  copy  of  the 
call  to  be  delivered  to  each  member  by  a  constable,  state  policeman  or  indifferent 
person  at  least  tw  enty-four  hours  prior  to  the  time  of  convening  of  such  special 
session.  Such  general  assembly  shall,  upon  roll  call,  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  each  house,  adopt  such  plan  of  districting  as 
is  necessary  to  preserve  a  proper  apportionment  of  representation  in  accordance 
with  the  principles  recited  in  this  article.  Thereafter  the  general  assembly  shall 
decennially  at  its  next  regular  session  of  special  session  called  for  the  purpose 
of  adopting  a  plan  of  districting  following  the  completion  of  the  taking  of  the 
census  of  the  United  States,  upon  roll  call,  by  a  yea  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  membership  of  each  house,  adopt  such  plan  of  districting  as  is  necessary 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  article.

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THE  FIRST  CONSTITUTION  OF  CONNECTICUT 

*The  "Fundamental  Orders,"  1638-9. 

"Voted"  January  14  1638  the  Fundamental  Orders  were  the  beginning  of  Con- 
necticut as  a  commonwealth.  Their  spirit  was  that  of  a  sermon  preached  by  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  a  short  time  before  their  adoption  in  the  course  of  which 
he  laid  down  the  proposition  "The  foundation  of  authority  is  laid  in  the  free 
consent  of  the  people"  and  which  he  closed  with  the  challenge:  "As  God  has 
given  us  liberty  let  us  take  it."  They  recognized  no  allegiance  on  the  part  of 
the  colonists  to  England  but  in  effect  set  up  an  independent  government.  In  the 
sense  that  they  were  intended  to  be  a  framework  of  government  more  permanent 
than  the  usual  orders  adopted  by  the  General  Court  they  were  in  essence  a 
constitution.  The  historian  John  Fiske  was  justified  in  his  statement  that  this 
instrument  was  "the  first  written  constitution  known  to  history  that  created  a 
government  and  it  marked  the  beginning  of  American  democracy. ' '  While  in 
1662  the  Fundamental  Orders  were  in  a  sense  superseded  by  the  charter  that 
document  drawn  up  in  the  colony  and  taken  to  England  by  its  representative 
was  never  regarded  by  the  colonists  as  the  source  of  their  government  but  as 
a  protection  for  and  guaranty  of  the  government  they  had  already  set  up  for 
themselves.  So  it  was  that  for  forty  years  after  the  independence  of  this  nation 
Connecticut  could  still  carry  on  its  government  under  the  charter.  And  so  it  is 
that  this  commonwealth  has  preserved  a  continuity  of  development  beyond  that 
of  almost  any  other  state  or  nation  in  the  world.

Forasmuch  as  it  hath  pleased  the  Almighty  God  by  the  wise  disposition  of  his 
divine  providence  so  to  order  and  dispose  of  things  that  we  the  Inhabitants  and 
Residents  of  Windsor.  Hartford,  and  Wethersfield  are  now  cohabiting  and  dwell- 
ing in  and  upon  the  River  of  Connectecotte  and  the  lands  thereunto  adjoining; 
and  well  knowing  where  a  people  are  gathered  together  the  word  of  God  requires 
that  to  maintain  the  peace  and  union  of  such  a  people  there  should  be  an  orderly 
and  decent  Government  established  according  to  God.  to  order  and  dispose  of 
the  affairs  of  the  people  at  all  seasons  as  occasion  shall  require;  do  therefore 
associate  and  conjoin  ourselves  to  be  as  one  Public  State  or  Commonwealth; 
and  do  for  ourselves  and  our  Successors  and  such  as  shall  be  adjoined  to  us  at 
any  time  hereafter,  enter  into  Combination  and  Confederation  together,  to  main- 
tain and  preserve  the  liberty  and  purity  of  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  Jesus  which

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ue  now  profess,  as  also  the  discipline  ot  the  Churches,  which  according  to  the 
truth  of  the  said  Gospel  is  now  practiced  amongst  us;  as  also  in  our  Civil  affairs 
10  be  guided  and  governed  according  to  such  Laws.  Rules.  Orders,  and  Decrees 
as  shall  be  made,  ordered,  and  decreed  as  followeth:  — 

1.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  there  shall  be  yearly  two  General 
Assemblies  or  Courts,  the  one  the  second  Thursday  in  April,  the  other  the  second 
Thursday  in  September  following;  the  first  shall  be  called  the  Court  of  Election, 
wherein  shall  be  yearly  chosen  from  time  to  time  so  many  Magistrates  and  other 
public  Officers  as  shall  be  found  requisite:  Whereof  one  to  be  chosen  Governor 
for  the  year  ensuing  and  until  another  be  chosen,  and  no  other  Magistrate  to  be 
chosen  for  more  than  one  year:  provided  always  there  be  six  chosen  besides  the 
Governor,  which  being  chosen  and  sworn  according  to  an  Oath  recorded  for 
that  purpose,  shall  have  power  to  administer  justice  according  to  the  Laws  here 
established,  and  for  want  thereof,  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Word  of  God; 
which  choice  shall  be  made  by  all  that  are  admitted  freemen  and  have  taken  the 
Oath  of  Fidelity,  and  do  cohabit  within  this  Jurisdiction  ("^Having  been  admitted 
Inhabitants  by  the  major  part  of  the  Town  wherein  they  live)  or  the  major  part 
of  such  as  shall  be  then  present. 

2.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Election  of  the  aforesaid 
Magistrates  shall  be  on  this  manner:  every  person  present  and  qualified  for  choice 
shall  bring  in  (to  the  persons  deputed  to  receive  them)  one  single  paper  with 
the  name  of  him  written  in  it  whom  he  desires  to  have  Governor,  and  he  that 
hath  the  greatest  number  of  papers  shall  be  Governor  for  that  year.  And  the  rest 
of  the  Magistrates  or  public  officers  to  be  chosen  in  this  manner:  the  Secretary 
for  the  time  being  shall  first  read  the  names  of  all  that  are  to  be  put  to  choice 
and  then  shall  severally  nominate  them  distinctly,  and  every  one  that  would 
have  the  person  nominated  to  be  chosen  shall  bring  in  one  single  paper  written 
upon,  and  he  that  would  not  have  him  chosen  shall  bring  in  a  blank;  and  every 
one  that  hath  more  written  papers  than  blanks  shall  be  a  Magistrate  for  that 
year;  which  papers  shall  be  received  and  told  by  one  or  more  that  shall  be  then 
chosen  by  the  court  and  sworn  to  be  faithful  therein;  but  in  case  there  should 
not  be  six  chosen  as  aforesaid,  besides  the  Governor,  out  of  those  which  are 
nominated,  then  he  or  they  which  have  the  most  written  papers  shall  be  a  Mag- 
istrate or  Magistrates  for  the  ensuing  year,  to  make  up  the  aforesaid  number. 

3.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Secretary  shall  not  nominate 
any  person,  nor  shall  any  person  be  chosen  newly  into  the  Magistracy  which 
was  not  propounded  in  some  General  Court  before,  to  be  nominated  the  next 
Election;  and  to  that  end  it  shall  be  lawful  for  each  of  the  Towns  aforesaid  by 
their  deputies  to  nominate  any  two  whom  they  conceive  fit  to  be  put  to  election; 
and  the  Court  may  add  so  many  more  as  they  judge  requisite.

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4.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  no  person  be  chosen  Governor 
above  once  in  two  years,  and  that  the  Governor  be  always  a  member  of  some 
approved  congregation,  and  formerly  of  the  Magistracy  within  this  Jurisdiction; 
and  all  the  Magistrates,  Freemen  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  that  no  Magistrate 
or  other  public  officer  shall  execute  any  part  of  his  or  their  office  before  they 
are  severally  sworn,  which  shall  be  done  in  the  face  of  the  court  if  they  be 
present,  and  in  case  of  absence  by  some  deputed  for  that  purpose. 

5.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  to  the  aforesaid  Court  of  Election 
the  several  Towns  shall  send  their  deputies,  and  when  the  Elections  are  ended 
they  may  proceed  in  any  public  service  as  at  other  Courts.  Also  the  other  General 
Court  in  September  shall  be  for  making  of  laws,  and  any  other  public  occasion, 
which  concerns  the  good  of  the  Commonwealth. 

6.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  the  Governor  shall,  either  by 
himself  or  by  the  Secretary,  send  out  summons  to  the  Constables  of  every  Town 
for  the  calling  of  these  two  standing  Courts  one  month  at  least  before  their 
several  times:  And  also  if  the  Governor  and  the  greatest  part  of  the  Magistrates 
see  cause  upon  any  special  occasion  to  call  a  General  Court,  they  may  give 
order  to  the  Secretary  so  to  do  within  fourteen  days'  warning:  And  if  urgent 
necessity  so  required,  upon  a  shorter  notice,  giving  sufficient  grounds  for  it  to 
the  deputies  when  they  meet,  or  else  be  questioned  for  the  same;  And  if  the 
Governor  and  major  part  of  Magistrates  shall  either  neglect  or  refuse  to  call  the 
two  General  standing  Courts  or  either  of  them,  as  also  at  other  times  when  the 
occasions  of  the  Commonwealth  require,  the  Freemen  thereof,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  shall  petition  to  them  so  to  do;  if  then  it  be  either  denied  or  neglected, 
the  said  Freemen,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  give  order  to 
the  Constables  of  the  several  Towns  to  do  the  same,  and  so  may  meet  together, 
and  choose  to  themselves  a  Moderator,  and  may  proceed  to  do  any  act  of  power 
which  any  other  General  Courts  may. 

7.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  after  there  are  warrants  given 
out  for  any  of  the  said  General  Courts,  the  Constable  or  Constables  of  each 
Town,  shall  forthwith  give  notice  distinctly  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  same,  in 
some  public  assembly  or  by  going  or  sending  from  house  to  house,  that  at  a 
place  and  time  by  him  or  them  limited  and  set,  they  meet  and  assemble  them- 
selves together  to  elect  and  choose  certain  deputies  to  be  at  the  General  Court 
then  following  to  agitate  the  affairs  of  the  Commonwealth;  which  said  deputies 
shall  be  chosen  by  all  that  are  admitted  Inhabitants  in  the  several  Towns  and 
have  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity;  provided  that  none  be  chosen  a  Deputy  for  any 
General  Court  which  is  not  a  Freeman  of  this  Commonwealth. 

The  aforesaid  deputies  shall  be  chosen  in  manner  following:  every  person  that 
is  present  and  qualified  as  before  expressed,  shall  bring  the  names  of  such, 
written  in  several  papers,  as  they  desire  to  have  chosen  for  that  employment, 
and  these  three  or  four,  more  or  less,  being  the  number  agreed  on  to  be  chosen 
for  that  time,  that  have  greatest  number  of  papers  written  for  them  shall  be 
deputies  for  that  Court;  whose  names  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  back  side  of  the 
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warrant  and  returned  into  the  Court,  with  the  constable  or  constables'  hand  unto 
the  same. 

8.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  Windsor.  Hartford,  and  Weth- 
erstield  shall  have  power,  each  Town,  to  send  four  of  their  Freemen  as  their 
deputies  to  every  General  Court;  and  Whatsoever  other  Town  shall  be  hereafter 
added  to  this  Jurisdiction,  they  shall  send  so  many  deputies  as  the  Court  shall 
judge  meet,  a  reasonable  proportion  to  the  number  of  Freemen  that  are  in  the 
said  Towns  being  to  be  attended  therein;  which  deputies  shall  have  the  power 
of  the  whole  Town  to  give  their  votes  and  allowance  to  all  such  laws  and  orders 
as  may  be  for  the  public  good,  and  unto  which  the  said  Towns  are  to  be  bound. 

9.  It  is  Ordered  and  decreed,  that  the  deputies  thus  chosen  shall  have  power 
and  liberty  to  appoint  a  time  and  a  place  of  meeting  together  before  any  General 
Court,  to  advise  and  consult  of  all  such  things  as  may  concern  the  good  of  the 
public,  as  also  to  examine  their  own  Elections,  whether  according  to  the  order, 
and  if  they  or  the  greatest  part  of  them  find  any  election  to  be  illegal  they  may 
seclude  such  for  present  from  their  meeting,  and  return  the  same  and  their  reasons 
to  the  Court;  and  if  it  prove  true,  the  Court  may  fine  the  party  or  parties  so 
intruding,  and  the  Town,  if  they  see  cause,  and  give  out  a  warrant  to  go  to  a 
new  election  in  a  legal  way,  either  in  part  or  in  whole.  Also  the  said  deputies 
shall  have  power  to  fine  any  that  shall  be  disorderly  at  their  meetings,  or  for 
not  coming  in  due  time  or  place  according  to  appointment;  and  they  may  return 
the  said  fines  into  the  Court  if  it  be  refused  to  be  paid,  and  the  Treasurer  to 
take  notice  of  it,  and  to  escheat  or  levy  the  same  as  he  does  other  fines. 

10.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  every  General  Court,  except 
such  as  through  neglect  of  the  Governor  and  the  greatest  part  of  Magistrates 
the  Freemen  themselves  do  call,  shall  consist  of  the  Governor,  or  some  one 
chosen  to  moderate  the  Court,  and  four  other  Magistrates  at  least,  with  the  major 
part  of  the  deputies  of  the  several  Towns  legally  chosen;  and  in  case  the  Freemen, 
or  major  part  of  them,  through  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  Governor  and  major 
part  of  the  Magistrates,  shall  call  a  Court,  it  shall  consist  of  the  major  part  of 
Freemen  that  are  present  or  their  deputies,  with  a  Moderator  chosen  by  them: 
In  which  said  General  Courts  shall  consist  the  supreme  power  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  they  only  shall  have  power  to  make  laws  or  repeal  them,  to  grant 
levies,  to  admit  of  Freemen,  dispose  of  lands  undisposed  of,  to  several  Towns 
or  persons,  and  also  shall  have  power  to  call  either  Court  or  Magistrate  or  any 
other  person  whatsoever  into  question  for  any  misdemeanor,  and  may  for  just 
causes  displace  or  deal  otherwise  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense;  and 
also  may  deal  in  any  other  matter  that  concerns  the  good  of  this  Commonwealth, 
except  election  of  Magistrates,  which  shall  be  done  by  the  whole  body  of  Free- 
men. 

In  which  Court  the  Governor  or  Moderator  shall  have  power  to  order  the 
Court,  to  give  liberty  of  speech,  and  silence  unseasonable  and  disorderly  speak- 
ings, to  put  all  things  to  vote,  and  in  case  the  vote  be  equal  to  have  the  casting 
voice.  But  none  of  these  Courts  shall  be  adjourned  or  dissolved  without  the 
consent  of  the  major  part  of  the  Court. 
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11.  It  is  Ordered,  sentenced,  and  decreed,  that  when  any  General  Court  upon 
the  occasions  of  the  Commonwealth  have  agreed  upon  any  sum,  or  sums  of 
money  to  be  levied  upon  the  several  Towns  within  this  Jurisdiction,  that  a 
committee  be  chosen  to  set  out  and  appoint  what  shall  be  the  proportion  of 
every  Town  to  pay  of  the  said  levy,  provided  the  committee  be  made  up  of  an 
equal  number  out  of  each  Town. 

14th  January  1638  the  11  Orders  above  said  are  voted. 
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Charles  the  Second.  By  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  England.  Scotland, 
France  and  Ireland,  defender  of  the  Faith.  &c.;  To  all  to  whome  theis  presents 
shall  come  Greeiinge:  Whereas,  by  the  severall  Navigacons.  discoveryes  and 
susccessfull  Plantacons  o\'  diverse  o\'  our  loving  Subjects  of  this  our  Realme  of 
England,  Severall  Lands,  Islands,  Places,  Colonies  and  Plantacons  have  byn 
obtayned  and  setled  in  that  parte  of  the  Continent  of  America  called  New  En- 
gland, and  thereby  the  Trade  and  Comerce  there  hath  byn  of  late  yeares  much 
increased.  And  Whereas,  wee  have  byn  informed  by  the  humble  Peticon  of 
our  Trusty  and  welbeloved  John  Winthrop.  John  Mason.  Samuell  Willis,  Henry 
Gierke.  Mathew  Allen.  John  Tappen.  Nathan  Gold.  Richard  Treate.  Richard  Lord. 
Henry  Woolicott.  John  Talcott.  Daniell  Gierke,  John  Ogden.  Thomas  Wells. 
Obedias  Brewen,  John  Gierke,  Anthony  Haukins,  John  Deming  and  Mathew 
Gamfeild,  being  Persons  Principally  interested  in  our  Colony  or  Plantacon  of 
Connecticut  in  New  England,  that  the  same  Colony  or  the  greatest  parte  thereof 
was  purchased  and  obteyned  for  greate  and  valuable  Gonsideracons.  And  some 
other  part  thereof  gained  by  Conquest  and  with  much  difficulty,  and  att  the  onely 
endeavours,  expence  and  Charge  of  them  and  their  Associates,  and  those  vnder 
whome  they  Clayme.  Subdued  and  improved,  and  thereby  become  a  considerable 
enlargement  and  addicon  of  our  Dominions  and  interest  there. — NOW  KNOW 
Yea,  that  in  consideracion  thereof,  and  in  regard  the  said  Colony  is  remote  from 
other  the  English  Plantacons  in  the  Places  aforesaid.  And  to  the  end  the  Affaires 
and  Business  which  shall  from  tyme  to  tyme  happen  or  arise  concerning  the 
same  may  be  duely  Ordered  and  managed.  Wee  Have  thought  fitt,  and  att  the 
humble  Peticon  of  the  Persons  aforesaid,  and  are  graciously  pleased  to  Create 
and  Make  them  a  Body  Pollitique  and  Corporate,  with  the  powers  and  Priviliges 
herein  after  menconed:  And  Accordingly  Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  and  of  our 
especiall  grace,  certeine  knowledge  and  meere  mocon  wee  have  Ordeyned,  Con- 
stituted and  Declared,  And  by  theis  presents,  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors. 
Doe  Ordeine.  Constitute  and  Declare  That  they,  the  said  John  Winthrop.  John 
Mason.  Samuell  Willis.  Henry  Gierke.  Mathew  Allen.  John  Tappen.  Nathan  Gold, 
Richard  Treate.  Richard  Lord.  Henry  Woollcot.  John  Talcot.  Daniell  Gierke. 
John  Ogden.  Thomas  Wells.  Obadiah  Brewen.  John  Gierke.  Anthony  Hawkins, 
John  Deming  and  Mathew  Gamfeild,  and  all  such  others  as  now  are  or  hereafter 
shall  bee  Admitted  and  made  free  of  the  Company  and  Society  of  our  Collony 
of  Connecticut  in  America,  shall  from  tyme  to  tyme  and  forever  hereafter,  bee 
one  Body  Corporate  and  Pollitique  in  fact  and  name,  by  the  Name  of  Governour 
and  Company  of  the  English  Collony  of  Connecticut  in  New  England  in  America: 
And  that  by  the  same  name  they  and  their  Successors  shall  and  may  have 
perpetuall  Succession,  and  shall  and  mey  bee  Persons  able  and  Capable  in  the 
law  to  Plead  and  bee  Impleaded,  to  Answere  and  to  be  Answered  vnto,  to  Defend 
and  bee  Defended  in  all  and  Singular,  Suits,  Causes,  quarrelles.  Matters,  Accons

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and  things  of  what  kind  or  nature  soever.  And  alsoe  to  have,  take,  possesse, 
acquire  and  purchase  lands  Tenements  or  hereditaments,  or  any  goods  or  Chat- 
tells,  and  the  same  to.  Lease,  Graunt,  Demise,  Alien,  bargaine.  Sell  and  dispose 
of,  as  other  our  leige  People  of  this  our  Realme  of  England,  or  any  other  Cor- 
poracon  or  Body  Politique  within  the  same  may  lawfully  doe.  And  Further, 
that  the  said  Governour  and  Company,  and  their  Successors  shall  and  may  for 
ever  hereafter  have  a  Comon  Seale  to  serve  and  vse  for  all  Causes,  matters, 
things  and  affaires,  whatsoever  of  them  and  their  Successors,  and  the  same  Seale 
to  alter,  change,  breake  and  make  new  from  tyme  to  tyme  att  their  wills  and 
pleasures,  as  they  shall  thinke  titt.  And  further,  wee  will  and  Ordeine,  and  by 
theis  presents  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors  Doe  Declare  and  appoint,  that 
for  the  better  ordering  and  manageing  of  the  affaires  and  businesse  of  the  said 
Company  and  their  Successors,  there  shall  be  one  Governour,  one  Deputy  Gov- 
ernour and  Twelve  Assistants  to  bee  from  tyme  to  tyme  Constituted,  Elected 
and  Chosen  out  of  the  Freemen  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being,  in 
such  manner  and  forme  as  hereafter  in  these  presents  is  expressed;  which  said 
Officers  shall  apply  themselves  to  take  care  for  the  best  disposeing  and  Ordering 
of  the  Generall  business  and  affaires  of  and  concerning  the  lands  and  heredit- 
aments herein  after  menconed  to  bee  graunted,  and  the  Plantacon  thereof  and 
the  Government  of  the  People  thereof.  And  for  the  better  execucon  of  our  Royall 
Pleasure  herein,  wee  doe  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Assigne,  name. 
Constitute  and  appoint  the  aforesaid  John  Winthrop  to  bee  ihe  first  and  present 
Governour  of  the  said  Company;  And  the  said  John  Mason  to  bee  the  Deputy 
Governour;  And  the  said  Samuell  Willis,  Mathew  Allen,  Nathan  Gold,  Henry 
Gierke,  Richard  Treat,  John  Ogden,  Thomas  Tappen,  John  Talcott,  Thomas 
Wells.  Henry  Woolcot,  Richard  Lord  and  Daniell  Gierke  to  bee  the  Twelve 
present  Assistants  of  the  said  Company;  to  contynue  in  the  said  severall  Offices 
respectively,  vntill  the  second  Thursday  which  shall  bee  in  the  moneth  of  October 
now  next  comeing.  and  further,  wee  will,  and  by  theis  presents  for  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors  Doe  Ordaine  and  Graunt  that  the  Governour  of  the  said  Company 
for  the  tyme  being,  or,  in  his  absence  by  occasion  of  sicknes,  or  otherwise  by 
his  leave  or  permission,  the  Deputy  Governour  for  the  tyme  being,  shall  and 
may  from  tyme  to  tyme  vpon  all  occasions  give  Order  for  the  assembling  of 
the  said  Company  and  calling  them  together  to  Consult  and  advise  of  the  bus- 
inesse and  Affairs  of  the  said  Company,  And  that  for  ever  hereafter  Twice  in 
every  yeare,  (That  is  to  say,)  on  every  Second  Thursday  in  October  and  on  every 
Second  Thursday  in  May,  or  oftener,  in  Case  it  shall  bee  requisite.

Nominate  and  appoint  such  and  soe  many  other  Persons 
as  they  shall  thinke  titt  and  shall  bee  willing  to  accept  the  same,  to  bee  free  of 
the  said  Company  and  Bod\  Politique,  and  them  into  the  same  to  Admitt  and 
to  Elect,  and  Constitute  such  Officers  as  they  shall  thinke  rttt  and  requisite  for 
the  Ordering.  Manageing  and  disposeing  of  the  Affaires  of  the  said  Governour 
and  Company  and  their  Successors.  And  wee  doe  hereby  for  vs,  our  heires  and 
Successors.  Establish  and  Ordeine.  that  once  in  the  yeare  for  ever  hereafter, 
namely,  the  said  Second  Thursday  in  May.  the  Governour.  Deputy  Governour. 
and  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  and  other  Officers  of  the  said  Company,  or 
such  of  them  as  the  said  Generall  Assembly  shall  thinke  hit.  shall  bee  in  the 
said  Generall  Court  and  Assembly  to  be  held  from  that  day  or  tyme,  newly 
Chosen  for  the  yeare  ensuing,  by  such  greater  parte  of  the  said  Company  for 
the  tyme  being  then  and  there  present.  And  if  the  Governour.  Deputy  Governour 
and  .Assistants  by  these  presents  appointed,  or  such  as  hereafter  bee  newly  Cho- 
sen into  their  Roomes.  or  any  of  them,  or  any  other  the  Ofhcers  to  bee  appointed 
for  the  said  Company  shall  dye  or  bee  removed  from  his  or  their  severall  Offices 
or  Places  before  the  said  Generall  day  of  Eleccon.  whome  wee  doe  hereby 
Declare  for  any  misdemeanour  or  default  to  bee  removeable  by  the  Governour. 
Assistants  and  Company,  or  such  greater  part  of  them  in  any  of  the  said  publique 
Courts  to  be  Assembled  as  is  aforesaid.  That  then  and  in  every  such  Case  itt 
shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  to  and  for  the  Governour.  Deputy  Governour  and 
Assistants  and  Company  aforesaid,  or  such  greater  parte  of  them  soe  to  bee 
Assembled  as  is  aforesaid  in  any  of  their  Assemblies,  to  proceede  to  a  New 
Eleccon  of  one  or  more  of  their  Company  in  the  Roome  or  place.  Roomes  or 
Places  of  such  Governour,  Deputy  Governour.  Assistant  or  other  Officer  or 
Officers  soe  dyeing  or  removed,  according  to  their  discretions:  and  immediately 
vpon  and  after  such  Eleccon  or  Eleccons  made  of  such  Governour.  Deputy 
Governour.  Assistant  or  .Assistants,  or  any  other  Officer  of  the  said  Company 
in  manner  and  forme.  Aforesaid.  The  Authority  Office  and  Power  before  given 
to  the  former  Governour.  Deputy  Governour  or  other  Officer  and  Officers  soe 
removed,  in  whose  stead  and  Place  new  shall  be  chosen,  shall  as  to  him  and 
them  and  every  of  them  respectively  cease  and  determine.  Provided,  alsoe,  and 
our  will  and  pleasure  is.  That  as  well  such  as  are  by  theis  presents  appointed 
to  bee  the  present  Governour.  Deputy  Governour  and  Assistants  of  the  said 
Company  as  those  that  shall  succeed  them,  and  all  other  Officers  to  bee  appointed 
and  Chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  before  they  vndertake  the  Execucon  of  their  said 
Offices  and  places  respectively,  take  their  severall  and  respective  Corporall  Oa- 
thes  for  the  due  and  faithfull  performance  of  their  dutyes  in  their  severall  Offices 
and  Places,  before  such  Person  or  Persons  as  are  by  these  Presents  hereafter 
appoynted  to  take  and  receive  the  same:  That  is  to  say.  the  said  John  Winthrop. 
whoe  is  herein  before  nominated  and  appointed  the  present  Governour  of  the 
said  Company,  shall  take  the  said  Oath  before  one  or  more  of  the  Masters  of 
our  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  tyme  being,  vnto  w  hich  Master  of  Chancery  Wee 
Doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to  administer  the  said  Oath 
to  the  said  John  Winthrop  accordingly.  And  the  said  John  Mason,  whoe  is  herein 
before  nominated  and  appointed  the  present  Deputy  Governour  of  the  said  Com- 
pany, shall  lake  the  said  Oath  before  the  said  John  Winthrop.  or  any  twoe  of 
the  Assistants  of  the  said  Company,  vnto  whome  Wee  Doe  by  these  presents, 
give  full  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the  said  Oath  to  the  said  John  Mason 
accordingly.  And  the  said  Samuell  Willis,  Henry  Gierke.  Mathew  Allen,  John 
Tappen,  Nathan  Gold,   Richard  Treate,  Richard  Lord.   Henry  Woolcoti,  John 
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Talcott.  Daniell  Gierke,  John  Ogden  and  Thomas  Welles,  whoe  are  herein  before 
Nominated  and  appointed  the  present  Assistants  of  the  said  Company,  shall  take 
the  Oath  before  rhc  said  John  W'inthrop  and  John  Mason,  or  one  of  them,  to 
whome  Wee  Doe  hereby  give  full  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the  same 
accordingly.  And  our  further  will  and  pleasure,  is  that  all  and  every  Governour 
or  Deputy  Governour  to  bee  Elected  and  Chosen  by  vertue  of  theis  presents, 
shall  take  the  said  Oath  before  tw  o  or  more  of  the  Assistants  of  the  said  Company 
for  the  tyme  being,  vnto  whom  wee  doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power  and 
authority  to  give  and  Administer  the  said  Oath  accordingly.  And  the  said  As- 
sistants and  every  of  them,  and  all  and  every  other  Ofhcer  or  Officers  to  bee 
hereafter  Chosen  from  tyme  to  tyme,  to  take  the  said  Oath  before  the  Governour 
or  Deputy  Governour  for  the  tyme  being,  vnto  which  said  Governour  or  Deputy 
Governour  wee  doe,  by  theis  presents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to  Admin- 
ister the  same  accordingly.  And  Further,  of  our  more  amplegrace,  certeine 
knowledge  and  meere  mocon  Wee  H.ave  given  and  Graunted,  and  by  theis 
presents,  for  vs.  our  heires  and  Successors.  Doe  give  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said 
Governour  and  Company  of  the  English  Colony  of  Connecticut  in  New  England 
in  America,  and  to  every  Inhabitant  there,  and  to  every  Person  and  Persons 
Trading  thither.  And  to  every  such  Person  and  Persons  as  are  or  shall  bee  free 
of  the  said  Collony,  full  power  and  authority  from  tyme  to  tyme  and  att  all 
tymes  hereafter,  to  take.  Ship,  Transport  and  Carry  away,  for  and  towards  the 
Plantacon  and  defence  of  the  said  Collony  such  of  our  loveing  Subjects  and 
Strangers  as  shall  or  will  willingly  accompany  them  in  and  to  their  said  Collony 
and  Plantacon:  (Except  such  Person  and  Persons  as  are  or  shall  bee  therein 
restrayned  by  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors:)  And  alsoe  to  Ship  and  Transport 
all  and  all  manner  of  goods,  Chattells,  Merchandizes  and  other  things  whatsoever 
that  are  or  shall  be  vsefull  or  necessary  for  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Collony 
and  may  lawfully  bee  Transported  thither;  Neverthe  lesse.  not  to  bee  discharged 
of  payment  to  vs.  our  heires  and  Successors,  of  the  Dutyes,  Customes  and 
Subsidies  w  hich  are  or  ought  to  bee  paid  or  payable  for  the  same.  And  Further, 
Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  and  Wee  Doe  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors, 
Ordeyne,  Declare  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governour  and  Company  and  their 
Successors,  That  all  and  every  the  Subjects  of  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors  which 
shall  goe  to  Inhabite  within  the  said  Colony,  and  every  of  their  Children  which 
shall  happen  to  bee  borne  there  or  on  the  Sea  in  goeing  thither  or  returneing 
from  thence,  shall  have  and  enjoye  all  liberties  and  immunities  of  free  and 
naturall  Subjects  within  any  the  Dominions  of  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors,  to 
all  intents.  Construccons  and  purposes  whatsoever,  as  if  they  and  every  of  them 
were  borne  w ithin  the  Realme  of  England,  And  w ee  doe  authorize  and  impower 
the  Governour,  or  in  his  absence  the  Deputy  Governour  for  the  tyme  being,  to 
appointe  tw  o  or  more  of  the  said  assistants  att  any  of  their  Courts  or  Assemblyes 
to  bee  held  as  aforesaid,  to  have  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the  Oath 
of  Supremacy  and  obedience  to  all  and  every  Person  and  Persons  which  shall 
att  any  tyme  or  tymes  hereafter  goe  or  passe  into  the  said  Colony  of  Connecticutt, 
vnto  which  said  Assistants  soe  to  bee  appointed  as  aforesaid,  wee  doe,  by  these 
presents,  give  full  power  and  authority  to  Administer  the  said  Oath  accordingly. 
And  wee  doe  further,  of  our  especiall  grace,  certeine  knowledge  and  meere 
mocon.  give  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governour  and  Company  of  the  English 
Colony  of  Connecticutt  in  New  England  in  America,  and  their  Successors,  that 
itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawful  to  and  for  the  Governour  or  Deputy  Governour  and 
such  of  the  Assistants  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being  as  shall  bee 
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Assembled  in  an\  of  the  Generall  Courts  aforesaid,  or  in  any  Courts  to  be 
especially  Sumoned  or  Assembled  for  that  purpose,  or  the  greater  parte  of  them, 
whereof  the  Go\ernour  or  Deputy  Governour  and  Six  of  the  Assistants,  to  be 
all  wa\es  Seaven,  to  Erect  and  make  such  Judicatories  for  the  heareing  and 
Determining  of  all  Accons,  Causes,  matters  and  things  happening  within  the 
said  Colony  or  Plantacon  and  which  shall  bee  in  dispute  and  depending  there, 
as  they  shall  thinke  htt  and  convenient;  And  alsoe  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  Make, 
Ordaine  and  Establish  All  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable  Lawes,  Statutes, 
Ordinances,  Direccons  and  Instruccons,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  Realme 
of  England,  as  well  for  setting  the  formes  and  Ceremonies  of  Government  and 
Magestracy  titt  and  necessary  for  the  said  Plantacon  and  the  Inhabitants  there 
as  for  naming  and  Stileing  all  sorts  of  Officers,  both  superior  and  inferior,  which 
they  shall  hnd  needfull  for  the  Government  and  Plantacon  of  the  said  Colony, 
and  the  distinguishing  and  setting  forth  of  the  severall  Dutyes,  Powers  and 
Lymitts  of  every  such  Office  and  Place,  and  the  formes  of  such  Oaths,  not  being 
contrary  to  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  our  Realme  of  England,  to  bee  ad- 
ministered for  the  Execucon  of  the  said  severall  Offices  and  Places;  As  alsoe 
for  the  disposeing  and  Ordering  of  the  Eleccon  of  such  of  the  said  Officers  as 
are  to  bee  Annually  Chosen,  and  of  such  others  as  shall  succeed  in  case  of  death 
or  removall.  and  Administering  the  said  Oath  to  the  new  Elected  Officers,  and 
Graunting  necessary  Comissions,  and  for  imposicon  of  lawfull  Fines.  Mulcts, 
Imprisonment  or  other  Punishment  vpon  Offenders  and  Delinquents,  according 
to  the  Course  of  other  Corporacons  within  this  our  Kingdome  of  England,  and 
the  same  Lawes,  fines,  ^Mulcts  and  Execucons  to  alter,  change,  revoke,  adnull, 
release  or  Pardon,  vnder  their  Comon  Seale,  As  by  the  said  Generall  Assembly 
or  the  major  part  of  them  shall  be  thought  fitt;  And  for  the  directing,  ruleing 
and  disposing  of  all  other  matters  and  things  whereby  our  said  people.  Inhabitants 
there,  may  bee  soe  religiously,  peaceably  and  civilly  Governed  as  their  good 
life  and  orderly  Conversacon  may  wynn  and  invite  the  Natives  of  the  Country 
to  the  knowledge  and  obedience  of  the  onely  true  God  and  Saviour  of  mankind, 
and  the  Christian  faith,  which  in  our  Royall  intencons  and  the  Adventurers  free 
profession  is  the  onely  and  principall  end  of  this  Plantacon;  Willing.  Com- 
manding and  requireing.  and  by  these  presents,  for  vs.  our  heires  and  Successors, 
Ordaineing  and  appointeing.  That  all  such  Lawes.  Statutes  and  Ordinances.  In- 
struccons. Imposicons.  and  Direccons  as  shall  bee  soe  made  by  the  Governour. 
Deputy  Governour.  and  Assistants,  as  aforesaid,  and  published  in  writeing  vnder 
their  Comon  Seale.  shall  carefully  and  duely  bee  observed,  kept,  performed  and 
putt  in  execucion,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  same.  And 
these  our  letters  Patents,  or  the  Duplicate  or  Exemplification  thereof,  shall  bee 
to  all  and  every  such  Officers.  Superiors  and  inferiors,  from  tyme  to  tyme.  for 
the  Putting  of  the  same  Orders.  Lawes.  Statutes.  Ordinances.  Instruccons  and 
Direccons  in  due  Execucon.  against  vs.  our  heires  and  Successors,  a  sufficient 
warrant  and  discharge.  And  w  ee  doe  further,  for  vs.  our  heires  and  Successors, 
give  and  Graunt  vnto  the  said  Governor  and  Company  and  their  Successors,  by 
these  presents.  That  itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawfull  to  and  for  the  chiefe  Com- 
manders, Governours  and  Officers  of  the  said  Company  for  the  tyme  being  w  hoe 
shall  bee  resident  in  the  parts  of  New  England  hereafter  menconed,  and  others 
inhabitating  there  by  their  leave,  admittance,  appointment  or  direccon.  from  tyme 
to  tyme  and  att  all  tymes  hereafter,  for  their  speciall  defence  and  safety,  to 
Assemble,  Martiall,  Array,  and  putt  in  Warlike  posture  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
said  Colony,  and  to;  Commissionate.  Impower  and  authorize  such  Person  or 
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Persons  as  they  shall  thinke  fitt  to  lead  and  Conduct  the  said  Inhabitants,  and 
to  encounter,  expulse,  repell  and  resist  by  force  of  Armes,  as  well  by  Sea  as 
by  land.  And  alsoe  to  kill.  Slay  and  destroy,  by  all  fitting  wayes,  enterprizes 
and  meanes  whatsoever,  all  and  every  such  Person  or  Persons  as  shall  at  any 
tyme  hereafter  Attempt  or  enterprize  the  destruccon,  Invasion,  detriment  or  an- 
noyance of  the  said  Inhabitants  or  Plantacon,  And  to  vse  and  exercise  the  law 
Martiall,  in  such  Cases  onely  as  occasion  shall  require,  And  to  take  or  surprize 
by  all  wayes  and  meanes  whatsoever,  all  and  every  such  Person  and  Persons, 
with  their  Shipps,  Armour,  Ammunicon,  and  other  goods  of  such  as  shall  in 
such  hostile  manner  invade  or  attempt  the  defeating  of  the  said  Plantacon  or 
the  hurt  of  the  said  Company  and  Inhabitants;  and  vpon  just  Causes  to  invade 
and  destroy  the  Natives  or  other  Enemyes  of  the  said  Colony.  Neverthelesse, 
Our  Will  and  pleasure  is,  And  wee  doe  hereby  Declare  vnto  all  Christian  Kings, 
Princes  and  States.  That  if  any  Persons  which  shall  hereafter  Bee  of  the  said 
Company  or  Plantacon,  or  any  other,  by  appointment  of  the  said  Governor  and 
Company  for  the  tyme  being,  shall  at  any  tyme  or  tymes  hereafter  Robb  or 
Spoile  by  Sea  or  by  land,  and  doe  any  hurt,  violence  or  unlawful  hostility  to 
any  of  the  Subjects  of  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors,  or  any  of  the  Subjects  of 
any  Prince  or  State  beinge  then  in  league  with  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors, 
vpon  Complaint  of  such  injury  done  to  any  such  Prince  or  State,  or  their  Subjects 
WEE,  our  heires  and  Successors,  will  make  open  Proclamacon  within  any  parts 
of  our  Realme  of  England  fitt  for  that  purpose.  That  the  Person  or  Persons 
committinge  any  such  Robbery  or  Spoile,  shall  within  the  tyme  lymitted  by  such 
Proclamacon.  make  full  restitucon  or  satisfaccon  of  all  such  injuries  done  or 
committed,  Soe  as  the  said  Prince  or  others  soe  complayneing  may  bee  fully 
satisfied  and  contented.  And  if  the  said  Person  or  Persons  whoe  shall  commiti 
any  such  Robbery  or  Spoile  shall  not  make  satisfaccon  accordingly,  within  such 
tyme  soe  to  bee  limited.  That  then  itt  shall  and  may  bee  lawful  for  vs,  our  heires 
and  Successors,  to  put  such  Person  or  Persons  out  of  our  Allegiance  and  Pro- 
teccon:  And  that  it  shall  and  may  bee  lawful!  and  free  for  all  Princes  or  others 
to  Prosecute  with  hostility  such  Offenders  and  every  of  them,  their  and  every 
of  their  Procurers,  ayders.  Abettors  and  Councellors  in  that  behalfe.  Provided, 
alsoe,  and  our  expresse  will  and  pleasure  is,  And  wee  doe  by  these  presents 
for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  Ordeyne  and  appointe  that  these  presents  shall 
not  in  any  manner  hinder  any  of  our  loveing  Subjects  whatsoever  to  vse  and 
exercise  the  Trade  of  Fishinge  vpon  the  coast  of  New  England  in  America,  but 
they  and  every  or  any  of  them  shall  have  full  and  free  power  and  liberty  to 
contynue  and  vse  the  said  Trade  of  Fishing  upon  the  said  Coast,  in  any  of  the 
Seas  therevnto  adioyning,  or  any  Armes  of  the  Seas  or  Salt  Water  Rivers  where 
they  have  byn  accustomed  to  Fish,  and  to  build  and  sett  vpon  the  wast  land 
belonging  to  the  said  Colony  of  Connecticutt,  such  Wharfes,  Stages  and  wor- 
kehouses  as  shall  bee  necessary  for  the  Salting,  dryeing  and  keeping  of  their 
Fish  to  bee  taken  or  gotten  vpon  that  Coast,  any  thinge  in  these  presents  con- 
teyened  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  And  knowe  yee  further.  That  Wee, 
of  our  more  abundant  grace,  certaine  knowledge  and  meere  mocon  have  given, 
Graunted  and  Confirmed,  And  by  theis  presents  for  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors, 
Doe  give,  Graunt  and  Confirme  vnto  the  said  Governor  and  Company  and  their 
Successors,  All  that  parte  of  our  Dominions  in  Newe  England  in  America 
bounded  on  the  East  by  Norrogancett  River,  commonly  called  Norrogancett  Bay. 
where  the  said  River  falleth  into  the  Sea,  and  on  the  North  by  the  lyne  of  the 
Massachusetts  Plantacon,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Sea,  and  in  longitude  as  the 
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lyne  o\'  the  Massachusetts  Colony,  riininge  from  East  to  West,  (that  is  to  say.) 
from  the  Said  Norrogancett  Bay  on  the  East  to  the  South  Sea  on  the  West  parte, 
with  the  Islands  thervnto  adioyneinge.  Together  with  all  tirme  lands.  Soyles. 
Grounds.  Havens,  Ports.  Rivers.  Waters.  Fishings.  Mynes,  Mynerals,  Precious 
Stones.  Quarries,  and  all  and  singular  other  Comodities.  lurisdiccons.  Royalties. 
Priviledges.  Francheses.  Preheminences.  and  hereditaments  whatsoever  within 
the  said  Tract.  Bounds,  lands  and  Islands  aforesaid,  or  to  them  or  any  of  them 
belonging.  To  ha\  E  and  to  hold  the  same  vnto  the  said  Governor  and  Com- 
pany, their  Successors  and  Assignes.  for  ever  vpon  Trust  and  for  the  vse  and 
benefiti  of  themselves  and  their  Associates,  freemen  of  the  said  Colony,  their 
heires  and  Assignes.  To  bee  holden  of  vs,  our  heires  and  Successors,  as  of 
our  Mannor  of  East  Greenewich.  in  Free  and  Common  Soccage.  and  not  in 
Capite  nor  by  Knights  Service,  Yeilding  and  Payinge  therefore  to  vs,  our 
heires  and  Successors,  onely  the  Fifth  parte  of  all  the  Oare  of  Gold  and  Silver 
which  from  tyme  to  tyme  and  at  all  tymes  hereafter  shall  bee  there  gotten,  had 
or  obteyned,  in  Hew  of  all  Services,  Dutyes  and  Demaunds  whatsoever,  to  bee 
to  vs,  our  heires  or  Successors,  therefore  or  thereout  rendered,  made  or  paid. 
And  lastly.  Wee  doe  for  vs,  our  heires,  and  Successors,  Graunt  to  the  said 
Governor  and  Company  and  their  Successors,  by  these  presents,  that  these  our 
Letters  Patent  shall  bee  firme,  good  and  effectuall  in  the  lawe  to  all  intents, 
Construccons  and  purposes  whatsoever,  accordinge  to  our  true  intent  and  mea- 
neing  herein  before  Declared,  as  shall  be  Construed,  reputed  and  adiudged  most 
favourable  on  the  behalfe  and  for  the  best  benefitt  and  behoofe  of  the  said 
Governor  and  Company  and  their  Successors.  Although  expresse  mencon  of 
the  true  yearely  value  or  certeinty  of  the  premises,  or  of  any  of  them,  or  of  any 
other  Guifts  or  Graunts  by  vs  or  by  any  of  our  Progenitors  or  Predecessors 
heretofore  made  to  the  said  Governor  and  Company  of  the  English  Colony  of 
Connecticut  in  New  England  in  America  aforesaid  in  theis  presents  is  not  made, 
or  any  Statute,  Act,  Ordinance.  Provision,  Proclamacon  or  Restriccon  heretofore 
had.  made.  Enacted.  Ordeyned  or  Provided,  or  any  other  matter.  Cause  or  thinge 
whatsoever  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding.  In  witnes 
whereof,  we  have  caused  these  our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent:  witnes  our  Selfe. 
alt  Westminister,  the  three  and  Twentieth  day  of  Aprill.  in  the  Fowerteenth  yeare 
of  our  Reigne.

CONNECTICUT'S  HISTORY 

Prepared  by  the 
Connecticut  Historical  Commission 

1614 — Adriaen  Block,  representing  the  Dutch,  sails  up  the  Connecticut  River. 

1633 — The  Dutch  erect  a  fort,  the  House  of  (Good)  Hope,  on  the  future  site  of  Hartford. 

1633 — John  Oldham  and  others  explore  and  trade  along  the  Connecticut  River.  Plymouth  Colony  sends 
William  Holmes  to  found  a  trading  post  at  Windsor. 

1634 — Wethersfield  founded  by  people  from  Massachusetts. 

1634 — First  English  arrive  in  Windsor. 

1635 — Fort  erected  at  Saybrook  by  Lion  Gardiner. 

1635 — Group  from  Dorchester.  Massachusetts  join  Windsor  settlement. 

1636 — Thomas  Hooker  and  company  journey  from  Newtoun  (Cambridge).  Massachusetts  to  found  Hart- 
ford. 

1637 — Pequot  War.  Captain  John  Mason  leads  colonists  to  decisive  victory. 

1638 — New  Haven  Colony  established  by  John  Davenport  and  Theophilus  Eaton. 

1639 — Fundamental  Orders  of  Connecticut  adopted  by  Freemen  of  Hartford.  Wethersfield  and  Windsor; 
John  Haynes  chosen  first  Governor. 

1643 — Connecticut  joins  in  forming  the  New  England  Confederation. 

1646 — New  London  founded  by  John  Winthrop.  Jr. 

1650 — Code  of  laws  drawn  up  by  Roger  Ludlow  and  adopted  by  legislature. 

1662 — John  Winthrop,  Jr.  obtains  a  charter  for  Connecticut. 

1665 — Union  of  New  Haven  and  Connecticut  Colonies  completed. 

1665 — The  first  division  of  any  Connecticut  town — Lyme's  separation  from  Saybrook. 

1675-76 — Connecticut  participates  in  King  Philip's  War  which  was  fought  in  Rhode  Island  and  Massa- 
chusetts. 

1687 — Andros  assumes  rule  over  Connecticut;  Charter  Oak  episode  occurs. 

1689 — Connecticut  resumes  government  under  charter. 

1701 — Collegiate  School  authorized  by  General  Assembly. 

1708 — Saybrook  Platform  permits  churches  to  join  regional  consociations. 

1717 — New  Haven  State  House  erected  on  the  Green. 

1717 — Collegiate  School  moves  to  New  Haven;  called  Yale  the  next  year. 

1740 — Manufacture  of  tinware  begun  at  Berlin  by  Edward  and  William  Pattison. 

1740's — Height  of  religious  "Great  Awakening".

Pnor  lo  1837  the  Representatives  from  this  state  were  elected  by  the  people  at  large  The  number  at  first,  under 
the  Constitution,  was  ti\c  and  b\  later  apportionments  uas  changed  in  1793  to  seven,  in  1823  to  six,  and  in  1843 
to  four.  From  1837  to  1843  ihe\  \sere  elected  one  from  each  of  the  six  distncts  into  which  the  state  v\as  divided 
by  an  act  of  the  General  A>«sembl\;  from  1843  to  1911  the>  were  elected,  one  from  each  of  the  four  distncts 
established  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1 842,  as  follows;  District  number  one.  consisting  of  the  counties  of  Hanford 
and  Tolland:  distnct  number  two,  the  counties  of  New  Ha\en  and  Middlesex;  distnct  number  three,  the  counties 
of  New  London  and  Windham;  district  number  four,  the  counties  of  Fairtield  and  Litchfield.  A  fifth  representative, 
to  which  the  state  was  entitled  under  the  census  of  1900.  was  chosen  at  large.  At  the  session  of  1911  the  state  was 
diNided  into  fi\e  distncts  as  follows:  District  No.  I.  County  of  Hanford;  District  No.  2.  Counties  of  Tolland. 
Windham.  New  London  and  Middlesex;  District  No.  3.  Towns  of  Bethan>.  Branford.  Cheshire.  East  Haven.  Guil- 
ford. Hamden.  Madison.  Meriden.  Milford.  New  Haven.  North  Branford.  North  Ha\en.  Orange.  Wallingford.  West 
Haven  and  Wcxxibndge  in  County  of  New  Haven;  Distnct  No.  4.  County  of  Fairfield;  Distnct  No.  5.  County  of 
Litchfield  and  the  Towns  of  Ansonia.  Beacon  Falls.  Derby.  Middlebury.  Naugatuck.  Oxford.  Prospect.  Seymour. 
Souihbury.  WaterburN  and  Wolcott  in  the  County  of  New  Haven.  The  1921  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
enacted  a  law  creating  the  office  of  Congressman-at-Large  if  a  reapportionment  stemming  from  the  1920  census 
ga\e  Connecticut  a  sixth  congressional  seat.  However.  Congress  did  not  reapportion  until  after  the  1930  census 
and.  at  this  lime,  the  state  received  the  sixth  post  of  Congressman-at-Large.  A  1931  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
stated  this  representative  was  to  be  "designated  as  'Represeniaii\e-at-Large.'  '"  The  Slate  was  divided  into  six 
distncts  b>  act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  Special  Session.  .April  1964.  abolishing  the  post  of  Represeniative-at- 
Large.  .-Xs  a  result  of  the  2000  census,  the  number  of  congressional  districts  in  Connecticut  was  reduced  from  six 
to  five.  The  composition  of  the  five  distncts  was  established  by  the  Plan  of  Districting  approved  b\  the  Reappor- 
tionment Commission  pursuant  to  the  Connecticut  Constitution  and  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  ihe  Stale 
on  December  21.  2(K)1.

The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  state  is  vested  by  the  Constitution  in  the  Governor.  The  Governor  has  the 
pi^iwcr  to  administer  oaths,  sign  writs,  issue  prcKCsses.  and  to  sec  that  the  laws  of  the  state  arc  faithfully  executed. 
In  case  of  emcrgcncs  the  Governor  tna\  convene  the  General  Assembly  in  special  session.  The  Governor  is  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  militia  of  the  state,  has  pinvcr  to  grant  reprieves  in  all  cases  except  impeachment,  and  has 
junsdiction  in  the  matter  of  requisitions  from  other  states  t\>r  criminals.  The  Governor  has  power  to  veto  any  bills 
passed  b\  the  General  Assembly,  but  the  veto  may  be  overridden  by  at  least  a  tvvo-thirds  majority  vote  of  each 
house  upi"»n  reconsideration.  An>  bill  which  is  neither  signed  nor  vettx^d  within  five  days  after  being  presented  to 
the  Governor  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted)  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assemblv.  becomes  a  law. 
in  like  manner  as  if  signed.  After  adjoummeni  of  the  General  Assemblv  the  Governor  is  allowed  fifteen  calendar 
days  after  bills  have  been  presented  m  which  to  act.  In  each  odd-numbered  vear.  the  Governor  must  also  present  a 
biennial  budget  for  the  state  to  the  General  Assembly  and  has  control  over  quarteriy  allotments  granted  after  the 
budget  has  been  acted  on  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  Governor  must  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  General 
Assembly  information  concerning  the  state  and  recommend  such  measures  as  deemed  expedient.  The  Governor 
may  adjourn  the  General  .Assemblv  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  to  such  time  as  the  Governor 
thinks  prof)er.  but  not  be>ond  the  day  of  the  next  stated  session. 

The  Governor  nominates  to  the  General  Assembly  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme.  Superior  and  Appellate  Courts 
and  the  Chief  Court  .Administrator;  and  appoints  the  members  of  several  boards  and  commissions,  at  times  with 
the  consent  of  either  House  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  appoints  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  either  House  of 
the  General  .Assemblv.  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  .Administrative  Ser\ices,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  .Agriculture,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Banking,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department 
of  Children  and  Families,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Consumer  Protection,  the  Commisssioner  of  the 
Department  of  Correction,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Economic  and  Community  Development,  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Env  ironmental  Protection,  the  Chief  Information  Officer  of  the  Department  of 
Information  Technology,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Insurance,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department 
of  Labor,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health  and  Addiction  Services,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Mental  Retardation,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Office  of  Policy  and  Management,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Rev  enue 
Ser\  ices,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Trans- 
portation, the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Affairs.  The  Governor  appoints,  with  the  consent  of 
both  houses,  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  the  New  England  Board  of  Higher  Education,  members  of 
the  Public  Ltilities  Control  Authoritv  in  the  Department  of  Public  Utility  Control,  and  other  boards  and  commis- 
sions. The  Governor  appoints  directly  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Connecticut,  and  other  boards  and 
commissions.  The  Governor  is  an  e.x-officio  member  of  the  Conn.  Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  State  Bond 
Commission.  Expressway  Bond  Committee.  Finance  .Adv  isor>  Committee.  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Co- 
operation. Education  Commission  of  the  States.  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Connecticut,  and  the  Cor- 
poration of  Yale  University. 

The  Governor  presided  over  the  General  Assemble  before  it  was  divided  into  two  houses  in  1698;  from  that  date 
until  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1818  the  Governor  presided  in  the  council  or  upper  house,  with  a  casting 
vote,  but  no  veto  power.  At  the  present  time  the  Lieutenant  Governor  presides  over  the  Senate. 

The  Governor  holds  office  for  four  years  and  receives  an  annual  salary  of  5150,000.  The  Governor  also  is 
furnished  a  Governor's  Residence  located  at  990  Prospect  .Avenue.  Hartford  06105.

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Before  the  Constitution  of  1818  the  Deputy  Governor  presided  in  council,  or  the  upper  house  of  the  General 
Assembly,  in  the  absence  of  the  Governor,  but  when  the  Governor  was  present  the  Deputy  Governor  had  a  voice 
in  council.  Until  1818  the  Deputy  Governor  could  exercise  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  throughout  the  State, 
and  could  sign  writs  until  1879. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  is  president  of  the  Senate,  has  a  casting  vote  therein,  and  the  right  to  debate  when  it 
is  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.  Under  the  Constitution,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  becomes  Governor  in  case  of  the 
death,  resignation,  refusal  to  serve  or  removal  from  office  of  the  Governor.  If  the  Governor  is  impeached  or  absent 
from  the  state,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  "shall  exercise  the  powers  and  authority  and  perform  the  duties  appertaining 
to  the  office  of  Governor  until,  if  the  Governor  has  been  impeached,  he  is  acquitted,  or  if  absent,  he  has  returned." 

The  Constitution  also  provides  that  the  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of 
Governor  if  the  Governor  informs  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  writing  that  he  is  unable  to  do  .so,  '  'until  the  Governor 
transmits  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  a  written  declaration  to  the  contrary." 

The  Constitution  also  establishes  procedures,  under  a  Council  on  Gubernatorial  Incapacity,  whereby  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  may  assume  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Governor  in  the  absence  of  a  written  declaration  of 
incapacity  by  the  Governor  until  it  is  determined  that  the  Governor  is  able  to  resume  the  powers  and  duties  of  his 
office. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  is  a  member  of  the  Finance  Advisory  Committee,  the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental 
Cooperation  (ex-officio)  and  the  Corporation  of  Yale  University. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  is  elected  for  four  years  and  receives  an  annual  salar>'  of  $110,000.

SKCRKTARIKS  OF  THK  STATE 


The  Office  of  ihe  Secreiar>  of  the  Stale  was  established  by  the  Fundamental  Orders  of  Connecticut  adopted  in 
I63*J.  Edward  Hopkins  was  chosen  as  the  first  Secretan. .  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  office  have  grown 
substantial!)  since  that  time  paralleling  the  growth  of  go\emmental  activities  in  Connecticut.  Today,  there  are  more 
than  fiftv  constitutional  and  statutory  mandates  affecting  the  office. 

The  office  consists  of  six  divisions:  Commercial  Recording.  Elections  Serv  ices.  Information  Technology.  Man- 
agement and  Support  Services,  Records  and  Legislative  Services  and  the  State  Board  of  Accountancy. 

B>  virtue  of  the  office,  the  Secretary  of  the  State  is  the  Commissioner  of  Elections.  The  office  administers  all 
state  constitutional  and  statutory  pro\  isions.  and  federal  requirements,  relating  to  state  elections,  primaries,  nomi- 
nating prixedures  and  the  acquisition  and  exercise  of  \oting  rights  and  the  campaign  finance  law.  The  Secretary  is 
respi^nsible  for  the  issuance,  receipt,  tabulation  and  approval  or  disapproval  of  nominating  petitions  for  all  elective 
offices  to  be  filled,  lists  oi  nominations,  certificates  oi  part\  endorsement  and  of  pnmar>  eligibiliiv .  absentee  ballots 
and  sample  ballot  labels;  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  absentee  voting  forms;  the  sending  of  wniten  opinions 
and  the  answering  of  telephone  inquines  on  questions  of  election  law;  and  the  prescribing  of  the  forms,  guides  and 
pamphlets  for  the  admission  and  enrollment  of  electors,  the  nomination  of  candidates  and  the  conduct  of  elections 
and  primaries;  and  the  preparation,  distribution  and  filing  of  campaign  financing  statements.  Disclosure  statements 
are  received  from  both  state  and  federal  political  and  candidate  committees.  The  Secretary  of  the  State  conducts 
conferences  for  local  election  officials,  the  Tow  n  Clerks  and  Registrars  of  Voters.  The  office  trains  moderators  and 
voting  machine  mechanics  and  certifies  their  eligibility. 

The  Secretary  of  the  State  is  keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  State  and  is  charged  w  ith  the  custody  of  public  documents 
and  formal  records  of  the  State,  among  the  more  important  of  w  hich  are  the  .Acts.  Resolutions  and  Orders  of  the 
General  .Assembly.  The  Secretary  provides  certified  copies  of  official  records,  and  affixes  the  Seal  to  all  commissions 
issued  by  the  State.  The  Secretary  calls  the  Senate  to  order  and  administers  the  official  oath  on  the  first  day  of  the 
session  in  the  odd-numbered  years. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes,  the  Secretary  is  responsible  for  the  administration  of  many  aspects 
of  the  corporation,  limited  liability  company,  limited  partnership,  limited  liability  partnership  and  statutory  trust 
law  s  including  the  approval  of  all  certificates  of  incorporation,  organization,  registration,  merger,  dissolution,  annual 
reports  and  prov  iding  information  on  file  to  the  public  over  the  telephone,  by  mail  and  through  in  person  inspections. 

The  Secretary  of  the  State  receives  and  files  certain  commercial  transactions  where  title  is  affected  by  a  security 
mterest  as  provided  under  .Article  9  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Notanes  Public  are  appointed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Stale.  The  Secretary  also  publishes  the 
Connecticut  S'otary  Public  Manual. 

Other  duties  of  the  Secretary  include  the  registration  of  trading  stamp  companies;  the  filing  of  administrative 
regulations  of  state  departments  or  agencies,  which  become  effective  on  the  date  filed;  the  filing  of  updated  com- 
pilations of  ordinances  and  special  acts  of  every  city,  town  and  borough  in  the  state;  and  the  annual  filing  of 
schedules  of  regular  meetings  of  all  state  departments  and  commissions  of  the  executive  branch  for  the  ensuing 
Near. 

The  Secretarv  of  the  State  superv  ises  the  publication  of  the  Connecticut  State  Register  and  Manual,  the  Statement 
of  Vote,  the  Public  Acts  from  Passage,  and  individual  volumes  devoted  to  Election  Laws.  Voters  Handbook. 
Moderators  Handbook  and  Handbook  for  Admission  of  Electors.  The  Secretary  also  distributes  the  Constitution  of 
Connecticut  and  iLs  Historical  Trilogy  of  .Antecedents. 

The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  is  a  revenue  producing  agency.  These  revenues  are  derived  from  cor- 
poration filing  and  franchise  fees,  notary  public  fees,  uniform  commercial  code  fees  and  from  sales  of  publications 
and  services. 

The  State  Board  of  Accountancy  became  a  part  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  on  January  1.  1986. 
The  Board" s  responsibility  is  to  insure  that  the  highest  standards  of  integrity  and  professionalism  are  maintained 
by  Connecticut's  Certified  Public  Accountants  and  licensed  Public  Accountants.  It  evaluates  the  qualifications  of 
applicants  for  the  CPA  exam,  provides  a  wntten  examination  process,  sets  experience  requirements,  licenses  eligible 
candidates,  develops  regulations,  holds  hearings  and  imposes  disciplinary  action. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Slate  is  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Canvassers. 

Election  to  the  Office  of  Secretary  of  the  State  is  for  a  term  of  four  years,  at  an  annual  salary  of  SI  10.000.

TREASURERS 


The  State  Treasurer  receives  all  cash  receipts  of  the  State  from  the  various  departments  and  institutions.  The 
Treasurer  is  custodian  of  and  responsible  for  all  State  funds.  The  Treasurer  has  the  responsibility  for  investing  the 
monies  and  has  custody  of  all  securities  of  the  various  State  pension,  retirement  and  temporary  funds.  The  Treasurer 
is  the  custodian  of  all  deeds  covering  state-owned  property.  The  Treasurer  has  the  care  and  management  of  the 
School  and  the  Agricultural  College  Funds.  The  Treasurer  is  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Canvassers,  Banking 
Commission,  Finance  Advisory  Committee,  various  Bond  Commissions,  the  Connecticut  Development  Authority, 
Connecticut  Housing  Authority,  Connecticut  Health  and  Education  Facilities  Authority  and  the  Connecticut  Hous- 
ing Finance  Authority. 

The  Treasurer  appoints  a  Deputy  State  Treasurer  who  is  responsible  for  the  office  in  her  absence.  The  State 
Treasurer  is  bonded  for  the  amount  of  $100,000  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  School  Fund;  $200,000  as 
State  Treasurer.  The  State  Treasurer  makes  a  complete  report  annually  to  the  Governor  of  the  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures of  the  State  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  June  preceding.  The  Treasurer  is  elected  for  four 
years  and  receives  an  annual  salary  of  SI  10,000.

COMPTROLLERS 


The  Office  of  ihe  Slate  Comptroller  wa>  created  in  1786  h\  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  Constitutional 
Amendment  of  1836  provided  that  the  Ci>mptrollcr  he  elected  h\  the  people  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  of  other 
State  Officers.  Since  1838.  this  methinJ  has  been  in  effect. 

Pnor  to  the  establishment  of  this  oftice.  orders  on  the  Treasurer  could  be  drawn  by  the  Go\  emor.  or  his  assistants. 
or  by  justices  of  the  peace  for  sums  under  40  shillings.  The  Committee  of  the  Pay-Table,  which  the  Comptroller's 
Office  replaced,  was  onginall>  established  to  liquidate  and  adjust  accounts  of  expenses  incurred  during  the  Revo- 
lutionar>  War. 

The  Comptroller  prescribes  the  mode  of  keeping  and  rendering  ail  public  accounts.  The  Comptroller  is  required 
to  adjust  and  settle  all  public  accounts  and  demands  excepting  grants  and  orders  of  the  General  Assembly.  The 
Comptroller  also  renders  a  monthly  accounting  of  the  State's  financial  condition. 

The  Comptroller  is  a  member,  ex  officio,  of  the  following  committees:  The  State  Board  of  Canvassers,  the  State 
Bond  Commission,  the  State  Banking  Commission,  the  State  Insurance  Purchasing  Board,  the  Finance  Advisor> 
Committee,  the  State  Employees"  Group  Insurance  Commission,  and  the  State  Employees*  Retirement  Commission. 
The  Comptroller  administers  the  records  of  the  Retirement  Commission.  The  Comptroller  is  a  member  of  the 
National  .Association  of  State  .Auditors.  Treasurers,  and  Comptrollers.  The  Comptroller  is  also,  ex  officio,  one  of 
the  Auditors  of  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Comptroller  approves  and  records  all  obligations  against  the  State.  The  Comptroller  maintains  all  official 
accounting  records  and  is  responsible  for  the  employee  payrolls  of  all  State  agencies,  departments,  and  institutions. 
The  office  administers  all  Retirement  Systems  other  than  Teachers'  retirement.  Additionally,  by  direction  of  the 
General  .Assembly,  the  Comptroller  administers  numerous  miscellaneous  appropriations  of  the  State. 

Elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  the  Comptroller  receives  an  annual  salarv  of  SI  10.000.

ATTORNEYS  GENERAL 


The  Attorney  General  is  the  chief  legal  ofhcer  o\  the  State.  The  Attorney  General  has  general  superv  ision  over 
all  legal  matters  in  \s  hich  the  state  is  an  interested  part> .  except  those  over  which  criminal  prosecutors  have  direction. 

The  Attorney  General  represents  the  state  go\  emment.  its  elected  officers,  and  state  boards,  commissions  and 
agencies  in  suits  and  other  civil  proceedings  in  which  the  state  has  an  interest.  The  Attorney  General  also  provides 
opinions  to  the  agencies  of  state  go\emment.  state  officers  and  the  General  Assembly  upon  questions  of  law 
submitted  to  him  b\  such  parties.  The  Attome\  General  also  acts  as  general  counsel  for  state  officials  in  matters 
pertaining  to  their  official  duties.  The  Attorney  General  has  a  role  in  screening  regulations  of  state  agencies,  state 
contracts  and  extradition  papers. 

By  virtue  of  this  statutory  responsibility  to  provide  legal  direction  to  state  government,  the  Attorney  General  is 
in  a  critical  position  to  insure  that  the  duties  of  all  segments  of  the  government  are  being  conducted  in  accordance 
with  the  law. 

In  addition  to  this  role  as  counsel  to  government,  the  Attorney  General  possesses  extensive  common  law  powers 
that  enable  him  to  represent  the  public  interest  more  generally. 

The  Attome\  General  is  elected  by  the  people  to  a  term  of  four  years,  is  committed  by  law  to  ser\ing  full-lime, 
and  must  be  an  attomey-at-law  w  ho  has  been  admitted  to  practice  in  Connecticut  for  at  least  ten  years.  The  Attorney 
General  receives  an  annual  salary  of  SI  10.000.

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GEORGH  W.  BUSH 
THE  PRESIDENT 

George  W.  Bush  is  the  43r(J  President  of  the  United  States.  He  is  the  lirst  person  bt)rn  in 
Connecticut  to  he  elected  to  the  office  o\  President.  Fi>nnerl\  the  46th  Governor  of  the  state 
of  Texas.  Bush  has  earned  a  reputation  as  a  compassionate  conservative  who  shapes  pohcy 
based  on  the  principles  o\'  hniited  government,  personal  responsibility,  strong  families,  and 
kKal  control. 

George  W.  Bush  was  born  July  6,  1946,  in  New  Haven,  and  grew  up  in  Midland  and 
Houston,  Texas.  He  received  a  bachelor's  degree  from  ^'ale  University  and  a  Master's  of 
Business  Administration  from  Harvard  Business  School.  He  served  as  an  F-102  pilot  for  the 
Texas  Air  National  Guard  before  beginning  his  career  in  the  oil  and  gas  business  in  Midland 
in  1975.  working  in  the  energy  indusirv  until  1986.  After  working  on  his  father's  successful 
1988  presidential  campaign,  he  assembled  the  group  of  partners  that  purchased  the  Texas 
Rangers  baseball  franchise  in  1989. 

He  served  as  managing  general  partner  of  the  Texas  Rangers  until  he  was  elected  Governor 
on  November  8,  1994.  with  53.5  percent  of  the  vote.  In  an  historic  re-election  victorv.  he 
became  the  Hrst  Texas  Governor  to  be  elected  to  consecutive  four-year  terms  on  November 
3.  1998.  winning  68.6  percent  of  the  vote. 

As  President.  Bush  will  pursue  the  same  common-sense  approach  and  bipartisan  spirit  as 
he  has  in  Texas.  He  has  proposed  bold  initiatives  to  ensure  that  America's  prosperity  has  a 
purpose.  He  has  also  addressed  improving  our  nation's  public  schools  by  strengthening  local 
control  and  insisting  on  accountability:  reducing  taxes  on  all  taxpayers,  especially  for  those 
Americans  on  the  fringes  of  po\  erty;  strengthening  the  military  with  better  pay.  better  plan- 
ning, and  better  equipment:  saving  and  strengthening  Social  Security  and  Medicare  b>  pro- 
viding seniors  with  more  options;  and  ushering  in  the  responsibility  era  in  America. 

President  Bush  is  married  to  Laura  Welch  Bush,  a  former  teacher  and  librarian,  and  they 
have  twin  daughters.  Barbara  and  Jenna.  The  Bush  family  also  includes  their  dogs.  Spot  and 
Barney,  and  a  cat.

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JOHN  G.  ROWLAND 
GOVERNOR 

On  JanuaiA  8,  2CX)3,  John  G.  Rowland  was  sworn  in  for  a  third  term  as  Governor  of  the 
Stale  of  Connecticut.  He  tirst  look  office  in  1995  at  age  37  and  was  reelected  in  1998  and 
2(X)2. 

Governor  Row  land  has  secured  lax  cuts  of  more  than  $2  billion  since  1995,  giving  Con- 
necticut workers  their  first  real  tax  cuts  in  years.  For  the  first  time  in  state  history,  tax  rebate 
checks  were  returned  to  taxpayers  in  1998.  Tax  rebate  checks  were  issued  again  in  1999. 

To  spur  the  stale's  economy  and  create  jobs.  Governor  Rowland  reduced  the  corporation 
tax  by  one-third  and  improved  the  state's  overall  business  climate. 

To  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  Connecticut  residents,  he  is  also  investing  more  than 
$2  billion  to  rebuild  the  state's  education  system,  from  pre-school  through  college. 

Governor  Rowland  has  also  made  a  landmark  commitment  to  natural  resource  preserva- 
tion, from  acquiring  200.000  additional  acres  oi'  open  space  to  aggressive  cleanup  of  Long 
Island  Sound. 

Under  Governor  Rowland's  leadership,  Connecticut  enacted  some  of  the  toughest  welfare 
reforms  in  the  nation.  More  than  36,000  have  left  the  welfare  rolls  since  1996  and  the  welfare 
rolls  are  at  their  lowest  in  almost  a  decade. 

To  make  Connecticut  safer  for  its  citizens.  Governor  Rowland  is  adding  hundreds  of  new 
stale  troopers  to  the  streets  and  forcing  criminals  to  serve  at  least  85^^  of  their  sentences. 
Since  he  took  office,  overall  crime  has  decreased  by  259c  throughout  the  state,  while  the 
murder  rate  has  declined  by  359c. 

He  has  also  worked  to  secure  a  more  workable  death  penalty,  and  strengthened  Megan's 
Law  to  better  protect  children  from  sex  offenders.  He  also  called  for  a  constitutional  amend- 
ment to  protect  victims'  rights. 

To  help  protect  children.  Governor  Rowland  has  made  it  easier  to  remove  at-risk  children 
from  abusive  homes.  The  number  of  children  in  new  permanent  homes  has  jumped  4459c 
since  1996,  while  the  number  of  children  found  to  have  been  abused  or  neglected  has  fallen 
457c  since  1997. 

Governor  Rowland  implemented  the  HUSKY  Plan  (Healthcare  for  UninSured  Kids  and 
Youths)  in  1998  to  provide  health  insurance  to  uninsured  Connecticut  children.  HUSKY 
now  covers  nearly  210,000  children  and  teenagers. 

Governor  Rowland  has  a  long  histor\  of  public  service.  In  1980,  at  age  23.  he  was  elected 
to  the  Connecticut  State  Legislature  to  represent  the  73rd  Assembly  Distnct.  He  served  until 
1984,  when  he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives  at  age  27.  He 
represented  the  Fifth  Congressional  District  until  1990. 

Governor  Rowland's  father  and  grandfather  both  served  as  Comptroller  for  the  City  of 
Waterbur\.  His  grandfather  was  instrumental  in  uncovering  massive  municipal  corruption 
during  the  1930's.  Four  generations  of  the  Rowland  family  have  owned  an  insurance  firm, 
which  Governor  Rowland  has  helped  to  manage. 

Governor  Rowland  has  received  many  public  service  awards,  including  both  the  Malcolm 
Baldridge  and  the  Ella  Grasso  awards.  In  2002,  he  received  the  Uni\ersity  of  Hartford 
Construction  Institute's  "Distinguished  Achievement"  award.  In  2001,  he  received  the  "Ex- 
cellence in  Leadership"  award  from  the  Women  Executives  in  State  Government  and  the 
"Outstanding  Arts  Leadership"  award  from  Americans  for  the  Arts.  He  received  the  Jacob 
Javits  "Excellence  in  Public  Service"  award  from  the  Ripon  Society  in  1995. 

Governor  Rowland  has  lived  his  entire  life  in  the  Greater  Waterbur>  area.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Holy  Cross  High  School  in  Waierbun.  and  Villanova  University. 

Governor  Rowland  and  his  wife,  Patricia,  reside  in  the  Governor's  Residence  in  Hartford. 
They  have  five  children  between  them:  Kirsten,  Ryan,  Robert  John,  Julianne,  and  Scott. 
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M.  JODI  RELL 
LIEUTENANT  C.OVHRNOR 

M.  Jodi  Rell  is  Conneciicui's  first  female  Republican  Eieuienant  Governor.  She  was 
elected  in  1^^4  and  re-elected  in  1998  and  2(K)2. 

Serving  with  Governor  John  G.  Rowland,  she  presides  as  president  of  the  State  Senate 
and  serves  as  acting  governor  when  the  governor  is  out  of  state. 

During  her  eight  years  in  ofHce.  Lt.  Governor  Rell  has  played  a  key  role  in  the  adminis- 
tration and  has  many  accomplishments  l(^  her  credit. 

Thousands  of  Connecticut  schoolchildren,  teachers  and  parents  have  benetited  from  the 
educational  technology  plan  initiated  by  Lt.  Governor  Rell  and  approved  by  the  legislature. 
The  plan  ensures  that  Connecticut's  schools  and  libraries  are  prepared  to  meet  the  computer 
and  information  technology  needs  of  the  21st  Centurv.  In  her  19-point  plan,  she  reccmi- 
mended  that  students  be  cyber-ready  by  the  sixth  grade,  that  all  K-12  classrooms  be  fully 
wired  and  connected  to  the  Internet  and  that  a  Connecticut  Education  Network  be  established 
to  connect  colleges,  libraries  and  schools. 

Under  Lt.  Go\emor  Rell's  leadership,  the  initial  proposal  for  revitalizing  and  reconstruct- 
ing downtown  Hanford  was  unveiled.  As  chair  of  the  Hartford  Economic  Development 
.\dvisor>  Group,  she  recommended  that  the  state  and  city  focus  on  'six  pillars*  that  could 
help  to  remake  Hartford  into  a  sports,  education  and  cultural  center.  Her  report  formed  the 
basis  of  the  historic  "Adriaen's  Landing"  legislation  naming  Hartford  the  site  of  a  sports 
stadium  and  convention  center,  a  downtown  higher  education  center  and  promising  improve- 
ments to  parking,  downtown  housing  and  the  riverfront. 

On  the  public  safety  front.  Lt.  Governor  Rell  worked  very  closely  with  firefighters  across 
the  state  to  secure  a  thermal  imaging  camera  for  use  by  career  and  volunteer  firefighters  in 
each  of  the  more  than  300  fire  houses  in  Connecticut.  The  cameras  can  locate  the  source  of 
fires  and  are  an  effective  tool  in  finding  victims  in  a  smoky  or  burning  building. 

In  August  2002.  she  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  the  dedication  of  the  Connecticut  Fire- 
fighters Memorial,  built  on  the  grounds  of  the  Connecticut  Fire  Academy  in  Windsor  Locks. 
She  had  played  a  key  role  in  raising  funds  for  the  memorial  and  helped  secure  state  funding 
to  complete  the  project. 

Lt.  Governor  Rell  established  the  "Lieutenant  Governor's  Connecticut  Treasures"  award 
in  recognition  of  the  tremendous  volunteer  efforts  of  individuals  and  groups  throughout  the 
stale.  Each  month,  she  honors  those  residents  who  have  donated  their  time  and  talent  in  an 
extraordinarv'  manner. 

Prior  to  her  election  as  Lieutenant  Governor,  she  served  five  terms  in  the  State  House  of 
Representatives  and  held  many  leadership  positions,  including  Assisstant  Minority  Leader 
and  Deputy  Minority  Leader. 

Lt.  Governor  Rell  and  her  husband.  Lou.  reside  in  Brookfield.  They  have  two  grown 
children.  Meredith  and  Michael. 
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SUSAN  BYSIEWICZ 
SECRETARY  OF  THE  STATE 

Susan  B\Mc\Mc/  is  Connecticut's  72nd  Secretan  of  the  State.  First  elected  in  1998,  she 
was  re-elected  in  November.  2(X)2.  Previously,  Secretar\  Bysiewicz  served  three  terms  in 
the  state  legislature  representing  the  100th  Assembly  District,  which  includes  Middletown, 
Durham  and  Middletield. 

As  Secretar>  of  the  State,  Bysiewicz  has  worked  to  make  the  information  housed  in  her 
office  more  accessible  to  the  public.  This  includes  providing  on-line  access  to  essential 
information  on  the  more  than  12(),00(^  companies  registered  to  do  business  in  Connecticut, 
as  well  as  posting  all  campaign  finance  reports  on  the  Internet.  Both  of  these  systems  have 
been  recognized  nationally  for  their  innovative  use  of  technology. 

As  the  state's  chief  business  registrar,  Bysiewicz  has  encouraged  the  expansion  and  de- 
velopment of  Connecticut-based  companies  by  streamlining  the  registration  process  and 
providing  technical  assistance  to  small  and  minority-owned  businesses.  She  also  saved  Con- 
necticut taxpayers  money  by  returning  S3. 6  million  allocated  to  her  office  to  assist  with 
deficit  reduction  and  directed  an  additional  S80  million  to  the  state's  general  fund  over  the 
past  four  years  from  fees  collected  by  her  office's  Commercial  Recording  Division. 

Through  her  office.  Bysiewicz  has  made  a  priority  of  protecting  individual  privacy  and 
advocating  for  consumer  rights.  She  won  passage  of  a  law  to  safeguard  citizens*  privacy  by 
removing  social  security  numbers  from  voter  registration  rolls,  introduced  a  program  to 
protect  victims  of  domestic  violence  and  sexual  assault  by  keeping  victims*  addresses  con- 
fidential, and  located  thousands  of  lost  Connecticut  policyholders  and  beneficiaries  of  major 
insurance  companies  who  were  eligible  for  stock  or  cash  during  initial  public  offerings. 

During  her  tenure,  Bysiewicz  has  worked  diligently  to  promote  voter  registration  and 
turnout.  For  the  2000  presidential  election,  Connecticut  had  the  third  highest  turnout  of 
registered  voters  in  the  nation.  She  also  created  "Youth  Vote,"  a  curriculum  to  educate 
students  about  the  election  process,  and  maintains  an  ongoing  schedule  of  personal  school 
\isiis.  Secretar>  Bysiewicz  successfully  advocated  for  a  new  civics  requirement  for  high 
school  graduation. 

Bysiewicz  continues  to  support  the  testing  of  modem  ATM-style  voting  machines  to 
ensure  accurate  elections  and  accessible  voting  for  persons  with  disabilities,  and  a  statewide 
\oter  registration  database  to  prevent  fraud  and  protect  voters'  rights.  She  worked  with 
United  Slates  Senator  Chris  Dodd  on  federal  legislation  aimed  at  protecting  the  rights  of  all 
voters  and  improving  our  electoral  system. 

As  House  Chair  of  the  Government  Administration  &  Elections  Committee,  her  legislative 
accomplishments  included  authoring  bills  making  Connecticut's  lobbying  and  campaign  fi- 
nance disclosure  laws  among  the  strictest  in  the  countr> .  As  a  working  parent,  she  fought 
for  safer  day  care  and  w  on  passage  of  a  bill  providing  for  tougher  health  and  safely  standards 
in  preschools. 

Bysiewicz  graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1983  and  Duke  University  School  of  Law 
in  1986.  After  practicing  corporate  and  international  law  at  the  New  York  City  firm  of  White 
and  Case,  she  relumed  to  Connecticut  with  Robinson  and  Cole  in  Hartford,  where  she  spe- 
cialized in  corporate  and  banking  law  from  1988  to  1992.  In  1992.  she  joined  the  law 
department  of  Aetna  Insurance  Company,  where  she  practiced  health  care  and  pension  law 
until  1994. 

Bysiewicz  is  the  author  of  Ella:  A  Biography  of  Governor  Ella  Grasso.  ihe  nation's  first 
woman  govemor.  A  native  of  Middletown,  Connecticut,  Bysiewicz  resides  there  with  her 
husband.  David  Donaldson,  and  their  three  children.  She  is  the  granddaughter  of  Polish  and 
Greek  immigrants,  and  the  first  Polish-American  and  Greek-American  to  be  elected  to  state- 
wide constitutional  office  in  Connecticut. 
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DENISE  NAPPIHR 
TREASURER 

Denise  Lynn  Nappicr.  the  S2nd  Treasurer  of  the  Stale  of  Conncciicui  and  the  tirsi  woman 
elected  Treasurer  in  Slate  hisior\,  was  elected  in  199S  and  re-elected  in  2002. 

Treasurer  Nappier's  high  standards  and  hnancial  expertise  have  brought  integrity  back  to 
the  Treasurer's  oftice  and  professionalism  to  the  management  of  state  resources.  Her  inno- 
vative and  effective  leadership  has  saved  Connecticut  taxpayers  and  businesses  millions  of 
dollars,  and  she  is  a  strong  advocate  for  corporate  accountability,  hnancial  education  and 
economic  opportunity. 

During  her  first  term  as  State  Treasurer.  Denise  Nappier  initiated  and  implemented  a 
comprehensive  Treasur\  Reform  plan  that  eliminated  political  influence  peddling,  strength- 
ened public  disclosure  and  improved  the  investment  decision-making  process.  The  Treasurer 
also  achieved  $993  million  in  in\estment  reductions,  recaptures  or  recoveries,  implementing 
the  most  comprehensive  asset  reco\ery  and  loss  pre\ention  program  in  Treasury  history,  and 
her  changes  to  the  stale's  higher  education  savings  program.  CHET,  have  made  it  one  of  the 
best  in  the  country. 

Treasurer  Nappier  has  been  an  effective  advocate  for  responsible  corporate  behavior, 
greater  shareholder  rights  and  strengthened  regulatory  oversight  of  corporate  governance, 
consistent  with  her  commitment  to  the  public  interest  and  a  proven  record  as  a  skilled  man- 
ager of  public  funds.  Under  her  leadership,  Connecticut's  pension  fund  investment  program 
is  ranked  at  the  top.  performing  better  than  999^  of  other  similar  public  pension  funds  and 
her  management  reforms  have  saved  Connecticut  businesses  523. 6  million,  reducing  annual 
rates  to  their  lowest  levels  in  a  decade. 

Connecticut's  Treasurer  has  a  broad-ranging  background  in  finance,  public  policy  and 
administration,  legislative  affairs  and  urban  planning.  A  native  of  Hartford.  Denise  Nappier 
ser\ed  as  City  Treasurer  for  nearly  ten  years,  having  been  elected  to  five  consecutive  terms. 
Before  that,  she  ser\ed  as  Executive  Director  of  Riverfront  Recapture.  Inc..  a  not-for-profit 
organization  that  successfully  spearheaded  the  redevelopment  of  Greater  Hanford's  river- 
front area,  as  Director  of  Institutional  Relations  for  the  University  of  Connecticut  Health 
Center,  and  an  analyst  in  the  Hartford  City  Mayor's  office.  She  was  also  a  consultant  in  the 
Connecticut  Office  of  Policy  and  Management  and  a  U.S.  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
Department  Fellow. 

Ms.  Nappier  holds  a  B.A.  from  Virginia  State  Uni\ersity  and  a  master's  degree  in  Com- 
munity Planning  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati.  She  has  received  the  Corporate  Respon- 
sibility Leadership  Award  from  Citizens  for  Economic  Opportunity  (CEO),  the  Connecticut 
Association  for  Human  Ser\ices  "Public  Policy  Leadership  Award."  recognition  as  the 
■'Woman  of  the  Year"  from  Hartford  College  for  Women,  and  has  been  inducted  in  the 
National  Association  of  Securities  Professionals  Wall  Street  Hall  of  Fame.  Under  her  ad- 
ministration, the  Treasurer's  Office  has  been  awarded  the  Certificate  of  Achievement  for 
Excellence  in  Financial  Reporting  by  the  Government  Finance  Officers  Association  (GFOA). 

When  Denise  Nappier  took  office  as  State  Treasurer  in  Januar\,  1999,  she  became  the 
first  African-.American  u  oman  elected  to  ser\  e  as  a  State  Treasurer  in  the  United  States  and 
the  first  African-American  woman  elected  to  a  statewide  office  in  Connecticut. 
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NANCY  S.  WYMAN 

COMPTROLLER 

The  rtrsi  woman  elected  Stale  Comptroller  in  Connecticut  history,  Nancy  Wyman  is  the 
hief  fiscal  guardian  for  Connecticut's  taxpayers. 

Wyman.  first  elected  statewide  in  1994  and  re-elected  in  1998  and  2002,  is  responsible 
lor  paying  the  state's  bills,  keeping  its  books  and  representing  the  taxpayers  in  state  budget 
debates. 

Under  W'\ man's  leadership,  the  Comptroller's  office  has  made  significant  changes  in  its 
structure  and  operations  to  focus  on  cutting  \\  asie  u  hile  enhancing  efficiency,  accountability 
and  public  ser\ice. 

The  Comptroller  issues  a  monthh  report  on  state  finances  and  writes  a  public  repon  each 
year  in  which  she  analyzes  the  state  budget  as  it  relates  to  the  economy  and  other  factors. 
Her  office  has  received  numerous  awards  for  excellence  in  government  reporting  from  the 
Government  Finance  Officers  Association. 

The  State  Comptroller  also  oversees  the  state  health  plan  for  185,000  state  employees, 
retirees,  and  their  dependents.  As  a  mother  and  grandmother.  Wyman  understands  the  im- 
ponance  of  taking  an  acti\e  role  in  imponant  health-care  issues.  She  has  spent  a  great  deal 
of  tmie  advocating  for  issues  that  affect  women,  children  and  senior  citizens — working  to 
meet  their  medical  needs  while  keeping  costs  down. 

Wyman  has  received  myriad  awards  for  her  work  as  Comptroller,  including  recognition 
of  her  leadership  from  the  Connecticut  Federation  of  Business  &  Professional  Women,  the 
Connecticut  State  Medical  Society,  the  Permanent  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women,  the 
Council  of  Small  Towns  and  the  Connecticut  Coalition  of  Police  &  Corrections  Officers. 
She  presently  serves  on  the  board  of  directors  of  Women  Executives  in  State  Government, 
the  Hanford  YMCA  and  is  past  president  of  the  Women's  Campaign  School  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity. 

Since  1997.  Wyman  has  ser\ed  as  spokeswoman  for  the  Mothers  Against  Drunk  Driving 
Red  Ribbon  holiday  campaign. 

A  proposal  by  Comptroller  Wyman  led  to  a  tax  rebate  program  that  returned  a  portion  of 
the  state's  budget  surplus  to  more  than  one  million  taxpayers  in  1998.  In  addition,  the  rec- 
ommendations of  her  Workgroup  on  the  Uninsured  laid  the  foundation  for  Connecticut's 
HUSKY  plan,  which  makes  health  insurance  available  to  the  working  poor. 

Prior  to  her  election  as  State  Comptroller,  Wyman  served  as  State  Representative  (1987- 
1995)  from  the  53rd  District.  She  was  House  Chairperson  of  the  Education  Committee  and 
Chairperson  of  the  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Elementar>  and  Secondar>  Education. 

While  a  legislator.  Wyman  was  noted  for  her  work  in  the  area  of  public  education  and 
named  "Legislator  of  the  Year"  by  the  Connecticut  Education  Association. 

From  1979-1987,  Comptroller  Wyman  served  on  the  Tolland  Board  of  Education  and  was 
Vice-Chairperson  for  four  of  those  years.  She  has  contributed  to  the  local,  state  and  national 
education  debate  and  is  known  as  an  ardent  champion  of  public  education. 

Wyman  and  her  husband.  .Michael,  have  lived  in  Tolland  since  1973.  They  have  two 
daughters,  Stacey  Papa  and  .Mer>  1  Wyman.  and  three  grandchildren.

The  Attorney  General's  leadership  and  innovative  use  of  his  office  have  helped  to  stop 
the  hostile  takeover  of  a  major  Connecticut  emplo\er.  drastically  reduced  unjustified  utility 
rate  increases,  ensured  that  chronic  polluters  ceased  endangering  people's  health  and  pro- 
tected consumers  from  the  misuse  of  their  charitable  donations.

His  leadership  as  the  chief  federal  prosecutor  in  our  State  resulted 
in  the  successful  prosecution  of  many  major  cases  against  drug  traffickers,  organized  crime, 
white  collar  criminals,  civil  rights  violators,  consumer  frauds  and  environmental  polluters.

Blackmun.  Attorney  General  Blumenthal  graduated  with  honors  from  Harvard  College  (*-  i 
Beta  Kappa:  Magna  Cum  Laude)  and  Yale  Law  School,  where  he  was  Editor-in-Chief  of 
the  Yale  Law  Journal.  He  also  served  as  a  sergeant  in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps 
Reser\es.

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CHRISTOPHER  J.  DODD 
LMTED  STATES  SENATOR 

Senator  Chris  D^xld  was  tirsi  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1980.  Mr.  Dodd  is  sen  ing  an  historic 
term  as  the  only  United  States  Senator  popularly  elected  to  a  fourth  term  by  the  people  of 
Connecticut. 

Senator  Dodd  is  currentl>  a  senior  member  of  the  Health,  Education,  Lab>or  and  Pensions 
Committee  and  is  the  senior  Democrat  on  its  Children  and  Families  Subcommittee.  He  also 
is  the  senior  Democrat  on  the  Foreign  Relations  Subcommittee  on  Western  Hemisphere, 
Peace  Corps  and  Narcotics.  He  ser\es  on  the  Banking,  Housing  and  Urban  Affairs  Com- 
mittee, and  is  the  senior  Democrat  on  its  Securities  and  Investment  Subcommittee.  He  also 
is  the  senior  Democrat  on  the  Rules  and  .'Xdministration  Committee. 

Mr.  Dodd  was  bom  in  W'illimantic.  Connecticut,  and  is  the  son  of  the  late  Senator  Thomas 
J  and  Grace  Murph\  Dodd.  .After  graduating  from  Pro\idence  College  in  1966.  he  entered 
:he  Peace  Corps,  serving  two  years  in  the  Dominican  Republic.  He  enlisted  in  the  .Army  in 
1969  and  ser\ed  in  reser\e  status.  He  was  honorably  discharged  in  1975.  A  graduate  of  the 
University  of  Louisville  School  of  Law  in  1972.  Dodd  was  admitted  to  the  Connecticut  Bar 
in  1973.  He  practiced  law  in  New  London  until  his  election  to  Congress  in  1974,  his  first 
bid  for  public  office. 

Senator  Dodd  is  the  youngest  person  elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate  in  Connecticut  history  and 
the  first  Connecticut  son  to  follow  his  father  to  the  upper  chamber  of  Congress. 

Prior  to  his  tenure  in  the  Senate,  Mr.  Dodd  sen  ed  in  the  94th.  95th  and  96th  Congresses, 
representing  the  Second  District  of  Connecticut  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  .As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  House,  he  ser\  ed  on  the  Rules  Committee,  the  Judiciar>  Committee  and  the  Science 
and  Technology  Committee.  He  was  also  appointed  to  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Outer 
Continental  Shelf  and  the  Select  Committee  on  Assassinations. 

Senator  Dodd  lives  in  East  Haddam  w  ith  his  w  ife,  Jackie  Marie  Clegg  and  their  daughter 
Grace.

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JOE  LIEBHRMAN 
UNITED  STATES  SENATOR 

Nou  in  his  third  lemi  in  the  United  States  Senate,  Joe  Lieberman  is  recognized  as  a 
national  leader  of  the  Democratic  Party.  In  2(KK)  he  was  the  Democratic  candidate  for  Vice 
President,  becoming  the  first  Jew  ish-American  to  be  nominated  for  that  ofhce.  In  addition, 
he  received  more  votes  for  Vice-President  than  any  Democrat  in  history.  He  is  known  as  a 
Democrat  who  works  across  party  lines  to  find  common  ground,  who  speaks  his  conscience, 
and  who  gels  things  done  for  his  constituents  and  his  country. 

Joe  Lieberman  was  first  elected  to  the  Senate  in  1988.  scoring  the  nation's  biggest  political 
upset  that  year  b\  a  margin  of  just  10.()(K)  votes.  Six  years  later,  he  made  history  by  winning 
the  biggest  landslide  victorv  ever  in  a  Connecticut  Senate  race,  drawing  67  percent  of  the 
vole  and  beating  his  opponent  by  more  than  350.000  voles.  In  2000,  Lieberman  was  elected 
to  a  third  term,  garnering  64  percent  of  the  vole. 

Lieberman  is  the  Ranking  Member  and  former  chairman  of  the  Governmental  Affairs 
Committee,  w  ith  oversight  responsibilities  over  a  broad  range  of  government  activities.  In 
addition,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Environment  and  Public  Works  Committee  and  Ranking

Liebemian  is  proud  of  his  success  in  cutting  through 
go\  emmeni  red  tape  to  help  tens  of  thousands  of  constituents — recovering  lost  Social  Se- 
curity checks,  securing  long-overdue  militan.  medals,  obtaining  life-saving  medical  treat- 
ment, winning  approval  for  small  business  loans,  and  delivering  desperately-needed  disaster 
relief.  Lieberman  is  also  proud  of  his  close  connection  to  the  people  of  Connecticut,  which 
he  maintains  in  part  w  ith  his  w  ell-know  n  visits  to  diners  around  the  state.  To  date  Lieberman 
has  visited  more  than  100  local  eateries,  where  his  constituents  have  a  *'cup  of  joe"  with  Joe 
and  Lieberman  gets  an  unhllered  taste  of  their  concerns  and  views. 

Lieberman  w  as  bom  in  Stamford  and  attended  public  schools  there.  He  received  his  bach- 
elor's degree  from  Yale  College  in  1964  and  his  law  degree  from  Yale  Law  School  in  1967.

21st  Attorney  General.

John  M.  Bailey;  The  Scorpion  and  the  Tarantula  ( 1970),  a  study  of 
early  efforts  to  control  nuclear  proliferation;  The  Legacy  (1981),  a  historv  of  Connecticut 
politics  from  1930-1980;  Child  Support  in  America  (1986),  a  guidebook  on  methods  to 
increase  the  collection  of  child  support  from  delinquent  fathers,  and  In  Praise  of  Public  Life 
(20(J0),  a  spirited  defense  of  public  life  that  draws  on  personal  experience,  and  An  Amazing 
Adventure  (2003),  a  personal  account,  co-authored  by  his  wife  Hadassah,  of  the  Liebermans' 
experiences  on  the  vice  presidential  campaign  trail  in  2(XX).

Congressman  John  B.  Larson  was  first  elected  to  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives  in 
1998,  and  was  reelected  by  the  pieople  o\'  the  First  District  of  Connecticut  to  a  third  term  in 
2(X)2. 

His  service  in  Congress  has  been  defined  by  his  commitment  to  preserving  Social  Security 
and  Medicare,  advocacy  of  prescription  drug  coverage  for  seniors,  leadership  in  securing 
critical  national  and  homeland  defense  programs,  enhancing  economic  security  for  workers, 
and  his  efforts  to  close  the  digital  divide  in  America  by  advancing  education  technolog\  for 
schools  and  communities.  He  has  also  been  active  in  the  effort  to  utilize  fuel  cell  technology 
to  reduce  Amenca's  dependence  on  foreign  energy  sources,  reduce  environmentally  harmful 
emissions  and  generate  domestic  economic  growth. 

He  serves  on  the  House  Armed  Services  and  Science  Committees.  In  response  to  the 
terrorist  attacks  on  the  United  States  on  September  1 1,  2001,  Larson  introduced  legislation 
to  direct  funding  to  municipalities  and  local  police  forces,  tire  departments  and  health  pro- 
fessionals to  combat  terrorism.  In  2000,  Larson  introduced  legislation  to  invest  SI  billion  in 
clean,  efficient  fuel  cell  technology.  In  addition,  he  is  the  creator  of  the  bi-partisan  Tactical 
Air  Caucus  that  successfully  restored  $1.8  billion  to  the  Defense  Appropriations  Act  for  the 
F-22  jet  fighter  program — a  project  of  vital  importance  to  the  economic  health  of  the  First 
District  and  the  state.  He  created  the  Digital  Divide  Caucus  designed  to  coordinate  legislation 
and  initiatives  aimed  at  closing  the  technological  imbalance  in  America.  He  has  also  intro- 
duced legislation  to  revitalize  the  American  aerospace  and  aviation  industries  through  in- 
vestment of  greater  research  and  development  funding. 

One  of  his  legislative  proposals,  the  Community  Economic  Adjustment  Act  of  2000,  is 
designed  to  create  a  federal  office  to  work  with  communities  severely  impacted  by  job 
layoffs.  His  proposal  resulted  in  the  creation  of  a  pilot  program  based  on  the  legislation  to 
be  initiated  in  the  Hanford  region. 

Larson  has  been  successful  in  having  two  bills  he  introduced  signed  into  law  by  President 
Clinton:  the  first  established  a  written  history  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  the  second 
commissioned  a  study  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  of  the  historical  route  which  passed 
through  Connecticut  traveled  by  Generals  Washington  and  Rochambeau  during  the  Revo- 
lutionary War. 

Larson  was  bom  on  July  22,  1948  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.  He  graduated  from  East 
Hartford  High  School  m  1967  and  from  Central  Connecticut  State  University  with  a  bach- 
elor's degree  in  1971.  He  was  a  high  school  history  teacher  until  1977,  when  he  entered  the 
insurance  business  and  became  an  owner  of  Larson  &  Lysik,  and  later  a  consultant.  He  has 
ser\ed  on  the  East  Hartford  Board  of  Education  and  the  East  Hartford  Town  Council.  In 
1982,  he  was  elected  to  the  Connecticut  State  Senate,  where  he  served  for  12  years  from 
1983  until  1995.  Larson  was  Senate  President  Pro  Tempore  for  eight  years,  the  longest  in 
Connecticut  history,  from  1987  to  1995.

Rob  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Army  in  1965  and  spent  19  months  in  Vietnam,  where  he  earned 
two  Bronze  Star  Medals.  In  1969.  he  joined  the  Central  Intelligence  Agency,  working  as  an 
Operations  Officer  for  a  decade,  including  five  years  on  assignment  overseas  in  East  Asia. 
In  1979.  Rob  left  the  CIA  to  Join  the  s'taff  of  Senator  Joh'n  H.  Chafee  (R-RI).  He  was 
subsequently  named  Staff  Director  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Intelligence  by  Chairman 
Barr>  Goldwater  (R-AZ) — a  position  he  held  from  November  1981  to  Februar>  1985.

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Christopher  was  first  elected  to  the  Connecticut  House  of  Representatives  in  1974,  the 
year  the  Watergate  scandal  entered  the  American  consciousness.  He  was  one  of  only  35 
Republicans  to  win  a  seat  that  year  to  the  1 5 1  -member  State  House.  As  a  state  representative, 
Christopher  spoke  out  against  abuses  in  the  state  probate  system  and  was  sent  to  jail  by  a 
judge  for  criticizing  corruption  in  the  court  system.  In  1987,  he  won  a  special  election  to  the 
U.S.  Congress  after  the  death  of  Rep.  Stewart  McKinney,  another  independent-minded  Re- 
publican and  ad\ocale  for  America's  cities. 

Christopher  is  a  leader  among  moderates  in  the  Republican  Pany.  He  advocates  fiscally 
consers  ative  and  socially  moderate  views  both  in  Congress  and  on  the  national  stage.  Chris- 
topher's fiscal  responsibility  consistently  wins  the  highest  rankings  from  the  Concord  Coa- 
lition. National  Taxpayers  Union  and  Citizens  Against  Government  Waste. 

Christopher  is  known  as  a  hard-working  advocate  for  reform,  making  Congress  more 
accountable  and  responsive  to  the  people  it  serves.  He  was  the  driving  force  behind  the 
Congressional  Accountability  Act.  which  requires  Congress  to  live  by  the  laws  it  sets  for 
the  rest  of  the  country.  "If  a  law  is  right  for  the  private  sector,"  Christopher  noted,  "it  is  right 
for  Congress."  He  helped  pass  two  other  key  reform  measures  that  year:  a  ban  on  gifts  to 
members  of  Congress,  and  greater  disclosure  of  lobbyist  activities.

Marty  Meehan  (D-MA).  Senators  John  McCain  (R-AZ)  and  Russ  Feingold  (D-WI)  and 
others  to  enact  a  ban  on  soft  money  and  a  prohibition  on  campaign  ads  masquerading  as 
"issue"  ads  for  federal  races.  President  Bush  signed  the  bill,  H.R.  2356.  the  Bipartisan  Cam- 
paign Reform  Act,  into  law  on  March  27,  2002. 

A  nationally  recognized  environmentalist,  Christopher  has  been  endorsed  by  the  League 
of  Conservation  Voters  and  the  Sierra  Club  for  his  strong  support  of  Clean  Water  and  En- 
dangered Species  legislation,  as  well  as  his  aggressive  stand  in  favor  of  strict  new  Clean  Air 
regulations. 

In  1997,  Congress  passed  legislation  Christopher  authored  that  will  return  urban  Brown- 
fields — older  industrial  sites — to  productive  use  through  a  mix  of  seed  money  for  local 
governments  and  tax  credits  for  private  developers. 

Christopher  serves  as  the  chairman  of  the  Government  Reform  Subcommittee  on  National 
Security,  which  oversees  the  Departments  of  State,  Defense  and  Veterans  Affairs.  In  this 
role  Christopher  is  working  to  reduce  the  threat  of  chemical  and  biological  weapons  and 
prepare  our  emergency  response  teams  to  handle  potential  terrorists  attacks. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Human  Resources  Subcommittee,  he  forced  the  Department  of  De- 
fense to  acknowledge  American  soldiers  were  exposed  to  chemical  weapons  during  the  Gulf 
War,  and  passed  legislation  to  ensure  our  veterans  are  adequately  diagonsed,  treated  and 
compensated  for  the  consequences  of  their  exposure.  As  Chairman  of  the  Government  Re- 
form Subcommittee  on  Human  Resources,  he  held  hearings  on  Medicare  and  health  care 
fraud,  which  led  to  passage  of  the  law  making  health  care  fraud  a  federal  offense.

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Congresswoman  Nancy  L.  Johnson  was  tirst  elected  in  1982  lo  represent  Connecticut's 
Sixth  Congressional  District.  In  2002,  the  voters  of  the  reconstituted  Fifth  District,  created 
because  of  decennial  reapportionment,  overwhelmingly  reelected  Johnson  to  serve  an  1  1th 
temi  in  Congress. 

Hailed  by  the  non-partisan  Almanac  of  American  Politics  as  "one  of  the  most  active  and 
productive  members  of  the  House."  Johnson's  lop  priorities  continue  to  be  protecting  the 
American  people  from  the  systems  of  terror,  creating  Jobs  and  strengthening  the  economy, 
improving  education  and  creating  better  health  care  access  by  modernizing  Medicare  and 
making  health  care  affordable  for  the  uninsured. 

In  1991,  Johnson  co-founded  a  group  of  House  moderate  Republican  members,  known  as 
the  Tuesday  Group,  to  enable  moderate  Republicans  to  have  greater  influence  within  their 
caucus.  The  group's  influence  is  evident  on  many  issues,  including  support  for  tougher 
environmental  legislation,  campaign  finance  reform,  and  maintaining  the  historic  balanced 
budget  agreement.  Recently,  Johnson  and  other  House  moderates  launched  the  Centrist  Co- 
alition, a  bipartisan  working  group  that  will  reach  across  the  aisle  to  advance  a  centrist 
agenda. 

In  1988,  Johnson  became  the  tirst  Republican  woman  ever  named  to  the  powerful  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee.  The  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  nation's  tax  code,  trade 
policy,  and  such  important  programs  as  Medicare.  Social  Security  and  welfare.  In  January 
1 999,  she  became  the  chairman  for  the  Subcommittee  on  Human  Resources — the  first  woman 
ever  appointed  to  chair  a  Ways  and  Means  subcommittee. 

In  Januarx  2001,  Johnson  was  named  chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Health,  which 
oversees  Medicare.  Last  year  the  House  passed  Johnson's  landmark  Medicare  prescription 
drug  plan,  the  largest  expansion  and  reform  of  the  program  since  its  creation  in  1965.  As 
chairman.  Johnson's  priorities  include  strengthening  Medicare  with  a  prescription  drug  ben- 
efit; creating  better  access  to  quality  health  care  for  seniors  through  needed  Medicare  mod- 
ernizations; making  long-term  care  insurance  more  affordable;  and  assuring  universal  access 
to  affordable  care  for  the  uninsured. 

In  1991.  Johnson  founded  the  House  Republican  Task  Force  on  Health  Care  and  intro- 
duced comprehensive  health  care  reform  legislation  to  control  costs  and  assure  universal 
access  to  affordable  care.  Among  Johnson's  greatest  achievements  was  her  successful  fight 
to  guarantee  health  insurance  to  millions  of  children  throughout  America  by  working  to  get 
the  Children's  Health  Insurance  Program  passed  and  signed  into  law — known  in  Connecticut 
as  the  HUSKY  plan. 

As  the  former  chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Oversight  Subcommittee,  Johnson  steered 
the  development  of  the  Taxpayers  Bill  of  Rights  II,  legislation  that  includes  more  than  30 
new  protections  for  taxpayers.  The  bill  was  approved  unanimously  in  both  the  House  and 
Senate  and  signed  into  law  in  1996. 

Nancy  Johnson's  public  service  career  began  when  she  ran  for  the  Connecticut  State  Senate 
in  1976,  becoming  the  first  Republican  elected  to  the  New  Britain  seat  in  30  years — a  seat  she 
held  for  three  terms.  Johnson,  bom  in  Chicago  and  a  graduate  of  Radcliffe  College,  is  married 
with  three  daughters  and  ten  wonderful  grandchildren.

PRESIDENT  PRO  TEMPORE  OF  THE  STATE  SENATE 

First  elected  to  the  State  Senate  in  1986.  Kevin  Sullivan  represents  West  Hartford,  Bloom- 
tield,  Burlington  and  Farmington.  Chosen  to  lead  the  State  Senate  as  President  Pro  Tempore 
in  1997.  1999.  2(X)1  and  2003.  he  is  Connecticut's  third  highest  state  elected  official. 

Senator  Sullivan  is  nationally  recognized  for  his  work  on  mental  health  care.  He  is  also 
known  for  his  legislative  leadership  in  education,  fiscal  reform,  and  services  for  children  and 
the  elderly.  He  is  active  in  the  Senate  Presidents'  Forum  and  the  National  Legislative  Leaders 
Foundation.  He  was  also  nationally  selected  to  participate  in  the  University  of  Virginia's 
Program  for  Emerging  Political  Leaders.

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MARTIN  M.  LOONEY 
MAJORITY  LEADER  OF  THE  STATE  SENATE 

State  Senator  Manin  M.  Looney  was  reelected  to  a  sixth  term  in  the  Connecticut  State 
Senate  in  20()2  from  the  1  1th  Senatorial  District,  to  represent  parts  of  Neu  Haven  and 
Hamden.  Prior  to  being  elected  to  the  Senate,  he  represented  New  Haven  for  twelve  years 
as  the  State  Representative  from  the  96th  House  District. 

Senator  Looney  has  been  elected  Senate  Majority  Leader  for  the  2003-2004  term  of  the 
General  Assembly.  He  will  also  be  the  Ranking  Member  of  the  Regulations  Review  Com- 
mittee. For  the  previous  six  years  he  served  as  Senate  Chair  of  the  Finance.  Revenue  and 
Bonding  Committee.  Since  being  elected  to  the  Stale  Senate  in  1993,  Senator  Looney  has 
served  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Banks  Committee,  Vice-Chair  of  the  Bonding  Subcommittee, 
and  Ranking  Member  of  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

During  his  tenure  as  State  Representative.  Looney  was  appointed  an  Assistant  Majority 
Leader  and  ser\ed  as  Chairman  of  the  Planning  and  Development  Committee,  the  Govern- 
ment Administration  and  Elections  Committee,  Appropriations  Judicial  Subcommittee  and 
as  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Judiciarv'  Committee.

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LOUIS  C.  DeLUCA 
MINORITY  LEADER  OF  THE  STATE  SENATE 

Senator  Louis  C.  DeLuca  has  been  a  voice  of  reason  and  common  sense  in  the  Connecticut 
General  Assembly  since  his  election  to  the  state  senate  in  1990.  During  his  12-year  tenure, 
he  has  presided  as  both  Chair  and  Ranking  Member  of  some  of  the  legislature's  most  high 
protile  committees,  and  then  for  the  past  four  years  has  served  as  a  liaison  to  the  Governor's 
office.  A  former  businessman  and  state  central  member,  he  has  served  in  caucus  leadership 
every  year  since  his  second  term,  culminating  in  his  election  to  lead  the  Senate  Republican 
caucus  for  the  2001-2002  cycle.

Cognizant  of  the  fact  that  the 
insurance  industrv'  remains  one  of  the  largest  and  most  important  employers  in  Connecticut, 
Senator  DeLuca  was  successful  in  passing  sensible  reforms  that  ban-ed  practices  such  as 
■'drive  by"  mastectomies  and  birth  deliveries,  while  still  maintaining  a  working  relationship 
with  the  HMOs.  He  later  followed  up  these  efforts  by  helping  to  establish  an  appeals  pro- 
cedure with  the  state's  Insurance  Department  that  allows  patients  to  challenge  managed  care 
rulings  through  a  third  party  arbiter. 

Over  the  years.  Senator  DeLuca  has  used  his  position  as  a  leader  in  the  Senate  Republican 
caucus  to  bring  attention  to  issues  that  would  have  been  overlooked  by  the  General  Assembly. 
For  example,  long  before  concerns  about  Methyl  Tertiary  Butyl  Ether  (MTBE)  made  a  high- 
profile  impact  on  the  nation's  collective  radar  screen.  Senator  DeLuca  worked  to  have  this 
dangerous  gasoline  additive  removed  from  the  state's  fuel  supplies.  In  the  year  2000.  Senator 
DeLuca  celebrated  the  successful  passage  of  his  legislation  when  Governor  Row  land  signed 
into  law  a  measure  to  phase  out  the  additive  over  a  three-year  period. 

As  a  leader  of  the  Senate  Republican  caucus.  Senator  DeLuca  has  successfully  worked  to 
expand  prescription  dnig  coverage  for  the  state's  elderly  population,  and  to  pass  fiscally 
responsible  budgets  that  reflect  state  government's  responsibility  to  Connecticut's  taxpayers. 
Senator  DeLuca  has  also  served  twice  on  the  stale's  reapportionment  commission,  the  nine- 
member  panel  that  draws  the  new  legislative  and  congressional  district  lines  after  the  decade- 
end  census.  Entering  the  2003  session.  Senator  DeLuca  was  re-elected  by  his  peers  to  ser\e 
another  term  as  Senate  Republican  leader,  where  he  will  continue  to  advocate  for  responsive 
government  and  good  fiscal  policies.

SPEAKER  OF  THE  HOl'SE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

Moira  K.  Lyons  (D-S  tain  ford)  was  unaniiiKHisly  elected  to  a  third  term  as  Speaker  of  the 
Connecticut  House  of  Representatives  on  Opening  Day  of  the  20()3  legislative  session.  She 
is  the  first  woman  in  the  state  to  serve  as  Speaker,  the  General  Assembly's  highest  leadership 
piisition.  Previously,  she  served  as  House  Majority  Leader  for  four  years. 

Speaker  Lyons  spearheaded  the  Connecticut  Transponalion  Summit  2()(X):  From  Gridlock 
to  Growth — the  hrst  statew ide  e\ ent  to  bring  the  public  and  private  sectors  together  to  chart 
a  new  direction  for  transportation  policy  and  its  ultimate  goal:  economic  development.  As 
an  outgrowth  of  that  ambitious  initiative,  a  Transportation  Strategy  Board  was  established 
to  make  recommendations  for  legislation.  By  2003,  the  board's  first  recommendations  were 
funded  and  they  were  well  underway  toward  their  goal  of  ensuring  that  transportation  de- 
cisions were  made  with  economic  development  efforts  in  mind.  Speaker  Lyons"  interest  and 
expertise  in  this  area  dale  back  to  her  tenure  as  House  Chair  of  the  Transportation  Committee, 
where  she  worked  to  make  highways  safer  and  to  improve  mass  transit.  As  Speaker,  Rep. 
Lyons  has  successfully  prevented  rate  hikes  for  commuters  on  the  Metro-North  Railroad  and 
bus  systems  across  the  state  and  has  been  a  strong  advocate  for  port  development  and  a 
significant  increase  in  funding  for  mass  transit  to  relieve  congestion  and  promote  neu  busi- 
ness development. 

In  2000,  Speaker  Lyons  received  national  recognition  from  Good  Housekeeping  magazine 
as  one  of  its  "Top  Ten  Women  in  Government."  The  award  related  to  Speaker  Lyons'  success 
in  drafting  the  state's  landmark  Managed  Health  Care  Reform.  The  bill  is  considered  a 
national  model  because  it  created  a  binding,  independent  external  appeals  process  for  con- 
sumers who  are  denied  access  to  health  care  by  their  insurance  companies.  Under  Speaker 
Lyons'  leadership.  Connecticut  v\as  the  first  state  in  the  nation  to  adopt  such  legislation. 

Speaker  Lyons  always  has  been  a  dedicated  advocate  of  improving  early  childhood  edu- 
cation. Over  the  last  three  years,  she  has  championed  the  passage  of  three  law  s  that  provide 
the  foundation  for  quality  education.  "Early  Reading  Success"  aims  at  improving  the  reading 
skills  of  children  in  grades  K-3.  Speaker  Lyons  co-sponsored  the  "School  Readiness"  initia- 
tive, which  prepares  preschool  children  to  learn.  In  1999,  Speaker  Lyons  led  the  efforts  that 
resulted  in  the  passage  of  "School  Accountability"  to  bring  an  end  to  social  promotion  of 
students.  The  Speaker  has  also  been  the  catalyst  in  Connecticut's  nation-leading  efforts  to 
erase  bullying  from  the  state's  schools. 

Sp>eaker  Lyons  has  received  numerous  other  awards  during  her  20-year  career  in  the 
General  Assembly,  including  the  Hartford  College  for  Women's  "Pioneer  Woman  of  the 
Year,"  and  the  Henr>  Toll  Fellowship,  which  selects  30  emerging  leaders  nationwide.  In 
2002.  she  was  awarded  the  Bice  Clemow  Award  from  the  Connecticut  Council  on  Freedom 
of  Information  and  the  "Connecticut  Nurturing  Award"  from  the  state's  Children  Trust  Fund. 

The  mother  of  two  grown  sons.  Speaker  Lyons  remains  active  in  the  Stamford  community. 
She  ser\es  on  several  boards  of  directors,  including  CTE.  the  city's  anti-poverty  agency;  the 
Women's  Business  Development  Center:  the  Jackie  Robinson  Park  of  Fame  and  the 
SoundWaters  Communitv  Center  for  Environmental  Education. 
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MAJORITY  LEADER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

State  Representative  James  Amann  (D-Milford),  Majority  Leader,  was  first  elected  to  the 
Connecticut  Legislature  in  1990.  He  represents  the  1 18lh  District  in  Milford. 

Bom  in  Bridgeport,  Rep.  Amann  grew  up  in  Milford  where  he  attended  local  schools  and 
Jonathon  Law  High  School.  He  also  attended  the  Uni\ersity  of  Neu  Haven  studying  Criminal 
Justice. 

Prior  to  his  election  to  the  State  House  of  Representative,  he  served  as  a  member  of 
Milford' s  Board  of  Aldermen  from  1983  to  1990. 

Amann  ser\  ed  as  House  Chair  of  the  Insurance  and  Real  Estate  Committee  where 
he  spearheaded  landmark  health  care  legislation,  was  Chair  of  the  House  Freshman  Caucus 
from  1991  to  1993  and  is  a  former  Assistant  Majority  Leader  and  Deputy  House  Majority 
Whip.  He  also  was  a  member  of  the  Finance.  Revenue  and  Bonding  Committee  and  the 
Select  Committee  on  Aging. 

Rep.  Amann  is  Director  of  Business  Development  for  BL  Companies  headquartered  in 
Meriden.  The  firm  is  a  leader  in  the  marketing  of  architecture,  engineering,  planning,  land- 
scape architecture,  land  sur\eying.  en\ ironmental  sciences  and  analytical  services.

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ROBERT  M.  WARD 

MINORITY  LEADER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

Sen  ing  in  his  tenth  term  in  the  state  House  o\'  Representatives,  Hcnise  Minority  Leader 
Robert  NL  Ward  o\'  Northtord  was  rirsi  elected  in  1984  from  the  S6ih  Assembly  District, 
which  includes  the  towns  of  North  Branford  and  parts  of  East  Haven  and  Wallingford. 

Rep.  Ward  is  currently  serving  his  hfth  term  as  the  legislature's  House  Minority  Leader, 
making  him  the  longest  serving  legislative  leader  in  modern  Connecticut  history.  Prior  to 
his  rtrsi  election  as  Minority  Leader  in  1994.  Rep.  Ward  previously  held  the  positions  of 
Deputy  Minority  Leader  ( 1993-94).  Assistant  House  Minority  Leader  { 1991-93),  Chairman 
of  the  House  Republican  Bill  Screening  Committee,  and  the  Ranking  House  Republican 
member  of  the  General  Assembly's  Education  Committee. 

Rep.  WLird  is  also  presently  the  Ranking  Memb)er  of  the  Legislature's  Legislative  Manage- 
ment Committee,  and  a  member  of  the  Executive  and  Legislative  Nominations  Committee. 

He  has  also  previously  ser\ed  on  the  Judiciar>'  Committee,  the  Transponation  Committee, 
the  Law  Revision  Commission,  and  the  Regulations  Review  Committee. 

As  House  Minority  Leader.  Rep.  Ward  has  worked  closely  with  Governor  John  G.  Row- 
land, helping  to  enact  nearly  $2  billion  in  tax  relief  between  1995-2002  for  Connecticut's 
taxpayers.  He  consistently  led  successful  legislative  efforts  to  reduce  the  state  income  tax, 
gasoline  tax,  property  tax,  the  inheritance  tax  and  corporate  taxes.  Rep.  Ward  shepherded 
through  the  state's  first  zero-growth  budget  in  1995.

OFFICIALS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 
THE  SENATE 

President  of  the  Senate 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  is  the  President  of  the  Senate  by  virtue  of  her  office.  It  is 
her  duty  to  preside  over  the  Senate,  to  recognize  members  wishing  to  address  the 
Senate,  to  put  all  questions  to  vote,  to  decide  questions  of  order  and  to  refer  bills  to 
committees.  In  the  event  of  a  tie  vote,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  may  cast  a  vote  to 
break  the  tie. 


President  Pro  Tempore 

The  President  Pro  Tempore  is  elected  by  the  Senate  from  its  own  members.  It  is  his 
duty  to  preside  over  the  Senate  in  the  absence  of  the  President  and  to  appoint  the 
Senate  members  of  all  committees,  except  in  those  instances  when  committee  appoint- 
ments are  made  by  resolution. 


Majority  Leader 

The  Senate  Majority  Leader  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  Pro  Tempore  and 
serve  as  the  majority  party's  leading  spokesperson  in  floor  debate. 


Minority  Leader 

The  Senate  Leader  is  elected  by  the  minority  caucus  and  serves  as  the  minority 
party's  leading  spokesperson  in  floor  debate. 


Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk 

The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  is  elected  by  the  members.  The  Clerk  appoints  an  Assistant 
Clerk  who  aids  him  in  carrying  out  his  duties.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  read  all 
bills,  resolutions  and  other  documents  presented  to  the  Senate,  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
day's  business,  to  enter  upon  a  Calendar  the  bills  and  resolutions  received  from  the 
House  or  from  committees;  to  prepare  the  Journal,  to  keep  a  record  available  to  mem- 
bers of  the  action  to  date  on  all  resolutions  and  bills,  to  see  that  copy  for  printing  is 
prepared  and  that  the  daily  Journal,  Bulletin,  Calendar  and  personal  mail  are  distributed 
to  the  members  and  to  sign  bills  upon  engrossment. 


Messengers  and  Doorkeepers 

The  majority  and  minority  leadership  of  the  Senate  appoint  doorkeepers,  messen- 
gers, and  a  sergeant-at-arms.  They  serve  under  the  direction  of  the  Clerk  and  are 
responsible  for  addressing  the  needs  of  the  Senate  with  respect  to  messenger  service 
and  the  distribution  of  documents.

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THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

Speaker 

The  Speaker  is  elected  by  the  House  o\'  Representatives  from  its  own  members.  It 
is  her  duty  to  preside  over  the  House  during  its  sessions,  to  appoint  the  House  members 
of  all  committees  not  appointed  by  resolution,  to  recognize  all  persons  wishing  to 
address  the  House,  to  put  all  questions  to  vote,  to  decide  questions  of  order  and  to 
refer  bills  to  committees. 

Deputy  Speakers 

Deputy  Speakers  are  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  assume  the  duties 
of  the  Speaker  in  her  absence. 

Majority  and  Minority  leader 

The  House  Majority  Leader  and  House  Minority  Leader  are  elected  by  their  re- 
spective caucuses  and  serve  as  their  parties'  leading  spokespersons  in  floor  debate. 

Clerk  and  Assistant  Clerk 

The  Clerk  of  the  House  is  elected  by  the  members  and  an  Assistant  Clerk  is  ap- 
pointed by  resolution.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  adequate  records  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  House,  to  read  all  bills,  resolutions  and  other  instruments  presented 
for  action,  to  keep  the  Journal  and  a  daily  Calendar  including  accurate  records  of  all 
transactions  between  the  House  and  Senate,  to  keep  a  record  available  to  members  of 
the  action  to  date  on  all  resolutions  and  bills,  to  supervise  the  distribution  of  the  Journal. 
Bulletin,  and  Calendar,  and  to  sign  bills  upon  engrossment. 

Messengers  and  Doorkeepers 

The  majority  and  minority  leadership  of  the  House  appoint  doorkeepers,  messengers 
and  a  sergeant-at-arms.  They  serve  under  the  direction  of  the  Clerk  and  are  responsible 
for  handling  the  needs  of  the  House  with  respect  to  messenger  serv  ice  and  the  distri- 
bution of  documents. 


COMMITTEES 

Tliere  are  eight  classes  of  committees  in  the  General  Assembly:  Standing  Commit- 
tees, Statutory  Committees.  Select  Standing  Committees,  Joint  Special  Committees, 
Senate  Special  Committees.  House  Special  Committees.  Conference  Committees  and 
Special  Intenm  Committees. 
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Standing  Committees 

Standing  committees  are  those  to  which  bills  and  resolutions  are  referred.  The  names 
of  these  committees  are  designated  in  the  rules.  If  joint  rules  are  adopted,  these  com- 
mittees are  Joint  Committees.  If  joint  rules  are  not  adopted,  as  was  the  case  in  the 
1951  and  1955  sessions,  each  house  appoints  its  separate  committees.  Senate  members 
on  such  committees  are  appointed  by  the  President  Pro  Tempore  and  House  members 
by  the  Speaker.  Under  the  rules,  minority  party  members  of  the  committees  are  nom- 
inated by  the  minority  party  leader  of  each  house. 

The  joint  rules  prohibit  a  standing  committee  from  meeting  when  either  house  of 
the  General  Assembly  is  meeting  in  floor  session.  Committee  appointments  are  usually 
made  on  the  opening  day  of  a  two-year  term.  The  first  person  named  to  a  committee 
by  the  appointing  authority  (the  President  Pro  Tempore  in  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker 
in  the  House)  becomes  the  chair.  The  rules  usually  require  that  the  chair  or  co-chairs 
of  each  committee  schedule  an  organizational  meeting  within  three  days  after  appoint- 
ment of  the  members.  In  all  meetings  of  a  joint  committee,  and  at  all  public  hearings, 
the  Senate  and  House  chairs  mutually  agree  as  to  who  shall  preside.  All  questions  of 
order  and  other  proceedings  and  questions  relating  to  evidence  are  determined  by  a 
majority  vote.  All  matters  reported  on  are  first  reported  to  the  house  in  which  they 
originate. 

Statutory  Committees 

There  are  permanent  joint  committees  that  exist  by  statute  and  are  charged  with 
specific  tasks  and  responsibilities.  There  are  four  such  committees:  The  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Legislative  Management  (Sections  2-7 la  through  2-7 Is,  C.G.S.);  The  Pro- 
gram Review  and  Investigations  Committee  (Sections  2-53d  through  2-53j,  C.G.S.); 
The  Regulation  Review  Committee  (Section  4-170,  C.G.S.);  and  the  Committee  for 
Legislative  Internships  (Sections  2-81  through  2-83,  C.G.S.). 

Select  Standing  Committees 

During  the  1999-2000  term,  there  are  select  joint  standing  committees  on  Housing 
and  Children.  Any  bills  favorably  reported  by  these  select  committees  have  to  be 
referred  to  the  appropriate  joint  standing  committee. 

Joint  Special  Committees 

These  committees  are  appointed  to  perform  a  special  task  and  are  discharged  when 
that  task  is  completed.  The  number  of  members  is  usually  determined  by  the  resolution 
calling  for  their  appointment.  Generally,  it  is  the  practice  that  Senate  members  are 
appointed  by  the  President  Pro  Tempore  and  House  members  are  appointed  by  the 
Speaker.  Typical  committees  in  this  group  are  the  committees  to  inform  the  Governor 
that  the  House  and  Senate  are  in  joint  session,  and  special  investigating  committees  to 
function  during  the  session. 
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Senate  Special  Committees 

These  committees  are  generally  of  a  temporary  nature  and  arise  either  from  the 
Senate  rules  or  from  specific  resolution.  Unless  otherwise  designated,  the  members  are 
appointed  b\  the  President  Pro  Tempore.  Committees  in  this  group  may  include  the 
committee  on  Senate  appointments  and  the  committee  on  canvass  of  vote  for  State 
senators. 

House  Special  Committees 

These  committees  are  also  of  a  temporar\  nature  and  arise  either  from  the  House 
rules  or  from  specific  resolution.  Unless  otherwise  designated,  the  members  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker.  Committees  in  this  group  may  include  the  committee  on 
canvass  of  vote  for  State  representatives  and  the  committee  on  seating  arrangements. 

Committee  of  Conference 

When  the  Senate  and  House  pass  differing  versions  of  the  same  bill,  a  committee 
of  conference  may  be  appointed  to  reconcile  the  differences  and  propose  compromises 
which  may  make  the  matter  acceptable  to  both  houses.  Any  member  may  request  that 
a  committee  of  conference  be  appointed  and  the  rules  usually  provide  that  such  com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  three  or  more,  and  an  equal  number,  from  each  house,  appointed 
by  the  President  Pro  Tempore  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  respectively. 
At  least  one  of  the  appointments  from  each  house  must  be  from  the  non-prevailing 
side  of  the  vote  in  that  house  and  at  least  one  of  the  appointments,  from  each  chamber 
must  be  from  that  chamber's  minority  party  membership. 

Special  Interim  Committees 

The  General  Assembly  sometimes  hnds  it  desirable  to  establish  special  joint  study 
committees  to  examine  a  panicular  topic  during  the  interim  period  between  regular 
sessions.  All  standing  committees  continue  in  operation  during  interim  periods. 


ENACTMENT  OF  BILLS 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  odd-year  session  and  for  a  limited  time  thereafter  (as 
specified  in  the  joint  rules),  members  and  members-elect  of  the  General  Assembly  may 
file  proposed  bills  and  resolutions  in  the  house  in  which  they  serve.  In  even-year 
sessions,  individual  legislators  may  introduce  only  those  proposed  bills  and  resolutions 
that  are  of  a  fiscal  nature.  Standing  committees  may  introduce  bills  on  any  topic  in 
any  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Proposed  bills  are  not  written  in  full  statutory  language.  Rather,  they  state  briefly 
(usually  in  a  single  paragraph),  the  substance  of  the  proposed  legislation  in  informal, 
nonslalulorv  language.  Bills  written  in  formal  stalutorv  language  may  be  introduced 
only  by  a  committee.  Proposed  bills  may  be  jointly  sponsored  by  Senators  and  Rep- 
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resentatives,  and  any  member  may  co-sponsor  a  proposed  bill  originating  in  either 
house  by  requesting  the  Clerk  to  add  his  name  to  the  list  of  sponsors. 

The  member  presents  the  proposed  bill  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  or  Senate  who 
assigns  it  a  number.  First  reading  of  a  proposed  bill  or  resolution  is  by  title  and  ref- 
erence to  a  committee  or  by  acceptance  by  the  house  of  a  printed  list,  distributed  to 
the  members,  of  the  bills  and  resolutions  with  their  numbers,  sponsors,  and  titles,  and 
the  committees  to  which  they  have  been  referred.  It  is  then  recorded  in  the  Journal  by 
number  and  title,  with  a  brief  statement  of  purpose,  and  is  sent  to  the  other  house  for 
concurrent  reference. 

The  committee  separates  the  proposed  bills  referred  to  it  into  subject  categories  and, 
after  providing  legislators  with  time  to  express  their  views  on  these  proposed  bills, 
prepares  fully  drafted  bills  on  those  subjects  on  which  it  feels  bills  should  be  drafted. 
These  are  "committee"  bills  drafted  in  formal  statutory  language.  A  committee  may 
also  choose  to  draft  a  bill  on  a  wholly  new  subject.  Such  bills  are  called  "raised"  bills. 
Committee  bills  and  raised  bills  are  also  sent  to  both  houses  for  a  first  reading,  and 
then  referred  to  their  original  committee  for  consideration. 

Public  Hearing 

The  staff  of  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  is  assigned  sends  notice  of  the  date  and 
place  of  a  public  hearing  to  the  member  who  introduced  any  proposed  bill  upon  which 
the  committee  bill  that  is  being  heard  is  based.  Upon  request,  such  notices  are  also 
provided  to  other  interested  persons.  Hearing  notices  are  also  published  in  the  Bulletin. 

Committee  Action 

After  the  public  hearing,  the  committee  meets  to  decide  upon  its  action  on  the  bill. 
Notice  of  such  meeting  is  published  in  the  Bulletin  and  all  meetings  are  open  to  the 
public.  The  committee  has  several  options:  (1)  A  "favorable"  report  which  indicates 
that  a  majority  of  the  committee  favors  the  bill  and  recommends  its  passage;  (2)  a 
"favorable  substitute,"  that  is  a  bill  amended  by  the  committee  before  it  is  favorably 
reported;  (3)  a  vote  to  reject,  or  to  "box,"  the  bill;  (4)  an  "unfavorable"  report,  which 
indicates  that  a  majority  of  the  committee  opposes  the  bill  and  recommends  its  rejec- 
tion. A  committee  may  also  vote  a  "change  of  reference"  or  a  "favorable  change  of 
reference"  to  another  committee.  As  the  General  Assembly  seldom  accepts  or  rejects 
a  bill  contrary  to  a  committee's  recommendation,  it  is  important  for  any  member 
interested  in  its  passage  or  rejection  to  secure  substantial  backing  and  to  present  con- 
vincing arguments  on  the  matter  to  the  committee.  The  rules  permit  the  members  of  a 
committee  from  each  house  to  act  separately  in  reporting  bills  to  their  respective 
houses.  Such  a  provision  may  be  necessary  when  the  House  is  controlled  by  one  party 
and  the  Senate  by  another. 

The  Bill  in  the  House  and  Senate 

Upon  a  favorable  vote,  the  bill  must  be  first  reviewed  by  the  Legislative  Commis- 
sioners' Office  and  approved  by  a  Legislative  Commissioner  before  being  sent  to  the 
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house  in  which  it  was  introduced.  The  Legislative  Commissioners  then  deliver  the  bill 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  or  Senate,  as  the  case  may  be,  who,  under  the  order  of 
business,  "Repons  of  Committees."'  presents  the  report  to  the  particular  house.  Without 
discussion,  the  bill  is  read  the  second  time  (by  title  only)  and  laid  on  the  table.  Each 
favorably  reported  bill  is  printed  and  receives  a  file  number  distinct  from  the  original 
bill  number.  No  further  action  on  the  bill  can  be  taken  until  the  second  day  succeeding 
the  day  on  which  it  is  placed  in  the  Hies  which  are  provided  for  the  purpose  on  the 
desk  of  each  member.  Bills  are  placed  on  the  Calendar  by  title,  file  number,  and  bill 
number  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  received  from  committee.  Bills  that  are  ready 
for  action  (that  is,  which  have  been  in  the  files  of  the  members  for  two  days)  are 
marked  with  an  "XX"  on  the  Calendar.  They  are  taken  up  in  the  order  in  which  they 
appear  on  the  Calendar.  The  third  and  final  reading  of  the  bill  is  ordinarily  by  title 
only,  but  any  member  may  request  that  it  be  read  in  full.  Following  the  reading  of  the 
bill,  a  member  of  the  committee  which  reported  it  explains  the  committee's  reasons 
for  so  doing,  and  a  general  debate  on  the  bill  is  in  order.  There  may  be  a  consent 
calendar  on  w  hich  bills,  designated  by  the  majority  and  minority  leaders  of  the  house 
in  which  they  are  pending,  may  be  placed  and  passed  on  motion  without  debate.  Any 
member  may  move  for  removal  of  a  bill  from  the  consent  calendar  and.  when  so 
removed,  the  bill  is  considered  on  the  regular  calendar. 

Amendments  must  be  in  typewritten  form  and  may  be  offered  by  members  at  any 
time  prior  to  final  passage.  They  are  prepared  in  the  Legislative  Comissioners'  Office 
at  the  request  of  a  member.  If  a  bill  is  amended  on  third  reading  other  than  to  correct 
clerical  errors  or  mistakes  as  to  forms  or  dates,  the  amendment  must  be  approved  by 
a  Legislative  Commissioner  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  must  be  reprinted  and  returned 
in  its  new  form  to  the  members'  files  before  it  can  be  passed. 

Passage  and  Engrossment 

After  a  bill  has  passed  on  the  third  reading,  it  is  held  for  one  day  for  a  motion  to 
reconsider,  w  hich  can  only  be  made  by  a  member  on  the  prevailing  side  of  the  vote. 
If  not  reconsidered,  the  bill  is  transmitted  to  the  other  house.  If  the  other  house  amends 
the  bill,  it  comes  back  to  the  first  house  for  concurrence  in  the  amendments.  If  the 
amendments  are  not  concurred  in,  a  conference  committee  may  be  appointed  to  resolve 
the  differences.  When  passed  by  both  houses,  the  bill  is  delivered  to  the  Legislative 
Commissioners'  Office  for  engrossing  and  supervision  of  printing  in  its  final  form.  It 
is  then  signed  by  a  Legislative  Commissioner,  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk 
of  the  House,  and  transmitted  by  the  Clerks  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  w  ho  presents 
it  to  the  Governor  for  his  appro\  al  or  veto. 

.Action  by  the  Governor 

If  the  Governor  receives  the  bill  while  the  legislature  is  in  session,  he  has  five 
calendar  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  in  which  to  sign  it  or  return  it  to 
the  house  in  which  it  originated  with  a  statement  of  his  objections.  In  the  latter  case, 
the  bill  may  be  reconsidered  and.  if  passed  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of 
each  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  becomes  law.  If  the  Governor  does  not  sign 
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or  veto  the  bill  within  five  calendar  days  after  the  same  has  been  presented  to  him, 
Sundays  and  holidays  excepted,  it  automatically  becomes  law  unless  the  General  As- 
sembly has  adjourned  the  regular  or  special  session.  If  the  regular  or  special  session 
has  adjourned,  the  bill  becomes  law  unless  the  Governor,  within  fifteen  calendar  days 
after  it  has  been  presented  to  him.  transmits  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  with  his 
objections.  In  such  case,  the  bill  does  not  become  law  unless  it  is  reconsidered  and 
repassed  by  the  General  Assembly  by  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  house 
of  the  General  Assembly  at  the  time  of  its  reconvening  for  its  constitutionally  mandated 
session  to  reconsider  such  vetoes. 

Veto  Session 

If  the  Governor  vetoes  any  bill  or  bills  after  the  General  Assembly  has  adjourned, 
the  Secretary  of  the  State  must  reconvene  the  General  Assembly  on  the  second  Monday 
after  the  last  day  on  which  the  Governor  is  either  authorized  to  transmit  or  has  trans- 
mitted ever>'  bill  to  the  Secretary  with  his  objections  (Section  15  of  Article  IV  of  the 
State  Constitution),  provided  if  such  Monday  falls  on  a  legal  holiday  the  General 
Assembly  is  reconvened  on  the  next  following  day.  The  reconvened  session  is  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  reconsidering  and.  if  the  General  Assembly  so  desires,  repassing  such 
bills.  The  General  Assembly  must  adjourn  sine  die  not  later  than  three  days  following 
its  reconvening.

CONNECTICUT  TOWNS  IN  THE  ORDER  OF  THEIR 
ESTABLISHMENT;  WITH  THE  ORIGIN  OF  THEIR  NAMES 

Until  1 700  almost  the  only  official  action  of  the  colonial  government  (General  Court) 
in  regard  to  town  organization,  was  to  authorize  the  town  name,  usually  chosen  by  its 
leading  man,  from  his  home  in  England.  In  October,  1 700,  we  find  implied  or  quasi 
incorporation,  such  as  exists  to  this  day  in  the  records.  "This  assembly  doth  grant  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Lebanon  all  such  immunities,  privileges  and  powers,  as 
generally  other  townes  within  this  Colonie  have  and  doe  enjoy."  The  authoritative 
legal  definition  of  a  town  in  England,  contemporary  with  the  earliest  Connecticut 
settlements  is  given  in  the  first  edition  of  Coke's  Commentaries  upon  Littleton,  pub- 
lished 1628:  "It  can  not  be  a  town  in  law,  unless  it  hath,  or  in  past  time  hath  had,  a 
church,  and  celebration  of  Divine  services,  sacraments  and  burials."  The  churches, 
which  moved  bodily,  with  their  pastors,  from  Massachusetts  to  Connecticut,  proceeded 
to  exercise  the  secular  powers  which  we  regard  as  those  of  the  town,  but  the  English 
township  is  known  by  its  ecclesiastical  name  of  parish.  Several  of  our  towns  were  first 
set  off  as  parishes  from  great  town-tracts;  yet  the  town  in  Connecticut  colony  essen- 
tially separated  church  and  state  in  government,  in  that  it  never  restricted  political 
suffrage  to  church  members.  As  to  dates,  the  official  colonial  records  are  followed,  as 
soon  as  they  begin,  1636. 

As  Indian  was  not  a  written  but  a  spoken  language,  its  spelling  is  often  a  matter  of 
astonishing  versatility.  Because  of  mutilation  of  the  Indian  names  by  Colonial  scribes 
and  by  the  Colonial  pronunciation  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  arrive  at  any  definite 
conclusion  with  regard  to  the  original  meaning.  The  variety  of  dialects,  even  in  the 
Algonquin  tribe,  varied  greatly,  even  among  those  living  within  thirty  or  forty  miles 
of  one  another.  This  added  greatly  to  the  complications  of  spelling  Indian  words  in 
English. 

To  add  to  the  confusion,  the  white  men  continually  applied  Indian  names  to  features 
of  the  landscape  that  were  not  at  all  in  the  Indian  mind  when  they  coined  the  word. 
Thus  a  word  meaning  a  hill  might  be  applied  by  the  white  men  to  all  the  surrounding 
territory  and  come  eventually  to  mean  a  pond.  And  so  the  Indian  names,  or  their  Indian 
approximates,  have  come  down  to  us  not  in  the  names  of  the  towns,  which  the  white 
men  were  creating  in  the  tradition  of  their  own  race,  but  in  features  of  the  countryside 
streams,  mountains,  hills  and  other  natural  aspects. 

THE  COLONY 

1 .  Windsor,  settled  by  a  company  from  Plymouth  Colony,  arriving  with  the  frame 
and  materials  of  a  trading  house  on  their  vessel  Sept.  26,  1633.  This  house  was  set  up, 
80  to  100  rods  below  the  mouth  of  the  Farmington  River,  on  a  tract  previously  bought 
of  the  original  Indian  proprietors.  Before  the  summer  of  1635.  the  settlers  had  bought 
Great  Meadow,  north  of  the  Farmington,  and  placed  cattle  and  servants  on  their  lands. 
They  sold  out,  1637  and  1638,  to  Dorchester,  Mass.,  settlers,  who  had  arrived  in  their 
vicinity,  1635,  and  named  their  settlement  Dorchester.  It  was  named  in  1637  from 
Windsor  in  Berkshire,  now  a  royal  residence. 

2.  Wethersfield,  settled  as  Watertown  1634;  named  1637  from  Wethersfield  in  Es- 

sex, England.  Indian  name,  "Pyquag." 

3.  Hartford,  Dutch  trading  house,  "House  of  Hope,"  1633;  settled  as  Newtown  in 

1635;  named  1637  from  Hertford  in  Hertfordshire,  Indian  name,  "Suckiag."

The  American  Fla£f 

Out  of  the  profusion  of  designs  and  symbols  inspired  by  the  fervent  pa- 
triotism and  pride  of  our  infant  days  as  a  nation,  eame  the  flag  which  is  the 
basis  of  our  present  national  flag.  By  1776  there  were  many  flags  for  individ- 
ual military  companies  and  sections  of  the  country  and  the  Continental  Con- 
gress instructed  a  committee  composed  of  George  Washington,  Robert  Mor- 
ris and  Colonel  George  Ross  to  devise  and  produce  a  flag  for  the  United 
States. 

Tradition  has  it  that  Betsy  Ross,  as  early  as  June  1776,  made  a  Stars  and 
Stripes  flag  from  a  pencil  sketch  supplied  by  Washington.  The  flag  with  13 
stripes  and  13  stars  was  officially  adopted  on  June  14,  1777.  This  was  altered 
to  1 5  stripes  and  1 5  stars  with  the  admission  of  Vermont  and  Kentucky  to 
the  Union  in  1795. 

On  April  4,  1818,  the  final  form  of  our  flag  was  adopted  by  Congress  to 
allow  for  the  admission  of  new  states.  As  of  July  4,  1960,  the  flag  contains 
fift)'  stars  \\ith  each  star  symbolizing  a  state. 

The  State  Fla£f 

Inspired  by  a  memorial  from  the  Anna  Warner  Bailey  Chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Rexolution,  Governor  O.  Vincent  Coffin,  on 
May  29,  1895,  introduced  to  the  General  Assembly  the  first  proposal  for  the 
adoption  of  a  State  Flag.  On  that  same  day  the  Assembly  passed  a  resolution 
appointing  a  special  committee  to  prepare  a  ciesignation  of  the  flag  already 
generally  accepted  as  the  official  flag  of  the  state. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1897  provided  an  official  description  of  the  flag 
setting  the  dimensions  at  five  feet,  six  inches  in  length  anci  four  feet,  four 
inches  in  width,  of  azure  blue  silk,  with  the  armorial  bearings  in  argent  \x'hite 
silk  with  the  design  in  natural  colors  and  bordure  of  the  shield  embroidered 
in  gold  and  silver.  Below^  the  shield  there  is  a  white  streamer,  cleft  at  each 
end,  bordered  in  gold  and  browns,  the  streamer  bearing  in  dark  blue  the 
motto  ''Qui  Transtulit  Sustinet.'' 

The  Armorial  Bearin£fs 

On  March  24,  1931,  the  General  Assembly  adopted  a  design  for  the 
official  i\i-ms  of  the  State,  \\hich  it  ordered  drawn  and  filed  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  State.  The  official  description  of  the  Arms  called  for:  A  shield  of  rococo 
design  of  white  field,  having  in  the  center  three  grape  vines,  supported  and 
bearimz;  fruit.  Below  the  shield  shall  be  a  white  streamer,  clefi:  at  each  end, 
bordered  with  two  fine  lines,  and  upon  the  streamer  shall  be  in  solid  letters 
of  medium  bold  Gothic  the  motto 

''QUI  TRANSTULIT  SUSTINET." 
(He  Who  Transplanted  Still  Sustains) 

The  official  arms  and  seal  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  whether  as  a  re- 
production, imprint  or  facsimile,  shall  be  made  and  used  only  under  the 
direction  and  with  the  approxal  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State.

Connecticut's  first  seal  was  brought  from 
England  by  Cx)lonel  George  Fenwick  in  16v39. 
It  w  as  the  seal  of  the  Say  brook  Colony  and  was 
turned  o\er  to  the  Connecticut  Colony  at 
about  the  time  that  it  purchased  the  land  and 
fort  at  Saybrook  Point  from  Colonel  Fenwick 
in  1644.  The  seal  was  used  by  the  General 
Court  (General  Assembly)  from  that  time  for- 
ward, but  there  is  no  clear  record  of  who  had 
custody  of  the  seal.  On  October  9,  1662,  the 
same  day  that  the  new  Royal  Charter  was  read 
aloud  at  Hartford,  the  assembly  formally  de- 
clared that  the  seal  would  be  kept  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Colony  and  used  as  the  Seal  of 
the  Colony  on  necessary  occasions.  It  re- 
mained the  colony's  seal  until  October  1687, 
when  Sir  Edmund  i\ndros  took  control  of  the 
colony's  government  and  the  seal  disappeared. 
It  is  presumed  to  have  been  destroyed. 


Self-government  returned  to  Connecti- 
cut in  1689,  but  for  a  number  of  years  only 
a  poorly  fashioned  substitute  seal  was  used. 
On  October  25,  171 1,  a  meeting  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council  (the  upper  house  of  the 
assembly)  resolved,  ''that  a  new  stamp  shall 
be  made  and  cut  of  the  seal  of  this  Colony, 
suitable  for  sealing  upon  wafers,  and  that  a 
press  be  provided  with  the  necessary  appur- 
tenances, for  that  purpose,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
at  the  cost  and  charge  of  this  Colony,  to  be 
kept  in  the  secretary's  office." 

The  new,  less  elaborately  decorated  seal 
was  larger  in  size  and  more  oval  shaped  than 
the  original.  The  words  of  the  motto  re- 
mained the  same,  but  the  number  of  grape 
vines  was  reduced  to  three  and  the  legend 
SIGILLUM  COLONIAE  CONNECTI- 
CENSIS  (Seal  of  the  Connecticut  Colony)  is 
added  to  the  edge  of  the  seal.  The  three  vines 
may  have  been  intended  to  represent  the 
three  colonies,  New  Haven,  Saybrook,  and 
Connecticut  (Hartford),  which,  by  1665, 
had  merged  to  form  the  Connecticut  of  that 
time. 


The  Colonial 
Seal 
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The  Great  Seal 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  Rexolutionarx'  War,  the  inscription  on  the  colonial  seal 
was  no  longer  appropriate.  Therefore,  in  Mav  of  1784  the  General  Assembh'  directed 
the  Secretary  to  alter  the  inscription  to  read  '^'SIGILL.  REIP.  COXXECTl'CUTHN- 
SIS.''  However,  when  a  new  \  ersion  of  the  seal  was  prepared,  the  inscription  contained 
the  words  spelled  out  —  SIGILLUM  REIPUBLICAE  COXXECTICUTEXSIS  ( Seal 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut).  There  has  been  no  subsequent  alteration  to  the  official 
state  seal.  In  1931,  the  General  Assembly  required  that  all  representations  of  the  state 
seal  conform  to  the  description  in  C^hapter  54  of  the  Public  Acts  of  that  year.  This 
legislation  also  prohibited  reproduction  of  the  seal  except  by  or  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  State. 


The  State  Motto 

The  motto  ''Qui  Transtulit  Sustinet,''  (He  Who  Transplanted  Still  Sustains),  has 
been  associated  w  ith  the  various  versions  of  the  seal  from  the  creation  of  the  Saybrook 
Colony  Seal.  While  the  origin  of  the  motto  is  uncertain,  the  late  Charles  J.  Hoadly,  a 
former  State  Librarian,  suggested  in  an  article  entitled  ''The  Public  Seal  of  (Connecti- 
cut,'' which  appeared  in  the  1889  edition  of  the  Cojuiccticut  Stntc  Rcj^istcr  mid  Mnu- 
unl,  that  we  look  to  the  8()th  Psalm  as  a  possible  source.  ''Thou  hast  brought  a  \ine 
out  of  Eg\pt:  thou  hast  cast  out  the  heatiien,  .\nd  planted  it." 
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Secretary  of  the  Staters 
Seal 


The  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  was  cre- 
ated under  the  Fundamental  Orders  of  1638/39 
and  is,  therefore,  one  of  the  original  offices  of 
goxernment  in  Connecticut.  From  its  inception, 
the  duties  of  the  office  of  secretary  included  o\'er- 
seeing  elections  and  the  keeping  of  public  re- 
cords. In  1662  the  secretar\'  also  became  the 
keeper  of  the  colonial  seal.  The  responsibilities  of 
the  office  haxe  grown  tremendously  since  that 
time,  but  the  secretary  is  still  the  constitutional 
and  stautory  keeper  of  the  public  records  and  the 
state  seal.  The  motto  on  the  secretary's  seal, 
REIP.  CONN.  SECRET.  ET  SIGILL.  CUSTOS 
(Secretary  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  and  Keeper 
of  the  Seal),  is  a  reflection  of  the  history  of  the 
office. 


Connecticut — The  Constitution  State 

Connecticut  was  designated  the  Constitution  State  by  the  General  Assembh'  in 
1959.  As  early  as  the  19th  Century,  John  Fiske,  a  popular  historian  from  Connecticut, 
made  the  claim  that  the  Fundamental  Orders  of  1638/39  were  the  first  written  con- 
stitution in  history.  Some  contemporary  historians  dispute  Fiske's  analysis.  However, 
Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  a  former  Chief  Justice  of  the  Connecticut  Supreme  Court,  de- 
fended Fiske's  \'iew  of  the  Fundamental  Orders  in  Osborn's  History  of  Connecticut  in 
Monopfvaphic  Form  by  stating  that  "never  had  a  company  of  men  deliberately  met  to 
frame  a  social  compact  for  immediate  use,  constituting  a  new  and  independent  com- 
monwealth, with  definite  officers,  executive  and  legislative,  and  prescribed  rules  and 
modes  of  government,  until  the  first  planters  of  Connecticut  came  together  for  their 
great  work  on  January  14th,  1638-9.''  The  text  of  the  Fundamental  Orders  is  repro- 
duced in  Section  1  of  this  volume  and  the  original  is  on  permanent  display  at  the 
Museum  of  Connecticut  History  at  the  State  Library. 

Connecticut  has  also  been  known  as  the  Nutmeg  State^  the  Provisions  State^  and 
the  Land  of  Steady  Habits.

The  Charter  Oak 

(White  Oak  Oiicrcns  Albn) 

Deep-rooted  in  the  historic  tradition  of  Connecticut,  the  Charter  Oak  is  one  of 
the  most  colorful  and  significant  symbols  of  the  spiritual  strength  and  love  of  freedom 
which  inspired  our  Colonial  forebears  in  their  militant  resistance  to  tyranny.  This  ven- 
erable giant  of  the  forest,  hundreds  of  years  old  when  it  hid  the  treasured  (liarter  in 
1687,  finally  fell  during  a  great  storm  on  August  21,  1856. 

Two  English  kings,  a  royal  agent,  a  colonial  hero  and  a  candle -lit  room  are  the 
figures  and  backdrop  in  one  of  the  most  thrilling  chapters  of  America's  legend  of 
liberty-.  The  refusal  of  our  early  Connecticut  leaders  to  give  up  the  (Charter,  despite 
royal  order  and  the  threat  of  arms,  marked  one  of  the  greatest  episodes  of  determined 
courage  in  our  historw 

On  October  9,  1662,  the  General  (^ourt  of  Cx)nnecticut  formally  received  the 
Charter  won  from  King  Charles  II  by  the  sua\e  diplomacx'  of  Cioxernor  John  W'in- 
throp,  Jr.,  who  had  crossed  the  ocean  for  the  purpose. 

Twent\'-five  years  later,  with  the  succession  of  James  II  to  the  throne,  C  A)nnecticut\s 
troubles  began  in  earnest.  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  His  Majest>\s  agent,  follow  ed  up  failure 
of  various  strategies  by  arriving  in  Hartford  with  an  armed  force  to  seize  the  Charter. 

After  hours  of  debate,  with  the  C^harter  on  the  table  between  the  opposing  parties, 
the  candle-lit  room  went  suddenly  dark.  Moments  later  w  hen  the  candles  were  re- 
lighted, the  ('barter  was  gone.  C'aptain  Joseph  Wadsworth  is  credited  with  having 
remoxed  and  secreted  the  C-harter  in  the  majestic  oak  on  the  Wyllys  estate. 
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State  Bird 

The  American  Robin 

(Turdus  Miffratorhis) 

The  American  Robin  was  adopted  as  the 
official  State  Bird  by  the  General  Assembly  in 
1943.  The  name  Robin  is  applied  to  a  number 
of  familiar  birds,  but  in  North  America  it  is 
the  migratory  thrush.  (Turdus  Migratorius.) 

Our  Robin,  a  true  thrush,  is  a  migratory 
bird  with  a  reddish-brown  or  tawny  breast  and 
a  loud  cheery  song.  It  was  first  called  the 
Robin  by  the  early  colonists,  in  remembrance  of  the  beloved  English  bird.  Despite  the 
protests  of  some  naturalists,  we  still  retain  that  traditional  name. 

Familiar,  in  the  summer,  throughout  North  America,  the  American  Robin  is  seen 
from  Alaska  to  Virginia.  Most  people  do  not  know  that  many  Robins  spend  the  entire 
winter  in  New  England.  They  roost  among  the  exergreens  in  the  swamps  \\'here  thev 
feed  on  winter  berries. 


State  Flower 

The  Mountain  Laurel 

(Kalmia  Lati folia) 

Designated  as  the  State  Flower  by  the 
General  Assembly  in  1907,  the  Mountain 
Laurel  is  perhaps  the  most  beautiful  of 
nati\'e  American  Shrubs.  Its  fragrance  and 
the  massed  richness  of  its  white  and  pink 
blossoms  so  vividly  contrast  with  the 
darker  colors  of  the  forests  and  the  fields 

that  they  have  continually  attracted  the  attention  of  travelers  since  the  earliest  days  of 
our  colonization.  First  mentioned  in  John  Smith's  "General  History"  in  1624  speci- 
mens were  sent  to  Linnaeus,  the  famous  botanist  bv  Peter  Kalm,  the  Swedish  explorer 
in  1750. 

Linnaeus  gave  it  the  name  of  Kalmia  Latifolia,  honoring  the  name  of  his  corre- 
spondent and  at  the  same  time  describing  the  ''wide-leaved"  characteristic  of  the  plant. 
In  addition  to  being  called  ''Mountain  Laurel,"  the  plant  has  also  been  spoken  of  as 
"Calico  Bush"  and  "Spoonwood." 
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State  Insect 
European  Mantis 

( Mn  n  tis  R  clijiiosn ) 

The  Hiiropcan  "pra\ing''  mantis  (tamil\, 
Maiuidac,  order,  Orthoptcra)  officially  be- 
came the  State  Insect  on  October  1,  1977. 
The  name  ''mantis/'  derived  from  the  Greek, 
originalK-  meant  prophet  or  diviner,  and,  ap- 
propriately, described  the  mantids'  distinctix  e 
habit  of  standing  motionless  on  four  hind 
legs,  with  the  two  highly  specialized  forelegs 
raised  in  an  attitude  of  meditation. 

The  European  mantis  is  not  nati\e  to  Connecticut.  Its  origin  is  Northern  Africa, 
Southern  Europe,  and  temperate  Asia.  These  mantids  can  be  found,  how  ever,  through- 
out the  state  from  early  May  or  June  until  the  cold  weather  sets  in,  w hen  they  die 
rapidly. 

Harmless  to  humans,  and  a\eraging  2-2V2  inches  in  length,  this  small  green  or 
brown  insect  feeds  on  aphids,  flies,  grasshoppers,  small  caterpillars  and  moths.  Al- 
though probably  not  a  significant  factor  in  biological  control,  mantids  are  beneficial 
insects,  fnends  to  the  tarmer,  and  are,  therefore,  symbolic  reminders  of  the  importance 
of  the  natural  enxironment  to  human  and  biological  sur\i\al. 


State  Animal 
Sperm  Whale 

( Pbysctcr  Ma  croccpha Ins) 

The  Sperm  Whale  w  as  designated  as  the  state 
animal  b\  the  General  Assembly  in  1975.  Its  se- 
lection w  as  made  both  because  of  its  special  con- 
tribution to  the  state's  history  ^nd  because  of  its 
present-day  plight  as  an  endangered  species. 

The  Sperm  Whale  is  the  largest  of  the 
toothed  w hales,  growing  up  to  60  feet  in  length 
.\nd  capable  of  diving  o\er  3, ()()()  feet  in  search 
of  the  squid  and  cuttlefish  on  w  hich  it  feeds.  The 
sperm  whale's  brain  is  the  largest  of  any  creature 
e\er  existing  on  earth.  'Wlobs  Dick''  was  a 
sperm  whale. 

During  the  1800s  C^onnecticut  ranked  sec- 
ond only  to  Massachusetts  as  a  whale  hunting  state.  The  sperm  whale  was  the  species 
most  sought  after  by  Cx)nnecticut  whalers  circling  the  globe  on  ships  out  of  New- 
London,  Mystic  and  other  (Connecticut  ports  to  bring  back  needed  oil  fi)r  lamps  and 
other  products. 
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State  Mineral 
The  Garnet 

(Almandine  Garnet) 
Fc.Al.Si^O,, 

Connecticut  is  one  of  the  finest  sources 
in  the  world  of  the  ahiiandine  garnet,  named 
the  State  Mineral  by  the  1977  General  As- 
sembly. An  ancient  gem,  it  was  named  "gar- 
nata"  in  the  13th  century  by  Albertus  Mag- 
nus, and  was  know^n  as  the  ''Carbuncle," 
likening  it  to  a  small,  red  hot  coal. 

The  garnets  are  actually  a  group  of  similar  minerals,  complex  silicates  of  the  same 
atomic  structure,  but  differing  in  chemical  composition.  They  vary  in  color  from  pale 
to  dark  tints,  including  the  deep  violet-red  of  the  almandine  garnet. 

This  mineral's  significant  hardness,  7  on  the  Mohs  scale,  has  made  the  garnet,  as 
an  abrasi\'e,  important  industrially  throughout  Connecticut's  history.  It  contributed 
to  this  development  by  providing  the  base  for  grinding  wheels,  saws,  and  the  better 
cutting  quality  of  garnet  paper,  a  variet}'  of  sandpaper. 


State  Shellfish 
Eastern  Oyster 

(Crassostrea  Vir£imica) 

The  Eastern  oyster  was  designated  as  the 
State  Shellfish  by  the  General  Assemblv  in 
1989.  The  oyster,  which  is  a  bivalve  mollusk, 
occurs  naturally  in  Connecticut's  tidal  rivers 
and  coastal  embayments  and  is  cultivated  by 
the  oyster  industry  in  the  waters  of  Long  Is- 
land Sound. 

Oysters  were  consumed  in  great  quantities  by  Connecticut's  native  American  in- 
habitants, and  early  European  settlers  found  oysters  to  be  a  staple  and  reliable  food 
source.  The  first  colonial  laws  regulating  the  taking  of  oysters  in  Connecticut  appeared 
in  the  early  1700s. 

Oyster  farming  developed  into  a  major  industry  in  the  State  by  the  late  19th  cen- 
tury. During  the  1890s,  Connecticut  held  the  distinction  of  having  the  largest  fleet  of 
oyster  steamers  in  the  world. 

Today,  Connecticut's  oyster  industry  continues  to  thrive.  Annually,  thousands  of 
bushels  of  these  delicious  Connecticut  grown  mollusks  are  marketed  throughout  the 
country.  Of  all  the  shellfish  species  associated  with  the  Connecticut  shoreline,  the 
oyster  is  by  far  the  best  known  for  its  colorful  history,  continued  economic  importance 
and  esteemed  reputation  for  quality. 
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State  Ship 

USS  Nautilus  (SSN-571) 

Built  by  Connecticut  craftsmen,  USS 
Nautilus  was  the  world's  first  nuclear  pow- 
ered submarine  and  logged  more  than 
500,000  nautical  miles  during  her  distin- 
guished 25  year  career.  The  USS  Nautilus, 
named  Connecticut's  State  Ship  by  the 
1983  General  Assembly,  has  been  desig- 
nated a  National  Historic  Landmark  and 
is  permanently  berthed  next  to  the  Sub- 
marine Force  Library  and  Museum  at 
Goss  Cove  in  Groton. 


State  Fossil 

Eubrontes  Giganteus 

The  Connecticut  Valley  is  the  world's  fore- 
most dinosaur  track  localit\'.  Many  different 
t\pes  of  fossil  track  impressions  have  been 
found  in  the  Valley's  sandstones  of  the  early 
Jurassic  Period  (200  million  years  ago).  Eu- 
brontes a  large  three-toed  track,  was  desig- 
nated the  State  Fossil  in  199L  ^-Mthough  no 
skeletal  remains  of  the  specific  trackmaking  di- 
nosaur have  been  found,  the  shape,  size,  and  stride  of  Eubrontes  indicate  that  the 
animal  was  a  carnivorous  dinosaur  approximately  eighteen  feet  in  length,  and  was 
closely  related  to  the  western  genus  Dilophosnurus.  Two  thousand  Eubrontes  tracks 
were  discovered  on  a  single  layer  of  rock  in  Rocky  Hill,  in  1966,  and  subsequently 
Dinosaur  State  Park  was  created  for  their  preservation  and  interpretation.  This  Reg- 
istered Natural  Landmark  site  receives  visitors  from  throughout  the  world. 
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State  Hero 
Nathan  Hale  1755 


1776 


On  October  1 ,  1985,  by  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  and  the  efforts  of  the  Nathan 
Hale  Chapter  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Rev- 
olution, Nathan  Hale  officially  became  Con- 
necticut's State  Hero. 

Born  in  Coventry,  and  educated  at  Yale 
Universit}^,  Hale  served  as  a  school  master  until 
commissioned  as  a  Captain  in  the  Continential 
Army,  in  1 775 .  In  September  of  1 776,  at  Gen- 
eral George  Washington's  request  for  a  vol- 
unteer, Nathan  Hale  crossed  enemy  lines  to 
gather  information  as  to  the  strength  and  plans 
of  the  British.  Caught  while  returning,  he  was 
hanged  as  a  spy  on  September  22,  1776,  with- 
out benefit  of  a  trial. 

The  Patriot's  dedication  to  our  country  is 
enshrined  in  the  immortal  words  "I  only  regret  that  I  have  but  one  life  to  lose  for  my 
country."  By  every  action  of  his  short  life.  Hale  exemplified  the  ideals  of  patriotism.

State  Heroine 
Prudence  Crandall  1803 


1890 


On  October  I,  1995,  by  an  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  Prudence  Crandall  became 
Connecticut's  State  Heroine. 

In  1833,  Prudence  Crandall  established  the 
first  academy  for  African-American  women  in 
New  England.  During  its  18  months  of  opera- 
tion, Crandall  and  her  students  faced  hardships 
and  \'iolence.  She  was  placed  on  trial  twice  for 
breaking  a  law  specifically  designed  to  prevent 
the  school  from  operating.  In  the  fall  of  1834, 
although  the  charges  against  her  were  dis- 
missed, the  school  was  closed. 

Prudence  Crandall  demonstrated  great 
courage  and  moral  strength  by  taking  a  stand 
against  prejudice.  In  1886  the  legislature  hon- 
ored her  with  an  annual  pension  of  $400.00. 

The  Prudence  Crandall  House  is  a  National  Historic  Landmark  located  at  the 
intersection  of  14  and  169  in  Canterbury.  It  is  operated  by  the  Connecticut  Historical 
Commission.

Jacob  Druckman  was  appointed  Composer  Laureate  of  Connecticut  in  1993  by  the 
Charles  Ives  Center  for  the  Arts.  He  died  Mav  24,  1996. 


State  Composer 

Charles  Edward  Ives  1874  -  1954 

Charles  I\es  was  born  at  the  fimily  home 
in  Danbury,  and  was  taught  the  basics  of  har- 
mony, counterpoint  and  fugue  by  his  father 
George,  who  was  a  famous  Civil  War  band 
master.  He  entered  Yale  University'  in  1894 
and  studied  with  Horatio  Parker,  a  composer 
and  professor  of  composition.  In  1908,  he 
married  Harmony  Twitchell  and  opened  w hat 
became  a  large  and  successful  insurance  agenc\' 
in  New  York  Cit\',  but  continued  to  li\e  and 
compose  music  in  Danbury.  His  works  include 
symphonies,  tone  poems  and  nearly  200  songs. 
Ives  was  awarded  the  Pulitzer  Prize  in  1947  for 
his  Tl}ird  Symphojiy  and  was  designated  the 
State  Composer  bv  the  General  AssembK  in 
199L 
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The  Executive  Residence 


Georgian  Colonial  in  design,  the  Executive  Residence  is  located  on  six 
beautifully  landscapeci  acres,  at  990  Prospect  Avenue,  overlooking  the  cit\' 
of  Hartford.  The  furniture  and  decorations  of  the  nineteen-room  governor's 
residence  are  18th  Century  originals  and  reproductions. 

The  residence  was  built  in  1909  by  Dr.  George  C.  F.  Williams,  who  oc- 
cupied it  until  1933.  The  original  cost  of  the  development  of  the  property 
was  $300,000.  It  was  purchased  by  the  State  in  1943  for  $38,928,  after 
inspection  of  38  different  pieces  of  propert)^  by  the  Legislative  Committee 
on  the  Executive  Residence. 

Governor  Raymond  E.  Baldwin  and  his  family  first  occupied  the  residence 
on  September  14,  1945.  The  formal  public  opening  ceremonies  were  held 
on  October  18,  1945. 
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The  First  State  House 

The  rtrst  State  House  in  Hartford  ser\ed 

from  1720  until  1796,  when  the  adjaeent  and 

reeently  completed  Old  State  House  opened. 

Earlier  buildings  occupied  the  site,  but  this 

was  the  first  structure  built  as  a  state  house. 

The  square  was  laid  out  in    1636  with  the 

founding  of  ('onnecticut  and  city  of  Hartford. 

The  Fundamental  Orders  of  1638/39  were 

ratified  on  this  site.  In  1687,  the  ('harter  of 

1662  was  stolen  from  this  site  and  hidden  in  the  (Hiarter  Oak  Tree.  Here  Cleneral 

Washington  first  met  Rochambeau  and  the  French  armies  in  America,  and  planned 

the  Yorktow  n  strategy.  And,  it  is  here  that  Connecticut  delegates  gathereel  to  consider 

ratification  of  the  U.S.  Constitution.  In  1783,  a  watchman  dropped  a  lighted  candle 

and  the  building  partialh'  burned.  As  a  consequence  of  the  damage  caused  h\  the  fire, 

the  present  Old  State  House  was  built. 


The  ''Old''  State  HotLse 

Designed  by  Charles  Bul- 
finch  and  built  in  1796,  the 
Old  State  House  is  the  oldest 
state  house  in  the  nation. 

The  building  opened  in 
MaN  of  1796.  oliver  Wolcott, 
signer  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  the  first 
Governor  to  ser\e  here.  The 
building  was  the  seat  of  state 
go\ernment  until  1878,  when 
the  present  Capitol  was 
opened. 

Major  state  and  national  e\  ents  ha\  e,  and  continue  to  occur  at  the  Old  State  House. 
Lafayette  was  made  a  citizen  here,  many  American  presidents,  including  Jackson,  Mon- 
roe, Johnson,  Ford  and  Bush  have  visited.  President  Carter  gave  the  U.S.S.  Nautilus 
to  (Connecticut  in  a  ceremony  at  the  Old  State  House  in  1981.  The  trials  of  (Cinque 
and  the  Amistad  opened  here  in  1839.  P.T.  Rarnum  ser\ed  in  the  legislature  here,  and 
notables  such  as  Mark  Twain,  (Charles  Dickens,  Samuel  (Colt  ^wkS  Harriet  Beecher 
Stowe  visited  the  building. 

The  Old  State  House  is  a  registered  National  Landmark  .\nd  open  to  the  public 
year-round,  free  of  charge.  The  restored  historic  chai-iibers,  a\\(\  grounds  are  now  the 
site  of  events  such  as  exhibitions,  concerts,  cannon  firings,  tours  .\n<\  a  lull  museum 
store.  It  is  run  as  a  non-profit  b\  the  Old  State  House  .Association,  Inc. 
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The  State  Capitol 

Overlooking  Hartford's  41  acre  Bushnell  Memorial  Park,  the  Connecti- 
cut State  Capitol  first  opened  for  the  General  Assembly  in  January,  1879. 

Initial  work  on  the  project  had  begun  eight  years  before  in  1871  when 
the  legislature  established  a  special  commission  and  appropriated  funds  for 
construction  of  a  new  statehouse.  The  site  was  contributed  by  the  cit\'  of 
Hartford,  and  the  commission  retained  James  G.  Batterson  to  build  the  Cap- 
itol from  plans  designed  by  noted  architect  Richard  M.  Upjohn. 

Constructed  of  New  England  marble  and  granite  and  crowned  by  a  gold 
leaf  dome,  the  Capitol  was  built  at  a  cost  of  52,532,524.43  and  has  an  es- 
timated replacement  value  of  more  than  $200,000,000. 

In  addition  to  housing  the  State  Senate  Chamber,  Hall  of  the  State  House 
of  Representati\'es  and  offices  of  the  Goxernor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  and 
Secretary  of  the  State,  the  statehouse  and  surrounding  grounds  abound  with 
memories  and  mementos  of  Connecticut's  early  years. 

The  Connecticut  State  Capitol  was  declared  a  national  historical  landmark 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Interior  in  1972. 
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
